Ever since t time the President has on 
different occasions expressed a wish that 
he might have Governor Griggs in his offi- 
cial family. When the succession to the 
Department of Justice was about to be- 
come vacant the President at first felt that 
he must take the new officer from the sec- 
tion of the country west of the Missourt 
He was considering California and Oregon, 
when evidence was brought to him of dis- 
sensions among, the bench and bar on the 
Pacific slope growing out of the promotion 
of Attorney General McKenna. It seems 
impossible to select a man from that sec-

GUNNING’S FEES750 


Asks Money for Fixing Rialto 
Building Assessment. 


INDICTED THREE TIMES. 


Seeking a Bribe, Conspiracy, 
Omission of Duty, Charged. 


CLERK AND BUNKER CAUGHT. 


Richard C. Gunning, South Town Asses- 
sor; Benjamin Barnett, South Town Clerk, 
and Fred T. Bunker, a real estate dealer, 
were indicted yesterday by the grand,jury 
for abuses in connection with the adminis- 
tration of the Assessor's office. 

Gunning is indicted on three charges— 
conspiracy, palpable omission of duty by a 
public officer, and proposing to receive a 
bribe. Indicted with him in the conspiracy 
charge is Benjamin Barnett. Bunker is in- 
dicted for perjury. There are in all fifteen 
counts against Gunning. 


Bribe Story in Detail. 

Charies G. Bilanden, principal witness 
against Gunning in the bribery indictment, 
is Secretary of the Rialto Building company. 
The Rialto Building is the fine structure 
adjoining the Board of Trade on the south. 
Mr. Blanden is a business-man of excellent 
standing, and his simple but direct testi- 
mony before the grand jury produced a 
strong effect. It was the story of a personal 
attempt on the part of Gunning to secure a 
bribe of $750. According to the testimony 
Gunning made a plain demand for the 
* coin,’’ and he was short and business-like 
about it at that. 

Mr. Blanden, as an officer of the Rialto 
company, made three trips to the office of 
the South Town Assessor to secure a lower- 


in regard to our assessment. I want to seo 
if it can be fixed up.’ 

“He looked at. me and remarked sus- 
piciously, ‘ What made you bring that archi- 
tect with you when you came last time? 
That is no way to do business.’ 

“* Well, there is a way to do bdsincss, is 
there?’ I inquired, 

‘“** Why, certainly, this matter can be ar- 
ranged,’ Gunning replied. 

“* How?’ ] asked. 

“**T want $750,’ said Gunning. ‘ You can 
take half and I will take the other. We will 
split the $1,500.’ 


Would Not Cut the Rate. 


“Then we had some other talk, and I 
tried to scale him down. 1 asked himif that 
was the lowest he would take. I asked him 
if he would not take $500, 

*** Not a cent less.- The figure is $750,’ said 
Gunning in a businesslike way. 

** I asked him how long he would give me to 
think over the proposétion. 

‘Gunning replied: ‘I will give you until 
tomorrow. That is the last day, and the 
books will then be closed.’ 

** Thad to laugh at his nerve, and I guess I 
must have made some kind of sarcastic re- 
mark tg him. We parted, and that was the 
last Isaw of Gunning. He wanted the money 
himself that time, and from his business- 
like manner was not going to allow any go- 
betweens to get any of the stuff. But he 
didn’t get it, and I don’t think he ever will. 
Such a man ought to be in the penitentiary, 
and if my evidence is wanted 1 am willing to 
give it.”’ 

Penalties Provided. 


The punishment for conspiracy, should 
Gunning and Barnett be found guilty, is 
imprisonmenrnot to exceed five years inthe 
penitentiary, or a fine not exceeding $2,000, 
or both. The punishment for proposing to 
receive a bribe is a fine not exceeding $5,000. 
For omission of his public duty Gunning 
may bé fined a sum not exceeding $10,000, 
and may -be removed from office. Bunker 
runs the risk of the most serious punishment 
of all. He may be sent to the penitentiary 
for from two to fourteen years, 


Goes to Seek Bondsmen. 


Assessor Gunning was notified of the ac- 
tion of the grand jury by his attorney, Ed- 
win C. Morris, the colored lawyer. Gunning 
was in his office at the time. He lost no 
time in hustling around among his friends.

Gets to a Tangible Point. 


The third visit resulted in something 
tangible. It was then that Gunning ex- 
tended to Blanden the proposition and 
called for the stuff. Gunning offered 
to split the difference with Mr. Blanden, 
each to take half of an extra assessinent 
of $1,500. But Mr. Blanden refused. He 
weuld have no part in such a criminal 
transaction. He told Gunning what he 
thought of him and t back to his office. 

Then Mr. Blanden at once wrote down 
as nearly as he could the exact conversa- 
tion which he had had with Gunning. He 
thought at the time that something might 
come of Gunning’s proposition, as is was 
a brazen attempt at blackmail, and Mr. 
Blanden was determined to protect his in- 
te:ests when the fight came to a show- 
down. 


Tells a Spicy Story. 


Mr. Blanden was before the grand jury 
about an hour, and he entertained them with 
a story which was spicy intheextreme. He 
took his seat, was sworn, and then was ques- 
tioned by Foreman George R. Davis. In 
speaking of his testimony before the grand 
jury Mr. Blanden said: 

‘* I have had no desire to figure in a public 
way in connection with this business, but 
when it comes to a question of decency in 
business life I am willing to do all I can to 
send such a man as Gunning to the penlien- 
tiary, for he is nothing more or less thana 
pirate. He did try to sandbag our company, 
and there is no need of special secrecy about 
it. He went after the coin, but thanks toa 
spirit of pugnacity which sometimes ini- 
mates the stockholders of our company he 
did not get a cent. ? 


Meant $1,500 Increase. 


**I made three trips to the office of Asses- 
sor Gunning about the tax figures levied on 
our building. It was a serious matter. He 
had raised the assessment on the building 
from $135,000 to $150,000. This increase of 
$15,000 meant an increase of $1,500 in the 
total amount of city taxes. For years the 
rate on the Rialto had stood at $135,000, and 
it was considered heavy enough. 

** So, when I learned of the big increase in 
our assessment I went to his office and at- 
tempted to reason with him. On this oc- 
casion Gunning treated me very nicely. I 
spoke of the hard times and tried to impress 
him with the fact that it was unjust to raise 
the figures on the building at this time. I 
asked him why he had done so. He replied 
that the figures on the Rialto were too low 
in comparison with those on surroundiug 
property. I told him he was mistaken. He 
said he was not, and after some other con- 
versation he remarked that if I would get 
the estimate from some first-class builder he 
might consider a reduction.’ 


Secured an Architect. 

*“ Accordingly, I went to the office of Burn- 
ham & Root, architedts, and ‘secured the 
services of Mr. Graham, an éxperienced man 
in the employ of the firm. We wentall over 
the Rialto Building and measured the num- 


several estimates from responsible people, 
who all agreed that a valuation of $135,000 
was fair. Then, armed with these facts and 
figures, Mr. Graham and I went to Mr, 
Gunning’s office. This wes my second visit. 
“ This time the treatment accorded to me 
was short and to the point.’ Gunning would : 
not listen at all. He afinounced that he was 
too busy and called out ‘ Next.’

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In a few moments he was in consultation 
with ex-Mayor John P. Hopkins and ex- 
Alderman John McGillen. The indictments 
had been handed in at 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon, and shortly after 5 o’clock Gunning, 
accompanied by Hopkins, McGillen, and At- 
torney Morris, appeared at the County 
Clerk’s office. Gunning was evidently ex- 
cited, for a beady sweat had gathered on 
his brow. He seemed to feel his position 
keenly. 

Bonds were rapidly made out. John P. 
Hopkins scheduled for $50,000 worth of prop- 
erty in Kensington and swore that he was 
worth $100,000. John McGillen scheduled 
for $25,000 and swore that he was worth 
$50,000. The bond for proposing to receive 
a bribe was $2,500, for omission of pubiic 
duty $2,000, and for conspiracy $2,000. 

After the schedules had been offered, the 
bonds were taken before Judge Waterman, 
who signed them and Gunning then walked 
out of the building. 


Gunning Talks Little. 

f. have yot yet had time to look over the 
indictments,” said Gunning. “I was in my 
office when I received a message from At- 
torney Morris, who informed me of the fact 
that the indictments had been returned. Mr. 
Morris has been my attorney fcr fifteen 
years, and he will have charge of my defense.

Blanden and Graham Appeared. 

Mr. Blanden and Architect Graham were 
the witnesses against Gunning in the charge 
of proposing to receive a bribe. In the 
charge of palpable omission of duty by a 
public officer, Edgar Tolman, John €. Shea- 
han, L. D. Condee, W. H. Barnum, and 
Thomas Cratty are named as the witnesses. 
Barnum and Cratty are also witnesses in 
the conspiracy charge. 

The witnesses against Bunker, charged 
with perjury, are Joseph 8. Young, Thomas 
Cratty, H. W. Mace, J. W. Andrews, G. M. 
Viol, George Birkhoff Jr., Charles B. Miller, 
David Oliphant, E. A. Hill, and H. A. 
Haugan. 

The indictment for pmpposing to receive 
a bribe says that on June 18 last Gunning 
did “ unlawfully, willfully, and corruptiy ” 
propose to receive a ‘bribe from one Charles 
Cc. Blanden, with the idea of unlawfully in- 
fluencing the act of said Gunning in the mat- 
ter of the assessment of the Rialto Bu:lding, 
Gunning coming before Blanden in his of- 
ficial capacity as South Town Assessor. It 
is further. charged that Gunning announced 
to Blanden that tie Assessment for - the 
Rialto Building for the year 1897 had been 
fixed at $150,000, but if Blanden would pay 
$750 he would place the assessment back to 
the tigures of 1806, which was $135,000. 


The indictment against Bunker says that 
Bunker testified before the grand jury and 
that, he testified falsely; that said Bunker 
swore he never received any money from 
Joséph 8. Young in relation to South Town 
assessments; that he swore further he did 
not know a‘ check received from Thomas | 
Cratty was for the sum of $150; that Bunker 
claimed he had money (6 Young. 


of South Town taxpayers, showing their

The jury retired at 1 o’clock-and was called 
in at 6. At that hour it was conceded an 
agreement was improbable. Assistant 
State’s Attorney A. C. Barnes took this view 
of the gase. He said: 

“ The evidence was so positive that it looks 
now, after three hours’ deliberation by the 
jury, as if theré would be no agreement. 

‘If this proves true, I shall be unable to 
account for it on no other theory than undue 
influence. It is difficult to reconcile any 
juror’s dissent to a verdict of guilty, upon 
such indubitable proof, with common hon- 
esty. A vote of not guilty in such a case 
upon such evidence, is a dereliction of duty 
as shameful as the crime the jury is called 
to pass upon. Ifthe jury disagrees the State 
will insist upon another trial immediately 
and that the jury be placed beyond the reach 
of bribery and corruption., We shall fight 
this case to a finish, if it takes all winter.”’ 

After the jury was discharged State's At- 
torney Charles S. Deneen was asked if he had 
any evidence to indicate that illegal IMflu- 
ence had been brought to bear upon the jury. 
Fle declined to discuss the matter, saying it 
would be improper for him to draw any in- 
ferences discreditable to the jury. 


Disagreement Attributed to Sympathy 


The jurors themselves say the disagree- 
ment was due to no doubt or dispute as to 
the law. Argument could not reach the dif- 
ficulty. The first ballot and the tenth re- 
sulted in the same alignment of forces for 
and against the accused election officials. 
The question was split and separate ballots 
were taken for each of the three men, but it 
resulted in no change. » 

The majority offered to discuss the mat- 
ter, but there was nothing to discuss. The 
minority members simply said they would 
not vote to punish men. who, in their opin- 
ion, were the tools of other men more guilty 
than themselves. Sympathy for the fami- 
lies of the accused was also expressed. 

“I'll warrant they'll be well taken care 
of,”’ one of the majority retorted. 

The facts were admitted. Not one of the 
three jurors who voted for acquittal denied 
that the State had established a clear case 
of doctored returns. 

Perrien Dean, who is a retired business- 
man and a Republican, said the fhinority fell 
back upon their right to acquit in case they 
entertained a reasonable doubt. 

** Doubt as to what?” he was.esked. “ As 
to the facts?’ ' 

** No; doubt of criminal intent of the ac- 
cused men.”’ 

To State’s Attorney Deenen Mr. Dean said 
he was unwilling to send the accused to 
prisom when men more guilty than they, who 
used them as tools, were allowed to es- 
cape.

HAVE MANY CURES FOR CRIME. 


National Prison Association Suggests 
Radical Changes in Society to 
Make Men Better. 


Austin, Tex., Dec. 4.—The National Prison 
association today decided that it would 
hold its next annual meeting in Indianap- 
olis.. The most important business of the 
morning session was the submission of the 
report of the Committee on Criminal Law 
Reform. The report stated that the prog- 
rees of crime was somcthing frightful and 
recommends that it should be most success- 
fuily checked by the following changes in 
the handling of the criminals of the world: 

Greater security of punishment; doing 
avray with all technicalities in trials; abol- 
ishment of juries, maxing conviction more 
summary and trial more speedy; depriving 
Gefendants of the right’-to. appeal to @ 
higher court; offering rewards for the dis- 
covery and conviction of criminals; sterili- 
zution of: defectives, both moral and phy- 
sical; abolishment of poverty; removing 
or restricting the power to pardon: »vro- 
hihiting the use of intoxicating liquors; 
reconstruction of the cthical code of law- 
yers; curing inherent defects in the law 
as distinguished from :ts enforcement; de- 
veloping a scientific motherhood; State rer- 
ulation of marriage: restricting immigra- 
tion; popular education and colonization of 
criminals; the reformation of criminals by 
the abolition of the definite sentence. 

The committee states that some of iis 
suggestions are practically impossible at 
present, but if followed as closely as pos- 
sible the morals of the country would be 
greatly improved and crime would be cor- 
respondingly decreased. 


FAILS TO KEEP UP HIS DUES.

Grave Fears Are Entertained for the 
Stability of the Hapsburg 
Throne. .

Hearst. }—The poHtica! situation is very crit- 
ical. No outcome can be foreseen. The gov- 
ernment’s efforts towards an understanding 
with the parllamentary groups is unsuccess- 
ful. It is impossible for Parliament to re- 
assemble again to vote a provisional Aus- 
gieich with Hungary; therefore, the Hun- 
garians will act independently in the settle- 
ment of matters now common to both parts 
of the monarchy.

London, Dec. 4.—International questions 
have been temporarily overshadowed by 
the gravity of the situation in Austria, where 
things are as gloomy as imaginable. In 
addition to the imminence of a civil war, 
the next few hours may possibly witness 
a historic revolution in the relations be- 
tween Austria and Hungary, which mighi 
mean the reconstruction of the map of 
Europe. It is hardly an exaggeration to 
say that the factions are drawing up like 
contending armies. The Germans have ap- 
pealed to their compatriots on both sides 
of the frontier and are apparently pre- 
pared to run all risks to keep the hated 
Czechs in subjection. The Czechs make no 
secret of the fact that their final aim is to 
abolish the dual empire and make it a 
triple empire by placing Bohemia on equal 
footing with Austria and Hungary. To 
grant these demands would set Hungary 
on fire and destroy the foundations of the 
present imperial system. It looks as though 
the employment of force is the only solu- 
tion of the question, but against which 
faction will it be used? 

The question of the provisional Ausgleich 
bill (or agreement to prolong for a year in- 
stead of ten years the compact between 
Austria and Hungary, pending arrange- 
ments for a longer compact), is, if possible, a 
question more grave than the threatened 
civil war. The Hungarian Diet has given 
Baron yon Gautsch von Frankenthurn, the 
Austrian Premier, until Monday next in 
which to state whether he can reasonably 
expect the Ausgleich bill to pags, and, fail- 
ing a decisive answer, Baron Banffy, the 
Hungarian Premier, will introduce on Mon- 
day a bill whereby Hungary will act inde- 
pendently as regards the duties to be levied, 
continuance of commercial relations with 
Austria, and the charter of the AustriatHun- 
garian Bank.

SULLIVAN NOTA CANDIDATE. 


Ex-Champion of the Pugilistic World 
Declines to Run for Mayor 
of Boston. 


Boston, Mass., Deo. 4.—[Special.]—John 
Lawrencé Sullivan will not be a candidate 
for Mayor of Boston and no nomination 
paper in his behalf was filed today. That 
decision was arrived at three days ago, 
after consultation between Mr. Sullivan’s 
political lieutenants, and it is due to the 
express wish of the “ Big 'Un,”’ who is now 
traveling with his vaudeville company. 

Up to three weeks ago Mr. Sullivan had 
every intention of standing as a Candidate 
for Mayor, but he never authorized anybody 
to take out nomination papers in his be- 
half. When he was last in Boston he was 
visited by a well-known representative of 
Boston Tammany, who came from Mayor 
Quincy with full powers to arrange terms, 
but Mr. Sullivan refused in positive and ex- 
pressive language to recede from his declara- 
tion that he would go into the fight against 
the Mayor. He went so far as to state 
that his designation upon the official ballot 
would be “ independent and honest.”’ 

What has caused Mr. Sullivan to change 
his mind? Mr. Quincy did not do it. Mr. 
Quincy’s political banner-bearers did not 
do itt. It was the largeness of Sullivan's 
heart, and the sympathetic qualities of his 
nature which led him, altmost at she last 
moment, to withdraw from the field and 
leave the way clear for a-triangular con- 
test by Mr. Curtis, representing the tax- 
payers; Mayor Quincy, representing the 
regular Democrats; and Mr. Riley, repre- 
senting the Silver Democrats. Sullivan will, 
however, use all his influence against 
Quincy. 

Sullivan has had letter after letter since 
he went upon the road, begging him to re- 
frain from using his name as an independent 
candidate. Some of them came from resi- 
dents of the South End who are city em- 
ployés. They pleaded with him pitifully. 
They told him that the Quincy machine was 
desperate and that those who were known 
to be friendly to Sullivan would be dis- 
charged without pretext if the ex-champion 
insisted on making the battle. / 


MORMON CHURCH TREACHERY. 


Leaders in a Political Fight Again De- 
spite Becent Promises—Prac- 
tice of Polygamy. 


Salt Lake, Utah, Dec. 4.—[{Special.]— 
James Charles Bowen, a member of one 
of the teachers’ quorums of the Mormon 
church, has been disfellowshipped because 
at the recent school election he worked for 
E. B. Critchlow, a non-Mormon, and against 
Charles W. Symons, a Mormon, 

The action of the quorum has aroused 
much indignation, not only among the non- 
Mormon population, but also among the 
more liberal-minded Mormons, who believed 
that when the late manifesto was issued, the 
principal theme of which was that the Mor- 
mon church was out of politics, it meant 
what it said. For a year or more past, how- 
ever, there have been indications of treach- 
ery on the part of high officials in the Mor- 
mon church. This was apparent at the late 
city election, and the recent action has 
clinched the belief with many who hesitated 
long ere they arrived at that conclusion, 
The Salt Lake Tribune, Once a bitter foe, but 
latterly very friendly towarg the Mormon 
church, referring to the matter, says: 

‘* Utah is never going to be a slave State. 
That question was decided in 1866, so far 
as the bodies of men are goncerned, and that 
kind of slavery is not half as degrading as 
the slavery of the soul.” 

It now but remains to see what action 
will be taken by the high officials of the 
Mormon church. Unless an order to rein- 
state Bowen be issued the idea that the 
Mormon church is still in the saddle polit- 
ically, as well as spiritually, will be general- 
ly accepted by those who wish to believe 
otherwise. 

That any polygamous marriages have 
taken place since the issuance of the mani- 
festo cannot be proven, but that at least 
‘a thousand polygamous wives have given 
birth to children within the last year is 
beyond question. 


DEAD SURE ENOUGH THIS TIME. 


John Slocum, the Shaker Leader of 
Washington, Dies for the 
Third Time. 


Olympia, Wash., Dec. 4.—[{Special.]—John 
Slocum, the Shaker Indian, was buried today, 
having died for the third time. His first 
demise occurred twelve or thirteen years 
ago, and he was dead twenty-four hours at 
that time. His coffin was ordered, and he 
was prepared for burial, but his sudden 
resurrection had the effect of postponing the 
obsequles. : 

Slocum has always maintained that his 
third departure from e earth would be 
final, and this accounts for the fact that his 
body was not confined to the earth at the 
time of his second so-called death, which oo- 
curred five years ago. 

Siocum became famous about five years 
ago by passing to heaven in a trance, where 
he remained several days before returning 
to earth. On his return he pictured heaven 
in glowing terms to his associates, declaring 
that lots of Indians are there, and that each 
has a horse and plenty of salmon. Every 
Indian at Mud and Oyster Bay became his 
follower, and for the remaining years of his 
life he wielded a marked influence among his 
disciples.

He says $8,000,000 monthly are 
indispensable for war expenses, organiza- 
tion of auxiliaries, and improvement in the 
food and raiment of the Spanish troops. If 
the home government can do this he feels 
confident he will complete the pacification 
of the four western provinces before June, 
and quell the rebellion in the two eastern 
provinces before the rainy and unhealthy 
season. Meanwhile he is confident he can 
implant home rule in the western provinces, 
organizing the colonial government, which 
will be in a position to decide ways and means 
to complete the pacification. 


Spain’s Forces in Cuba. 

The Spanish forces in Cuba now are 114,000 
regulars. There are 26,000 in hospitals and 
53,000 available for operations, the remain- 
der doing garrison duty. 

The Spanish press expresses much satis- 
faction at the vigor of operations in Pinar 
del Rio and Santa Clara since Blanco as- 
sumed command. 

The government has sounded again native 
and foreign bankers with a wiew to raising 
money under the authorizations voted by 
the Cortes last summer, but the foreign 
bankers ask guarantees and conditions that 
will oblige Sagasta to again appeal to the 
Bank of Spain and native capital.

Havana, Dec. 4, via Key West, Fla.—[Copy-

SPAIN MAY DEMAND DAMAGES. 


Report of the Madrid Government of 
the Landing of the Dauntless 


Expedition. 


Madrid, Dec. 4.—The Spanish government, 
it is semi-officially announced, has rece!ved 
details of the landing of an expedition 
in Cuba from the American steamer Daunt- 
less, and it is understood the Spanish Min- 
ister at Washington, Sefior Dupuy de Lome, 
will shortly present in this connection a 
claim for damages from the United States. 


CHURCH AID FOR THE CUBANS. 


System of Relief Organized by the 
Catholic Bishop—Picture of 
Prevailing Distress. 


New York, Dec. 5.—A dispatch from 
Havana says: “ Tell the American people 
that I will be glad to receive and distribute 
food, clothing, and medicines that may be 
sent by them for the relief of the suffering 
thousands in Cuba.” 

Sefior Santander y Frutos, Bishop of 
Havana, gives this message to the charita- 
ble and sympathetic people of the United 
States. The Bishop of Havana is the head 
of the Roman Catholic Church of Cuba. He 
appeals directly to the people of America. 
He does not recognize religion in this hour 
of terrible need. The common bond of hu- 
manity makes strong. his faith that his cry 
will be heard. 

The Bishop will distribute the relief to 
the starving Cubans, and it would be beyond 
the powers of belief to think it probable that 
Spain would interfere in his work of charity. 

“We are utterfy unable to cope with the 
destitution of the reconcentrados,”’ con- 
tinued the Bishop. “For example, our 
clergy in Santa Clara City have 7,000 hungry 
ones. What can they do for so many? 

“Arrangements will be completed as 
quickly as the Cathdlie Bishops of the United 
States signify theff willingness to receive 
contributions. It is to them that the Bishop 
of Havana looks. Anybody can give, but 
it needs the powerful aid of the church to 
forward the aid. The churches will be the 
depots and the shippers as well. 

‘* Here in my house we give food to about 
200 children brought by mothers. We have 
1,500 registered. We give corn, milk, and 
medical attention. We give them all we 
have. From every part of my diocese come 
reports of hunger fit to wring your heart. 
I am glad to Know America is interested in 
the fate of the reconcentrados. They surely 
need assistance.'’ 

It is reported that the leader, Mario Adam 
Betancourt, & brother-in-law of General 
Alejandro Rodriguez, died recently from ill- 
ness in the insurgent camp in Puerto Prin- 
cipe. 

Reports from Pinar del Rio City say that 
smallpox is rapidly spreading there, and 
that thirty deaths occur daijy from the dis- 
ease. Many deaths from the same cause are 
reported from other towns. Dr. Jover of 
the Havana Sanitary board has been com- 
missioned to proceed to Pinar del Rio for 
the purpose of vaccinating the inhabitants 
and thus preventing the further spread of 
the scourge. 

It is announced that the grinding of sugar- 
cane will be begun before Dec. 15 on the 
central plantations, Constancia, Andrieta, 
— Dos Hermanos, in the Clenfuegos ‘dis- 
trict. 

Madrid, Dec. 4.—Befior Mora, Minister for 
the Colonies, has received a dispatch from 
Marshai Blanco, saying the latter has tele- 
graphed the Spanish Minister at Washing- 
ton as follows: 

“There is no need for foreign help to pro- 
vide for the wants of this island or its in- 
habitants. The government from its own 
resources is @ndeavoring to provide for 
the necessities the need of which is dimin- 
ishing daily.”’

“Spain will be very careful about taking

,” the annihilation of her merchant ma- 
rine, the addition of a new war debt to an 
already crippled gnd discredited country, 
and the immediate loss of both Cuba and 
Puerto Rico. Spain will not make war on 
the United States. Let Congress do its duty 
to the peopie and grant belligerent rights 
to the Cubans. The long-deferred act of 
justice will be halled with joy and delight 
by 98 per cent of the inhabitants of the 
western hemisphere.”’ 


NOT AFRAID OF WAR WITH SPAIN 


Governo? Bushnell of Ohio Favors the 
Immediate Recognition of the 
Cuban Insurgents. 


Columbus, O., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—Gov- 
ernor Bushnell, in an interview, declares 
it the duty of the United States to recognize 
the belligerency of the Cuban revolutionisis, 
even if such recognition showid lead to war 
with Spain.. ‘‘ You cannot conduct a great 
government according to a Wall street 
ticker,” he declared, and, continuing, ‘* the 
demands of morality, conscience, and pa- 
triotism are more imperious than those of 
commerce. Give the Cubans belligerent 
rights at once and intervene afterwards if 
necessary to put an end to this war that 
disgraces civilization.”’ 

Governor Bushnell also stated he believed 
President McKinley will not disappoint the 
patriotic expectations of the country. He 
expressed himself forcibly on the Cuban 
question, saying: 

*“*I believe that at least 90 per cent of 
our people would vote the Cubans belligerent 
rights at once, If that did not stop the 
brutal atrocities on the island, they would 
favor active intervention by our govert- 
ment.”’ 

“You then favor granting the Cubans 
belligerent rights? "’ 2 

“I certainly do. They have earned it by 
a heroic struggle of three years: Spain, with 
her 225,000 soldiers, has not been able to 
subdue the revolution in a single province 
of the island. Why should not the Cubans 
have belligerent rights? ”’ 


BATTLE IN SANTIAGO DE CUBA. 


Official Report of an Insurgent Defeat 
with Considerable Loss to 
the Spaniards. 


Havana, Dec. 4.—According to an an- 
nouncement issued froin Spanish headquar- 
ters this afternoon. the Spanish forces be- 
longing to the Manilla division have had 
a sharp engagement with the insurgents 
at Paiedra, Province of Santiago de Cuba, 
with the result that they captured all the 
positions of‘the enemy and compelled the 
inaurgents to retreat, with numerous losses.

WASHINGTON SOCIAL EVENT. 


Lexington, Ky., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—Miss 
Christine Bradley is closer to the hearts of 
true Kentuckians tonight than any other 
woman within the confines of the State. Her 
refusal to christen the battleship Kentucky 
if Miss Richardson had claimed the honor 
raises her high in popular estimation. 

It has been said of Miss Bradley by her 
father that she has a will of her own,-and 
that when she makes up her mind no amount 
of persuasion can change her. It is generally 
believed by her friends that she wouldhave 
glady accepted the honor of christening the 
great ship named after her native State had 
not Miss Richardson advanced prior claim 
to the honor. The whole matter has been 
referred to the Secretary of the Navy, John 
D. Long. Miss Bradley has declined any 
appointment from her father, the Governor, 
as she does not desire to embarrass him. It 
is more than likely that Secretary Long will 
appoint Miss Bradjey and that she will ac- 
“cept. There is no idea in official circles at 
Frankfort that Miss Richardson will be ap- 
pointed. 


She Replies to Herbert. 

Miss Richardson will not say what further 
steps she will take until she knows positive- 
ly that Miss Bradley will not act as sponsor 
for the Kentucky. Sheis very angry ot ex- 
Secretary Herbert fcr his published state- 
ment, and gave out tonight the following 
authorized interview: “ Ex-Secretary Her- 
bert is not persecuting an officer in the serv- 
Ice under him this time who is not able tu 
epeak for himself, but a free-born Amcrivan 
girl, who is fully equal to defending hersclf 
against the falsity of his statement. It is 
true, that the invitation did come officially 
He has since found out that at that time an 
invitation was not in accordunce with the 
naval regulations. The invitation was not 
taken for granted by myself during a pleas- 
ant little conversation at the home ofa lady 
friend, as he puts it. I shall bring out thic 
facts minutely as they occurred. On ihe 
evening of Dec. 27, 1895, a box party was 
given in Washington by Charles G. Bennett, 
a member of Congress from Brooklyn, to 
which Secretary Herbert was asked. Ata 
supper after the theater at the Shorehain 
there were present Secretary Herbert, 
Charles G. Bennett, a young gentleman 
whom I know slightly, Mr. Jack Story, two 
ladies, and myself. While at the table Sec- 
retary Herbert stated that he had just decid- 
ed to call one of the new battleships Ken- 
tucky. One of the ladies present said: “ O, 
Mr. Secretary, how lovely. My guest, Miss 
Richardson, is a Southern girl and from 
Kentucky.’ To this Secretary Herbert re- 
plied: ‘A fairer representative for the 
christening could not be found,’ with other 
flattering remarks. I replied: ‘* You are 
honoring me indeed, Mr. Secretary; are you 
serious?’ He said: ‘To be sure.’ [ said, 
in “acknowledging the compliment, that I 
would break a bottle of the *‘ Wine of Ken- 
tucky’ at the christening. I promised then 
to send the Secretary a bottle of the cele- 
brated ‘Wine of Kentucky,’ which I did 
upon my return home. He wrote thanking 
me. The letter I give unhesitatingly to the 
public. It shows that a ‘gallant speech’ 
was made by him in regard to me christen- 
ing the Kentucky, and not a ‘ take-for- 
granted’ invitation on my part:

“Congressman Bennett, who is now in 
Enrope, would be unquestioned authority 
in this matter were he in the United States. 
Since he is absent and cannot speak for 
me, I will give the following extracts from 
his letters to me immediately after my re- 
turn from Washington which bear upon the 
matter of Secretary Herbert extending tome 
the invitation in public. In a letter of Jan. 
7, 1896, he writes: ‘You and the ship 
christening are the talk of our city. The 
newspaper comments uppn the affair make 
the Washington belles quite displeased. 
You will have a national reputation to sus- 
tain by the christening.’ In another letter, 
after stating that he met Secretary Herbert 
at tea the evening before, he wrote: ‘ He 
(Herbert) is still profuse in his compliments 
of the Kentucky belle whom it has been his 
good fortune to meet; if you comply with the 
request of the honorable Secretary of the 
Navy I am sure there is nothing in this 
vicinity that you may not ask for.’ 

“These extracts from his letters prove 
that he understood the invitation to have 
been sincere and formal. I saw Secretary 
Herbert several times in Washington, and 
he knew I was being congratulated on al! 
sides on having beén chosen to christen the 
Kentucky. While there I was invited by 
his daughter to receive on Cabinet day at his 
home. If Secretary Herbert felt that he had 
proper naval 
authority would it not have been kinder of 
him to have taken advantage of some of 
these opportunities arid have explained the 
matter to me? I did not consider him an 
old widower in his dotage, wko cannot re- 
member honest facts in such a matter—filat- 
tering and publicly asking girls to christen 
battleships. Since reading Secretary Her- 
bert’s dishonest statement the contempt I 
expressed for the underhand petitions of the 
gallant Governor are but trifles.”’ 


In Secretary Long’s Hands. 

Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 5.—[{Special.]—Miss 
Harriet B. Richardson will not be the spon- 
sor of the battleship Kentucky. Miss Rich- 
ardson has talked too much, and has ruined 
whatever prospects she may have had of 
becoming sponsor by her opposition to Miss 
Christine Bradley, the daughter of the 
Governor, and the insinuation that Miss 
Bradley was being urged only by trades- 
people, meaning the Louisville Board of 
Trade. . 

Governor Bradley today received a letter 
from his daughter, who is attending school 
in Washington. Though Governor Bradley 
has been petitioned by people from all over 
the State, he has felt a modesty about nam- 
ing his daughter for such an honor. He 
was greatly relieved when his daughter an- 
nounced in her letter that she cared nothing 
about the honor, and preferred that her 
father be not embarrassed on her account. 
Governor Bradley will not name Miss Rich- 
ardson either. He has telegraphed Naval 
Secretary Long asking that he name the 
sponsor, but making no suggestions. By 
reason of the graceful manner in which Miss 
Bradley acted in such a delicate matter, as 
compared with Miss Richardson, it is stated, 
on authority, that Secretary Long has de- 
cided to :sk Miss Bradley to become spon- 
sor.

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THIEF SNAPS A WOMAN’S BONES TO

Mrs. Frances Fernandes the Victim of 
a New Trick in Robbery—Raid Is 
Made in Dearborn Street, Near the 
Polk Street Depot, During the Rush 
Hour—Man Escapes in an Alley— 
Woman Goes to a Hospital—Others 
Who Lose Valuables.

Mrs. Frances Fegpandez’s arm was broken 
last night by a roBber who took that means 
to make her loosen h,. hold on her pocket- 
book. Getting the purse the thief took to 
his heels and escaped, leaving his victim on 
the sidewalk, where she had fallen in a 
faint from pain. 

The robbery occurred at 6:30 o’clock, while 
crowds of suburbanites were hastening in 
Dearborn street to the Polk Street Station, 
near by. In the midst of this crowd the 
robber attacked Mrs. Fernandez. Before 
those around the pair realized what was 
happening the thief had worked his new 
scheme of arm breaking, had got the purse, 
and ran into an alley. Some of the 
witnesses to the robbery assisted Mrs. Fer- 
nandez into a drug store, while others-ran 
in pursuit of the highwayman, but they wae 
unable to find any trace of him. After the 
woman's injury had been dressed she went 
to the Dearborn Street Police Station and 
reported the robbery. 

Mrs. Fernandez had spent the day on the 
South Side, and was returning to her home 
at 389 Lake street when the attack was made. 
Sie had come into the city upon a suburban 
train and was just leaving Dearborn Sta- 
tion with her rocketvook in her hand when 
some one grasped her by the'arm. The 
woman turned and faced a heavily built 
man. While he held her arms he shook a 
clinched fist in her face. 


Makes a Savage Threat. 
“ You utter a scream and I will put an end 
~ your yelling, right in this crowd,” said 
e. 

Then, retaining his hola on her arm, he 
endeavored with his other hand to take the 
pocketbook. The woman kept a tight hold 
on the purse. Not daring to cry for assist- 
ance, she began struggling desperately with 
the robber. He gradually tightened his hold. 
Soon the struggle began to attract the at- 
tention of passers-by, and, noticing this, fhe 
robber grasped the arm of Mrs. Fernandez 
with both his hands and gave it a violent 
twist. The force with which the twist was 
given broke the arm and rendered the hand 
in which the woman held the pocketbook 
powerless. ‘ 

The thief then took the purse, and, dash- 
ing through the crowd, made his way to the 
alley, into which he ran. 

After Mrs. Fernandez had reported the rob- 
bery to the police she went to the County 
Hospital, where she is now being cared for. 
Physicians at the institution Say that the 
force with which the thief twisted the wom-

Neil Wilson Kills John Kohen 
with a Knife Thrust. 
SLAYER IS FIRST HIT. 


West Twelfth Street Rowdies 
Brew the Fight. 


BEAR TALES THAT EXCITE. 


Another murder wasrecorded in the South- 
west Side of Chicago last night when Neil 
Wilson killed John Kohen in front of a cigar 
store at 1074 West Twelfth street. 

Wilson and Kohen are colored porters. 
They quarreled over a question of physical 
superiority. Kohen, who is a powerfui fel- 
low and an ex-pugilist, struck Wilson over 
the eye. Wilson, who is 18 years old, warned 
Kohnen that if he persisted in his attack he 
would stab him. Kohen advanced towards 
the young man, who- drew his knife and 
stabbed the former prizefighter across the 
neck, severing the jugular vein. 

Kohen died in a neighboring drug store 
within a few minutes and Wilson was ar- 
rested as he was telling his employer of his 
deed a short time after the stabbing oc- 
curred. 

For the last three months Wilson has been 
in the employ of John Halpin, proprietor ofa 
saloon at 1068 West Twelfth street’ Kohen 
has been employed by John Baker's barber 
shop, 1076 of the same street,, . 


Hostility Has Been Fomented. 


The propensities of the two.men to quarrel 
has been encouraged by the patrons of the 
two places, who have fomented rivalry be- 
tween the’ porters. 

Wilson, who is ordinarly inclined to be 
peaceable, has been daily informed that 
Kohen had expressed his ability to thrash 
him with one hand. The young man has re- 
turned the bluff, and the men of the saloon 
have carried to the ex-pugilist the story that 
Wilson was only waiting for an opportunity 
to exercise his fists upon his rival. 

Early last evening Wilson purchased some 
groceries for his employer and passed Ko- 
hen on his return to the saloon. Kohen 
struck Wilson, the latter asserts, and the 
young negro ran as fast as he could to the 
saloon. Once inside he repeated his dire 
threats to thrash Kolheén, and the tales were 
carried to and fro as usual by the mischief- 
making patrons of each establishment. 

At 8 o'clock Wilson again left the saloon 
to purchase some cigarets at 1074. While 
the young porter was in the cigar store the 
friends of Kohen informed him of the cir- 
cumstance. The ex-pugilist then left the 
barber shop and stood in a shadow awaiting 
the appearance of the young man. 


Wilson Wields His Knife. 


As soon as Wilson came from the door 
Kohn stepped up, and, after defying Wilson, 
struck him over the eye, inflicting a pain- 
ful bruise, which later swelled and closed 
the member, Wilson retreated and drew his 
knife, warning Kohen that if he approached. 
he would be stabbed. Kohen, according to 
the story of Wilson, disrégarded the warn- 
ing and attempted to strike him again. Wil- 
son then stabbed Kohen in th@neck. Kohen 
fell and Wilson ran to his @mployer’s sa- 
loon and told Halpin he‘had stabbed Kohen 
and it was all up. 

The affray was witnessed by John Curran, 
who called for help, and the stabbed negro 
was taken to a drug store on the corner, 
where he died in a few moments. A police- 
man was near and placed Wilson under ar- 
rest. ' “ 

From inquiry the police think the stabbing 
was done in self-defense. 

Both men lived at their respective places 
of employment. 


PRICE PUT ON MERRY’S HEAD. 


| Chief Kipley Offers a $200 Reward for 
the Fugitive’s Capture—Hunt 
Again Near Peoria. 


Chief of Police Kipley yesterday offered a 
reward of $200 for the arrest of Mcrry and 
Smith. 

Captain Wheeler during the day sent De- 
tective Tyrell to Peoria to follow up a clew. 
In the first stages of the search it was re- 
ported that Merry and Smith had been seen 
in the neighborhood of Peoria, but the two 
officers who were sent there failed to learn 
anything of value. But Captain Wheeler 
received a letter frorn Sheriff Charles E. 
Jchnson, stating that he believed a further 
investigation of the report would be advisa- 
ble, as the men had been seen again in the 
vicinity.

PRINCIPALS ON SENSE TRAINING 


Mr. Stehman and Miss Butts Discuss 
the Subject—Teachers Want 
More Pay. 


Principals of the Chicago public schools, at 
their meeting yesterday, discussed “ Sense 
Training and the Proper Method of Intro- 
ducing Play Into Educational Systems.” J. 
H. Stehman, principal of the Avondale 
School, and Miss A. E. Butts, principal of the 
Chase School, read papers on the subject. 
Miss Butts spoke of Chicago being the first 
city in the country to adopt a practical meth- 
od of using play forms in the development 
of the senses. No other city has made a 
practical application of this. 

The problem of how to secure favorable ac- 
tion by the Board of Education on a petition 
of the grade teachers for an advance in sal- 
aries was discussed at the meeting yester- 
day of the Grade Teachers’ federation in 
Handel Hall.

SUCCUMBS TO WOUNDS CAUSED BY A 
BURGLAR’S BULLET. 


Chief Counsel for the General Electric 
Company at Schenectady, N. Y., Hus 
a Fatal Encounter with an Un- 
known Thief—Surgeons Unable to 
Lecate the Bullet Without an Op- 
eration—Wounded Man Never Rul- 
lies from the Shock, | 


Schenectady, N Y., Dec. 4.—[Special.}— 
The shooting of George R. Blodgett, chief 
counsel of the General Electric company, 
by a burglar early on Friday morning has 
turned out to be a murder, for Mr. Blodgett 
died at 2:30 this afternoon. 

An operation was performed last evening 
on Mr. Blodgett to find the bullet, as the 
X rays had failed to locate it, owing to the 
fact that it lay behind the great side bone 
of the pelvis. Drs. Vanderveer and Mc- 
Donald of Albany, assisted by Drs. William 
P. and Louis W. Faust of this city, per- 
formed the operation. The shock of the 
operation was too much for Mr. Blodgett. 
Dr. Vandeveer said at once that the patient 
would not recover, and probably would die 
in convulsions, which was the case. Before 
9 o’clock this morning Mr. Blodgett’s pulse 
began failing. From about noon he grad- 
ually lost consciousness. At 2 p. m. his 
little boy was brought to the bedside, but 
Mr. Blodgett did not recognize him. 


Parents Come Too Late. 


At 2:30 he breathed his last. Mr. Blodg- 

ett’s father and mother reached here this 
afternoon from their home in Bucksport, 
Me., an hour too late to see their son before 
he died. The funeral is to be held on Mon- 
day afternoon. 
' The police have absolutely no clew to the 
burglar and murderer, though many arrests 
of suspicious. persons have been made. A 
number of burglaries have been committed 
near here this week, and it is suspected 
that one of the gang may have shot Mr. 
Blodgett. 


Reward for the Murderer. 


The General Electric company offers a 
reward of $5,000 for the arrest and convic- 
tion of the burglar. The police investiga- 
tion showed that the burglar had secured 
little of value, the shooting having. put an 
erd to his burglarious mission. Several sil- 
ver-mounted toilet articles and some pieces 
of a manicure set, a silver shoe horn, a sil- 
ver buttonhook, an overcoat, and a”solid 
silver sugar bowl, stamped on the bottom 
“J. and I. Cox, New York,” were among the 
articles carried away. The burglar left be- 
hind him a pair of shoes with the makers’ 
name on the strap, and a pair of moccasins 
such as are worn inside of rubber boots. 

Mr.. Blodgett .was a hard worker, but took 
plenty of recreation, always with his fam- 
ily. His salary from the General Electric 
company was $10,000 perannum. He stud- 
ied law in ‘the Columbian University in 
Washington, and was admitted to the bar. 
He began practice in New York City in ; 
and a year later moved to Boston, wher 


he: entered the firm of Benton & Blodgett,» 


counsel for the Thomson-Houston Electric 
company. In 1893 he became associated 
with the General Electric company, and 
when a year later its headquarters were 
removed to Schenectady Mr. Blodgett came 
here as the chief of the patent department 
of the company. He gained a national repu- 
tation by his conduct of the case of the 
Tannage Patent company vs. Zahn, as a 
result of which the contfol-of a large por- 
tion of the tanning business of the country 
eame into the hands of the owners of the 
Schultz patents. It has been said of Mr, 
Blodgett that no other lawyer in the coun-

BARTLEY’S FIGHT FOR FREEDOM 


Nebraska’s Defaulting Treasurer May 
Go Clear Through the Negligence 
of the Attorney General. 


Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 4.—Attorneys for ex- 
State Treasurer Bartley filed a motion in 
the Supreme Court this evening asking that 
the judgment against Bartley be reversed 
because Attorney General Smyth failed to 
file his answering briefs on or before Nov. 
80 last, as required by order of the court. 
Notice was served on the Attorney General 
that the motion would be called up for hear- 
ing when the court convenes Tuesday morn- 
ing. , 

This action borders on the sensational, in-’ 
asmuch as it looks to the ultimate release 
of Bartley, who was convicted of embezzling 
$700,000 of State money and sentenced to 
twenty years in the penitentiary. He is now 
in the Douglas County Jail awaiting argu- 
ment before the Supreme Court on motion 
for a new trial. 

The record began to be watched by the 
public when Attorney General Smyth moved 
the Supreme Court to dismiss the case be- 
cause Bartley’s attorneys had not filed and 
served briefs in time. Then Bartley’s at- 
torneys filed an affidavit alleging that the 
delay was caused by the Attorney General's 
action in retaining the transcript in his pos- 
session longer than the legal limit of time. 
Later Bartley’s brief was filed. Then when 
it came time for the Attorney General to 
file his brief on behalf of the State he asked 
the court to grant him further time. The 
court administered something of a rebuke 
and made an order that the brief be filed 
Nov. 30. A second failure to comply with 
the order brought about today’s motion and 
arouses much speculation as to the outcome.

HIS MOTHER STILL ALIVE. 


He May-Arrive in Canton Again 
on’ Tuesday. 


URGENT DUTY CALLS HIM. 


Canton, O., Dec. 5.—[Bulletin.]—The night 
has been uneventful at the McKinley home. 
Mrs. McKinley gs in the same condi- 
tion described in earlier dispatches, and has 
not failed to an appreciable extent during the 
night. At 12:30. most of the members of the 
family retired for rest, several of them 
taking turns at vigil in Mrs. Kinley’s 
rdéom. No change is anticipated for several 
hours. 


Canton, O., Dec. 4—A sadder scene was 
never withessed than the leave taking of 
President McKinley from his dying mother 
this afternoon. The carriage wae early an- 
nounced to convey him to the special car 
at the Pennsylvania depot, awaiting the ar- 
rival of the regular east-bound train. But 
to the very last possible moment the Presi- 
dent remained at the old homestead. 

Before leaving the house he and other 
members of the family went to the bedside 
of the dying woman. He looked at her 
long, spoke to her lovingly, and stooped 
and tenderly kissed her. There was no re- 
sponse to the gentle touch, no movement 
to indicate that she recognized her son. He 
remained in a stooping posture for some 
time. He hoped that he might receive some 
sign that she knew or felt his presence. It 
did not come. With feelings of deepest 
emotion he at last left the room. 

All that took place in that little room in 
a plain cottage home is too sacred to be 
penned. Let it rest with the two Hving 
witnesses and their maker—the one witness 
dumb to what was transpiring about her, 
the other fully conscious of the great re- 
sponsibility’ resting upon him and.of the 
fact that he could scarcely hope to again 
see his beloved mother alive. 


Thought to Be a Second Stroke. 


Tt was a strange coincidence, indeed, that 
almost immediately fcllowing the departure 
of the President the mother should suffer a 
relapse. While yet in his home county and 
within: half anehcur after he ieft the city, 
the illness of Mrs. McFinley took a turn for 
the worse and it was thought by the family 
that she had suffered a second stroke of 
raralysis and such announcement was made.

Once more, however, the 
rugged constitution of the noble ‘woman 
withstood the assault. She rallied slightly 
and ere long was back to the condition in 
which she had been for nearly twenty hours, 
a conditfon of quiet and seemingly restful 
sleep. but which, it was fully realized, was 
slowly burning out the vital spark of life. In 
this condition she is tonight. How long it 
may continue ne one can tell. It may be for 
an hour, possibly for a day. It is not im- 
possibie that she may linger until the Pres- 
ident has discharged the important duties 
which called him to Washington and has 
teturned: to Canton. That the is constantly 
growing weaker is apparenttoall. That she 
has so long withstocd the beckoning of 
death’s messenger is s great surprise to the 
watchers and the doctor. At every visit he 
can but repeat the words, “ still growing 
weaker. The end may come at any moment, 
It may be delayed for a number of hours.” 


Departure from Canton. 

The President left Canton at 2:05 o'clock 
this. afternoon, Judge Day, Assistant Secre- 
tary of State, accompanying in a special car 
with him. Shortly before the departure he 
held a conference with the doctor, who ad- 
vised that Mr. McKinley carry out the 
original plan of leaving for Washington. He 
assured. the President that no act of his 
could do anything for the aged mother, and 
that she would never again be able to recog- 
nize him or to realize his presence or ab- 
gence. He preserved his same thoughtful 
mien at the station and as he left his home 
city. As the train started he raised his 
hat in recognition of the manifestation of 
friends and neighbors. They returned the 
salutation quietly and reverently. 

The President has definitely arranged to 
return to Canton on Tuesday morning, leav- 
ing Washington on Monday as soon as he 
bas completed his duties in connection with 
the opening of Congress. Mrs. McKinley 
will accompany him, as will also Mrs, Abner 
McKinley and her daughter, Miss Mabel, of 
New York. Mrs. McKinley was greatly 
shocked by the news of the illness when it 
reached the White House on Thursday morn- 
ing, and it was not. deemed advisable that 
she attempt the hasty trip decided upon. 

One of the evidences of the loyal love of 
mother and son is shown by their frequent 
association since the President went to 
Washington, Despite his-manifold c and 
busy life and her aversion to the travel they 
had been together five times g the 
administration, First she went_to Wash- 
ington to see the President and’wife com- 
fortably established, and remained with him 
several weeks. He improved the first holl- 
day, July 4, to come home to see “‘ mother.”’ 
Again in September he visited home; elec- 
tion time found him again enjoying the 
comforts of the modest home of his mother.

Drifts Impede Railroad Traffic but 
Little—Damage to Live Stock Inter- 
ests More than Offset by the Benefit 
to the Winter Wheat Crop—Ten 
Days of Rigorous Winter in the 
Far Northwest—Snow in lowa and 
Tilinois. 


Omaha, Neb., Dec. 4.—[S§pecial.]—The 
storm in Nebraska ceased at noon today 
after almost forty-eight bo of continuous 
snowfall. Tonight the ther is mild and 
the snow is melting. Out in the State about 
sixteen inches fell, and in many sections 
the furious wind drove the snow mountain 
high. The drifts made railroading very dif- 
ficult, but no trains have been snowbound. 
Reports from the range section of the State 
indicate that cattle weathered the storm 
well and with but little loss. Around Rush- 
ville, in the extreme northwestern part of 
the State, several bunches Were driven be- 
fore the storm into South Dakota and have 
not been gatheféd in yet, so the damage can- 
not be accurately estimated. The estimated

Snow in Iowa and Illinois. 


Dubuque, Ia., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—Fully 
nine inches of snow fell here last night. 
There was pio wind and none of the roads 
are blockaded. It is mild today, with a 
slight thaw. . 

Princeton, Ill., Dec. 4.—[{Special.]—A fall 
of rain and sleet has prevailed here last 
night and today, freezing tonight into a 
thick coating of ice. It is feared this will 
damage the winter wheat. 

Aroola, Ill., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—The first 
snow of the season for this locality is falling 
tonight. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—A 
severe snow-storm prevailed throughout 
parts of Wisconsin today. While the storm 
was severe and interfered with telegraph 
and telephone wires, still traffic was in no 
way interrupted. La Crosse reports six 
inches of snow, while Plainfield has eight. 
Sparta, Friendship, Portage, Tomah, and 
several other places report a heavy fall. 


Ten Days of Rigorous Winter. 


Huron, 8. D., Dec. 4.—This section of the 
Northwest has experienced ten days of the 
most rigorous winter weather known so 
early in the season for the last fourteen 
years. The temperature has ranged from 9° 
to 16° below sero since Nov. 27, dropping to 
20° below here this morning. There is from 
four to six inches of snow over most of 
the State east from the Missouri River to 
the Minnesota line. Reports show that set- 
tlers are well provided with food and fuel, 
and they have plenty of feed for stock. No 
suffering has been reported. 


COLD SNAP IS STILL COMING. 


Weather Bureau Predicts It Will Ar- 
rive Today with High Winds 
and Icy Walks. 


The delayed cold snap will arrive early 
this morning, according to predictions from 
the Weather bureau. Today should be 
cloudy, with stiff north and northwest winds 
that will gradually clear the skies. Walking 
will be difficult, even dangerous, especially 
in the suburbs, for the temperature, which 
stood at 27° at 9 o'clock last night, is expect- 
ed to sink to 20° or less by church time this 
morning. This will change the rain puddles 
of yesterday into sheets of ice and glaze 
the walks with sleet, converting them into 
veritable pitfalls for the unwary pedestrians 
till traffic has worn the dangerous glaze 
away. 

Occasional light snow fftrries will mark 
the morning hours, but there is no sleighing 
in store for some time to come, according 
to the Weather bureau. Chicago narrowly 
escaped a heavy snowstorm yesterday. The 
rain which fell during the day, and which 
was converted into snow throughout Iowa 
and the West, was heavy enough to have 
covered the ground with a three-inch cov- 
ering of white. The lake breeze again drove 
back the winds of winter, The weather 
throughout the West was gradually clear- 
ing last night. Indications gave promise of 
clear, cold weather to follow the murky 
atmosphere of the last few days. 


GRAND OPERA CUTS THE PROFIT 


Auditorium Association’s Earnings for 
the Last Year Affected by the 
Poor Season. 


Stockholders in the Auditorium associa- 
tion are not great gainers by the season of 
grand opera last spring. The report pre- 
sented at the annual stockholders’ meeting 
yesterday afternoon showed a considerable 
falling off in the revenues of the Auditorium. 
proper for the year, which was hardly met 
by increased revenues from the percentages

In the language of the report of President 
Ferdinand W. Peck, which in his absence 
was read at the meeting by Director Frank- 
lin If Head, ‘‘ the Auditorium proper this 
year has not maintained its proportion of 
the earnings, owing mainly to the compara- 
tive failure of the opera season of last 
spring. It will be remembered that the 
opera company reached Chicago lacking in 
its principal prima donnas, owing to iliness, 
Therefore, while there was no loss te your 
corporation, yet the revenue from that en- 
gagement was less than one-third of the 
amount estimated, based on past experi- 
ence.”’ 

The only part of the fiscal statement for 
the year that was given out was that total 
revenues for the year amounted to $237,056 
and total disbursements to §229,661-—thus 
leaving a net surplus of $7,494. This show- 
ing does not compare favorably with that 
of last year, which then furnished a disap- 
pointment to stockholders. Total revenues 
then amounted to $228,860; disbursements,

REPORT OF THE GRAND JURY. 


Several Important Changes in Judicial 
Process Recommended by the 
Retiring Body.

The grand jury, in concluding its labors, 
mede the following report and recommenda- 
tions to Judge Baker: 

** We deem it appropriate to report to your 
Honor some matters of public interest which 
have been suggested by our three weeks’ 
service as grand jurors. We are aware that 
we have only the power to point out certain 
evils existing in the administration of the 
criminal law. Nevertheless, being deeply 
impressed with the vital importance to our 
civic life of some improvements in the ad- 
ministration of the criminal law, we invite 
public attention to these questions, feeling 
that this may lead to steps being taken for 
the correction of these evils, 

“We believe that district or recorders’ 
courts, with competent Judges, should be 
established in various sections of the city, 
where nearly all crimes beneath the grade 
of felony could be speedily disposed of, and 
we are convinced that the law in this re- 
gard should be corrected, even to the extent 
of an amendment to the constitution ofthe 
State, if that be found necessary for the 
improvement of the present system, which is 
wholly inadequate to the requirements of a 
city of this size. The establishment of such 
courts would greatly relieve the congestion 
of the work now given to the grand juries, 
and remove from their docket nearly one- 
half of all the present cases. This would 
enable them to devote more time and thought 
to the important cases on their calendar, and 
also permit them to investigate more closely 
the matters presented to them by the State’s 
Attorney. 


Evil in Justice System. 


“Our observations of the conduct of the 
justices’ courts have disclosed another cry- 
ing evil which demands a prompt and effec- 
tive remedy. It is the practice of some ,us- 
tices of the peace, having their offices in one 
part of the county, to send out their process 
against defendants who are In a part of th 
eounty remote from them, thereby entailing 
upon litigants great logs and inconvenience, 
which are sometimes used as a means of ex- 
tortion or oppression. The jurisdiction of 
justices of the peace should be confined to 
certain districts within the county, and 
plaintiffs in civil suits should bé required to 
bring their actions before justices holding 
court in the district in which the defendant 
resides. 

“Much of the time of this grand jury has 
been occupled in the consideration of trivial 
cases and of offenses committed by mere 
boys. According to the law, aa it now exists, 
justices of the peace have no discretion in 
binding over to the grand jury persons ac- 
cused of petty misdemeanors, 


Law Is Seriously Defective. 

** We believe that the law itself is serious- 
ly defective in this regard, and that the 
courts above referred to should be estab- 
lished, with jurisdiction in all minor crimes 
and misdemeanors—oourts in which offend- 
ers could have speedy trial, the guilty could 
be summarily punia@iied, and the innocent 
immediately dismis#ed. Under the present 
system boys and first Offenders are held in 
jail, with the worst possible associations, 
sometimes for weeks before their cases are 
reached by the grand jury, and at that 
hearing frequently they are discharged. In 
such cases they suffer, without cause, all 
the evils of imprisonment, 

“What to do with.boys just: beyond the 
age under which the law considers it is im- 
possible for any youth to commit a crime is 
@ grave and difficult question, The criminal 
code makes no distinction, except in the 
place of punishment, between a 12-year-old 
boy who commits a felony or misdemeanor 
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thought theré was no hope for an agree- 
ment. *

DEATH OF ADOLPH NEUENDORFF 


Famous Composer and Musical Director 
Passes Away at New 
York,

New York, Dec. 4-—[{Special,J—Adolph 
Neuendorff, celebrated in both hemispheres 
as a composer and musical director, died 
this afternoon at his residence, 219 Hast 
Eighteenth street, this city. ‘Though he was 
suffering from a prolonged illness, his de- 
parture was a sudden and severe shock to 
his relatives and friends. 

The famous artist breathed his last in the 
presence of his devoted wife, the well-known 
singer, who is known on the stage as Georg- 
ine von Januschowski. Heart disease was 
the immediate cause of hisdeath. — 

Mr. Neuendorff was 5&4 years old. From a 
simple piano teacher in Wisconain he ad- 
vanced step by step until he was chosen 
recently as the leader of the planned per- 
manent orchestra in New York, 

The artist was born in Hamburg in 1848. 
He emigrated to the United States in 1862 
and found already in his early youth re- 
mumnerative employment as a piano teacher. 
In 1865 he was director of the chorus in the 
old Stadt Theater in the first German opere 
ever played in America, Mr. Neuendorff 
founded the Germania Theater in 1872. In 
1880 he became proprietor of the Apollo 
Theater, now the Third Avenue Theater. 

The New York theatrical public is indebted 
to Mr. Nevendorff for the first production of 
* Lohengrin ” and for such great singers as 
Pauline Lucca and Theodore W: el, 

During the early part of career he 
acted as organist in various churchés. He ‘ 
directed several philharmonic concerts. 

Mr. Neuendorff's most noted works are 
“The Rat-Catcher of Hamelin,"’ “ Don 
Quixote,”" “‘ Dern Minstrel,” and “ Wald- 
meisters Brautfahrt.” |

tly cheaper than in Chicago—being at 
2% to 2% per cent call; sixty days to three 
months, 2% to 8 per cent; yet_comparatively 
conditions of exchange Go not admit of 
table exports of gold t s country— 
local bankers have no neéd or use of 
funds owed them, so cheap is money 
and so greatly does the supply ex- 
ceed thé demand. The local bankers there- 
fore bypothecate bills on London, holding 
back from the sterling market, and 
keeping their credits in England until a final 
day of settlement, or until wghter monetary 
conditions at home should necessitate or 
render their calling in. 
Such oe cenenntnew in the international 
money market are attracting much interest 
study among business-men, bankers, | 
fuanciers, They are accepted as proof 
the vast means of this country, 


A Statement recently made by L. Z. Leiter 
in W has attracted considerable 
attention in local business circles. Mr. 
Leiter is quoted as saying: 

“ The whole difficulty from the beginning 
has been a lack of revenue. When the gov- 
ernment is running behind and isn't making 
a living, and has to borrow money to pay its 
ordinary, everyday expenses, there is a gen- 
eral tendency to distrust. Private credit is 
affected, confidence is disturbed, and unless 
it is speedily restored a panic results. En- 
terprise stops, people lock up their money, 
and @ period of commercial depression fol- 
laws. The only legislation that can correct 
such conditions is that which brings money 
into the public treasury. When they begin 
to see it come in timid people feel more con- 
fidence and business renews its activity. 
That ts the experience of every business- 


man.

Samuel M. Nickerson Talks. 


Samuel MsNickersdh, President of the First 
National Bank, said: 

“In regard to the preent abundance of 
money in the banks, that is a matter that 
will regulate iteelf after a short time. An 
abundance of money and a lower rate of in- 
terest will tend to bring on new enterprises 
and investments in different forms and will 
tend to increase speculation. This will of 
itself cause a demand for money from the 
money centers and yill place it in more re- 
mote parts of the country, where money is 
scareer, 

There is no more money in the country 
now, of course, than there was a year ago, 
but confidence has been restored, and money 
that has been hoarded has been depositedsin 
banks, and makes, for a time, a surplus. In 
addition to this there is another reason. 


Stringency of the times. These loans the 
banks have not been able to replace satis- 
factorily since. The natural development 
of the country will soon solve this question 
of the surplugin the banks. We do not look 
for the high Mites of interest that have pre- 
vailed for years past in the West for the 
reason that as the country gets older cap- 
ital increases and the tendency is toward 
a lower rate of interest. 

“In regard to legislation, I think we 
should have-some change in the currency 
system, but as Congress is now constituted 
it is impossible, and the only thing to do 
is to wait for a change and for the govern- 
ment to take care of its present issue, so 
that people will have confidence in its re- 
demption when called upon.”’ 


Walsh Says Let It Alone. 


John R. Waish, President of the Chicago 
National Bank, said: , 

“This talk about turning Mv¥er the cur- 
rency of this country will not do. I say 
leave it alone. The revenue of the United 
States is all right. The trouble with us 
is that our expenditures are out of pro- 
portibn. Cut them down. That's what's 
to be. done. Why, they rant about the 
deficit of $26,000,000 at the end of Cleve- 
land’s term; they don’t consider that the 
river and harbor expenditure was some- 4 
thing like $85,000,000. A peanut vender 
would Know how to solve that problem. 

“Why did they not let the Wilson law 
alone? It is the best measure introduced 
since the beginning of the war. There 
is too much inclination to raise prices nowa- 
days and make our merchants unable to 
export goods. If we confine our trade to 
the United States we make it impossible for 
our commerce to spreai as it should. Then 
we go to the folly of spending millions. on 
a navy to protect the foreign commerce 
which we do not pretend to have. 

*“I do not know anything of this alleged 
great quantity of Chicago money in the 
capitals of Europe.” 


Alpheus M,. Smith’s Views. 


Alpheus M. Smith, banker, of 100 Wash- 
ington street, said: 

“I believe, with Secretary Gage, that the 
proper solution of the financial question is 
to retire the, greenbacks now in circulation 
and to issue bonds. 

*“*I do not know how true the statement 
is that there are millions of dollars of Chi- 
cago money in the capitals of Europe. 
Therefore I do not feel competent to discuss 
that fact, but I do know that, although 
good citizens do not feel any trepidation con- 
cerning the country’s welfare,they admit it it 
as likely as any nation to meet an emergen- 
cy in which it will be called upon to redeem 
these gréenbacks, which are practically de- 
mand notes, and it is far wiser in a country 
which ig as progressive as this to recall these 
and issue tirne bonds, so that we may have 
a breathing spell in which to enable us to 
pay our liabltlities.”’ 


J. V. Glarke Talks. 
President J. V. Clarke of the Hibernian 
Bank said: 


“The present peculiar condition of things 
is owing to a general overproduction that 
will be relieved by a gradual. absorption 
which time alone can accomplish. All the 
banks have an extremely large surplus on 
hand which will gradually get out into cir- 
culation as @Onfidence returns. I believe 
greenbacks ought to be canceled. The 
United States has paid every greenback a 
thousand times in gold. The greenbacks 
when paid by the government ought to be 
canceled and a new issue made.* Nothing is 
apt to be done towards currency relief, how- 
ever, by the present Congress. The only 
thing we can do is to wait patiently while 
the country slowly, recovers from the evils 
of overproduction. 

“I do not know how much Chicago capital 
is invested in foreign cities. I can hardly 
believe there is as much as $5,000,000 in Ber- 
lin, Brussels, and Amsterdam, although that 


figure is given. That is unusual, for ex- 
change rates there are so high that even 
the capitalista who are citizens of those

countries send large portions of the money 
which they wish to invest to Chicago and 
other American cities. The present surplus 
in the banks and the inability to place it 
locally to good advantage, however, may re- 
sult in a considerable sum seeking invest- 
ment in foreign countries in spite of the 
exchange rate.” 


W. T. Baker Gives Reasons. 

W. T. Baker said: 

“The high rates for money in Germany 
are due to large importations from this 
country and to increasing expansion of in- 
dustry in that country. The recent war 
scares, I think, have had nothing to do with 
it. Last week about $0,000,000 of American 
products went over there. So far as the 
currency question is concerned, that will 
not be settled until the greenbacks are re- 
tired and the government gets out of the 
banking business.”’

BUSINESS WEAL DEMANDS IT. 


The meeting of West Side business-inen to 
discuss river improvement, which was to 
have heen held last evening at the Illinois 
Hali, Madison street and Ogten avenué, was 
a failure, on account of the sefere weather, 
it was stated. It adjourned’ *to-: convene 
again on a date to be agreed Upodr,; probably 
some night this week. . Those present signed 
a pctition to the City Council asking for the 
appointment of a commission to. prepare 
comparative statements of the cost and 
merits of various improvement plans before 
pledging the city to any one course. It was 
the sentiment of the gathering that no 
money should be spent for sewers to con- 
meet with the drainage canal until the city 
is in possession of more information than 
it now has. . 

A. J. Stone said tfe meeting was not to 
fight river improvement. 

“We do not want to see the shipping slip 
away to the Calumet River,” he said, “ but 
we want to know what plan will be for the 
best interest of the whole city, and not of 
one partonly. We desire to have the matter 
fully investigated by a commission repre- 
senting all divisions of the city, and when 
a plan that promises to benefit all sections 
and all classes of taxpayers is found, we will 
be prepared to support it heartily.” 


Petition to Mayor and Aldermen. 


The following petition was adopted: 

To the Honorable the Mayor and City 
Council of the City of Chicago: The under- 
signed, citizens and property-owners of the 
West Division of the City of Chicago, re- 
spectfully represent to your honorable body 
that they are informed that interested par- 
ties are urging the City Council to pass a 
resolution asking Congress. to deepen and 
widen the Chicago River; and, 

“Whereas, The subject is one of great 
importance to the City of Chicago and its 
future, and is ef interest to every citizen, 
and will especially affect the property and 
business of the West Side; and, 

** Whereas, While we recognize the neces- 
sity of taking such action as will benefit 
the drainage of Chicago in connection with 
the drainage canal, still, such end can be 
accomplished by various methods, and we 
believe a plan can be devised whereby the 
different sections and various industries of 
the city may be equally benefited; and, 

‘* Whereas, We believe that no plan should 
be finally adopted or wholly determined 
upon the suggestion of parties interested 
in business or property to be affected by 
the proposed action, or to affect one pur- 
pose to the detriment of the general wel- 
fare of the city: and, 

‘* Whereas, The proposed. action will in- 
volve the expenditure of large amounts of 
money and materially add to the taxation 
of the City of Chicago; 

‘Therefore, Your petitioners respectfully 
pray your honorable body to cause prelimi- 
nary investigations of the fullest character, 
with plans, specifications, surveys, and esti- 
mates of the work to be done, to be made 
and properly published, tegether with the 
various methods by which the desired result 
may be accomplished, so that, before action 
be finally had, the citizens and property- 
owners of Chicago whose interests are to be 
affected may fully know not only the char- 
acter of the.plan but the cost thereof to 
them: and your petitioners suggest, subject 
to the approval of your honorable bedy, that 
they believe the preliminary work. can be 
best done by a commissicn to be inted 
by the Mayor and approved by the City 
Council, composed. of businesa-men repre- 
senting the different divisions of the city 
and the commercial, manufacturing, real 
estate, shipping, railroad, and other interests 
of Chicago, in connection with members of 
the City Council, with full power to make all 
preliminary surveys, estimates, and plans, 
and collect complete data for the informa- 
tion of the public and the City Council, to 
the end that upon final action the method 
adopted shall be for the best present and 
future interests of the City of Chicago.”’

He was 
nervous, and lost when he should have won.

Each player realized the importance of 
the contest, and they were visibly nervous 
at all times. Ives was especially so. Not 
a close shot did he allow to be made without 
having an eagle eye on the balls and on Mr. 
Slosson. 

Ives won the roll and chose the white ball.

HE GOES DOWN WITH THE BUNCH IN 
A RACE AT NEW YORK. 


Is Uneonscious for Some Time, but Re- 
vives and Rides an Exhibition—BDig 
Crowd Sees the Sport at Madison 
Square Garden-—Zimmerman Is Re- 
ceived with Great Enthusiasm—Jay 
Eaton Captures the Mile Open Event 
from a Splendid Field. 


New York, Dec. 4.—[Special.]—The popu- 
larity of cycle racing was again made ap- 
parent at Madison’ Square Garden tonight 
by a crowd some smaller than that which 
packed the Garden for the Michael-Starbuck 
match, but which even doubled that crowd 
in enthusiasm. This meet served as a pre- 
liminary to the great six-day race wh:ch 
starts at midnight tomorrow. One hundred 
amateurs and half as many professionals 
contributed high grade sport. Among the 
competitors were many of the foreign riders. 
Zimmerman, champion of the early ‘0s, 
and Bald, champion for the last three sea- 
sons, proved an attractive feature to the 
crowd. The appearance of the two men on 
the track in exhibition rides caused a scene. 
Nat Butler, the handicap king, was attacked 
by grip and could not ride. 

Jay Eaton again clinched his title as the 


-iIndoor king when he defeated one of the 


grandest fields of the season in the mile open 
race tqnight. Eaton left not the slightest 
doubt of his victory. He hung back of the 
field, as is his style, and two laps from home 
went out for the lead. That lead was gained 
by a good six lengths at the bell, and the 
finish never was in doubt. Two Buffalo 
boys, Weinig and Stevens, followed Eaton 
over the tape. The pair were but a half 
length apart. The French rider, Gougeltz, 
was fourth in a hard fight. 

In a storm of applause Zimmerman rode 
a half-mile exhibition in :59 2-5. Zimmer- 
man fell previous to the start through 
striking the rear tire of his pacing machine. 

Bald was in a terrible fall in his heat, the 
first of the one-thi ile handicap. Sev- 
eral men fell on the last bank, finishing the 
heat. Bald went over and slid on his face. 
Two men struck him and shot over and over. 
Out of the fall Charlie Church, the Phila- 
delphia rider, suffered most, receiving 4 
broken arm. Bald was knocked out of his 
senses for some time, being laid out in one 
of the boxes. The responsibility for the 
accident was not discovered. 

Every rider with one exception went down 
in the final of the third mile handicap, pro- 
fessional. nt Davis staid on his wheel 
and secured the $100. The balance of the 
field scrambled up from over the bank, and, 
grabbing their wheels, made a rush for sec- 
ond, third, and fourth. The summary shows 
the benefit of presence of mind. In spite 
of his injuries Bald rode an exhibition mile, 
doing 1:55 2-5 on a strange wheel. 

Gougeltz and Lamberjack, the French tan- 
dem team, rode a mile pursuit match race 
against Eaton and Goodman, the American 
indoor kings. fine contest was won by 
the Americans, who closed with their op- 
ponents just before the finish after an ex- 
citing chase. The time was 2:51 8-5 for 
one mile four laps. Ray Duer, the Buffalo 
record-holder, fell and failed to qualify in 
both events.

Perkins’ Eight Defeats That of Good- 
rich in a Closely-Contested Spin. 


Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 4.—{Special.]—There was 
a@ pretty race on the Charles River this forenoon 
between Harvard's two varsity crews, and never 
was any race more hotly contested. The race was 
rowed over a two-mile course down stream and the 
water was perfectly smooth, so that everything was 
most fayorable to an exciting contest. On the 
John Harvard launch Coach Lehmann, Mr. Willis, 
and Billy Woodward watched the two crews exert 
themselves for first place. 

Ever since the four-oared races last month 
Coach Lehmann has been waking-up the men every 
day in two eights, Jeading up to the race which 
was rowed this forenoon, and both crews were 
determined to win, for their form in today’s con- 
test would be bound to influence Coach Lehmann 
in his selection of the final eight, which will not 
really take place until the class races next spring. 

At the signal for the start for today’s race 
Captain Goodrich’s crew made by far the best 
start and shot ahead for a lead of a length and a 
half or two lengths. This was unusual. Captain 
Perkins’ crew has been in the habit of catching 
the water first and making the best start. The lat- 
ter crew, however, soon got together and went 
spinning along smoothly a little less than two 
lengths behind the first. 

Not until a mile. and a half of the course had 
been rowed was there any change: then Perkins’ 
crew was called upon for a spurt. At first they 
gained but little, as Goodrich’s boat was deter- 
mined to keep ita lead. Then they dropped back 
again, but when only a quarter of a mile from 
the finish Perkins* crew made a more. desperate 
effort and steadily their boat crept forward until 
they crossed the line five feet ahead of Goodrich’s 
boat. 

It was a hard try. and had the course been 
twenty yards shorter the victorious crew could not 
have made up the lead which Goodrich’s crew had 
for the first mile and a half. When a half mile 
from the finish Coleman at No: 5 got his foot 
loose and could not get back, se that he put the 
men in Goodrich’s boat in more or less confusion. 
The last half mile was a little unsteady on the part 
of both crews and they all rowed rather inde- 
pendently, and not all together, as early in the 


course. 
Higginson stroked his boat admirably and 
showed remarkable energy in shoving the boat for- 
ward.

Comiskey Takes the Slagel 
Case Into Court. 


MAY CAUSE A BREACH. 


St. Paul Man Explains theNature 
of His Complaint. 


ANSON ON HIS WAY HOME. 


President Charlies Comiskey of the St. 
Paul club has ordered his attorneys to bring 
suit against the Boston club to recover $325 
salary paid by him to Outfielder Slagel. 

The significance of the suit is the bearing 
it may have on the relations between the 
National league and the minor leagues. 
Comiskey claims that he was treated most 
unfairly in the Slagel case, so much so that 
even in the interest of baseball he cannot 
in ‘justice to himself allow the inaction of 
the National board in this case to go un- 
noticed. He thinks there is absolutely no 
question that a court of justice will decide 
in his favor, and that one of two things 
must follow—either the Boston club must 
reimburse him for the salary’ he paid the 
player or it must release the man to him. 

Comiskey’s statement of the case is this: 
“If the Boston club was not under obliga- 
tion to pay Slagel his salary then they had 
no claim upon him, either in baseball or 
other law. and had no right to sell his re- 
lease to Kansas City. Under baseball law 
a club forfeits claim upon the services of a 
player whenever it is a month in arrears in 
his salary. Slagel, while nominally under 
salary with the Boston club, was a. month 
behind in his salary, and on that acgount 
alone was in reality’free to sign anywhere. 
Moréover, 1 have a letter from Manager 
Selee expressly releasing Slagel to me on 
terms that I complied with.”’ 


Complies with Boston’s Terms. 


Mr. Comiskey showed the Selee letter, 
which stipulated that Slagel was to be re- 
leased to Comiskey upon the deposit by the 
latter with President N. EB. Young of a 
check for $425. Comiskey sent on the check 
to Mr. Young, who acknowledged the recelpt 
of it. It looks very much to an outsider as 
if these two bits of evidence would be entire- 
ly sufficient in themselves to win Comiskey’'s 
case for him. 

Since his affiliation with the brotherhood 
cause there has been.nothing in Comiskey’s 


| action to warrant placing him among those 


who are: prone to rebel against the alleged 
restrictions of the national agreement. He 
has always been conservative in his views 
on this subject in the Western league. The 
chances are the Boston club will attempt to 
punish the minor leaguer for taking his case 
into court, that. being one of the unpardona- 
ble sins against baseball etiquette. 

Comiskey’s suit will not tend to make the 
relations between the major and minor 
leagues any more amicable, nor will it help 
the adoption by the. minors of the ciauses 
recommended at the recent Philadelphia 
meeting in reference to the drafting of play- 
ers. Another effect it may have is upon the 
chances of Chicago in getting a Westerfi 
league team. 

Messrs. Spalding and Anson, it is sup- 
posed, sailed from England yesterday. It is 
thought that upon their return to America 
something definite may be learned regarding 
Captain Anson’s connection with the na- 
tional game next year. 


Sunday Games in New York. 


The New York Sun declares a big pres4 
sure is being brought to bear upon the New 
York club to play Sunday games away from 
home. According to the Sun “ it has been 
the policy. of the Boston, New York, Phila- 
delphia, and Pittsburg clubs, ever since they 
secured franchises in the league, to refrain 
from playing Sunday ball either at home or 
abroad. It was believed all along that pub- 


lic sentiment in these cities was so much’ 


against Sunday ball. that it would be sui- 
cidal to even attempt to play’/away from 
home, but of late years Sunday ball, as 
played by semi-professional teams in all of 
these cities, has grown so popular that there 
appears now to be a demand for the sport. 
There is not such a @emand for Sunday 
games in Boston, and that club will un- 
doubtedly remain where it always has been. 
But news has been unofficially given out 
that the Pittsburg club will in the future 
play games away from home. It is also 
whispered that the staid old Philadelphia 
club may throw off prejudice and gratify 
the public demand by playing on Sunday at 
Gloucester, N. J. John I. Rogers, the lead- 
ing spirit in the Philadelphia club, while 
outwardly opposed to such a scheme, has 
talked it over with several other magnates, 
it is said, and if he finds that the patrons 
of the game favor the plan, the games will 
be played both at Gloucester and on the 
road. 

“The New York club has received hun- 
dreds of requests from respectable people 
who believe that games on Sunday would 
be anything but harmful. The wave in favor 
of the plan, however, has not influenced 
the officials just yet. They do not want to 
make a move that would prove unpopular, 
although they are at present being sub- 
jected to great pressure to yield in favor of 
the sport. The various league clubs want 
the New Yorks to play Sunday bail in the 
West, and it is not misstating things to say 
that local games on the Polo Grounds, or at 
some place near by, would prove immensely 
popular. The proposed four-trip schedule 
of games, which will undoubtedly be adopt- 
ed by the National league next February, 
is another argument tha@is being used why 
the New Yorks should play on Sundays in’ 
the West.’’

the failure of the Dingley tariff to fill the 
American treasury in five months is really 
touching. It contrasts strongly with the 
Jack of interest displayed when the Wiison 
tariff, which marked the closest approach 
to the English system made for a long gen- 
eration in America, emptied the treasury, 
increased the national debt, and impover- 
ished the country. English journals then 
passed lightly over the disastrous results 
of a low tariff policy by which the currency 
system was disordered and American credit 
seriously impaired abroad. Now they pro- 
claim the complete failure of the Dingley 
tariff as a revenue measure, and enlarge 
upon the folly of American financiers in sup- 
posing that they can prohibit imports by 
protective tariff and reasonably expect to 
draw immense revenue from them. Appar- 
ently they have never heard of the marvel- 
ous achievements in debt paying from 1865 
‘ ¢o 1888 under a genuine protective system 
withimmense surplus revenues. They are in 
hot haste to condemn the Dingley tariff asa 
failure before it is fairly in operation, al- 
though their own trades return for the first 
half-year disclose the extent to what new 
schedules. were forestalled by exports to 
America of wool, woolens, and other mant- 
factures. They do not pause to consider 
that five months may be a short period for 
complete recovery from the calamitous con- 
sequences of the abandonment under Cleve- 
land of characteristic American policies to 
which all industrial interests were adjusted.

government ateeniohi more attention in Eng- 
land than anywhere else. It is dismissed by 
some journals with cynical indifference as 
& policy which does not concern England, 
although it may compel the admiralty to 
order another strong squadron. Other jour- 
nals point to France and Russia as powers 
really interested and predict that they will 
be compelled to increase their naval arma- 
ments in consequence of the German’ Em- 
peror’s passion for maritime adventure. 
Other critics warn him that he has entered 
upon a costly policy, since, if Germany 
wishes to rival the naval powers of the first 
rank, coaling stations — be acquired and 
colonies founded on a large scale. When 
every English journal discusses the new 


‘naval program in its details and with a 


patronizing air, it is evident that the Em- 
peror’s policy is directed mainly against the 
United Kingdom. It cannot be otherwise 
when Germany is England's aggressive com- 
mercial rival. 

The new scheme contemplates naval ex- 
penditures of about $245,000,000, spread over 
a period of seven years, or an annual aver- 
age of $35,000,000, but this includes mainte- 
nance as well as construction. ‘Rhe budget 
is not’'an excessive one and the seven years 
proposals are adroitly presented as a system 
based on annual votes in supply. The main 
point is that a powerful fleet will be at the 
disposal of the Emperor, who can use it 
without legislative restrain. 

The Haytian affair is overshadowed by the 
Kiao-Chou ultimatum with proposals for a 
permanent coaling station and railway 
building in Shantung, but another year 
there may be a project for the pyrchase of 
St. Thomas as a German coaling station in 
the West Indies, 


Austria’s Internal Disorders. 


The struggle in the Hapsburg empire 
continues with unabated fury, the Victory 
of the minority in forcing the coalition 
ministry to resign having been followed 


r by a Czech outbreak against the Germans 


in Bohemia. The new ministry has been 
d:omed to enter upon its career by pro- 
claiming the standrecht in Prague. This 
is a form of military law enforced by civil 
tribunals, and is a familiar expedient in 
Austria-Hungary. With 12,000 troops in 
tre Bohemian capital the riotous outbreaks 
have been suppressed, but the position of 
th.oc ministry is most unstable, and the pros- 
pect for a renewal of the ausglech with 
Hungary is not clearing. The Emperor 
seems destined to be driven _Seainst his 
will into a coup d’état. 

The excitement in Paris over the Dreyfus- 
Esterhazy scandal is etill feverish. It is 
increased by the general suspicion that 
there are important secrets which the mili- 
tary authorities.do not dare to reveal. 
Captain Dreyfus was convicted by a mili- 
tary court, but its processes were based 
on the ordinary procedure of the criminal 
courts known as L’Instruction, by which 
a secret examination of the accused person 
is authorized. The Dreyfus case, although 
coming under the military law, may revolu- 
tionize criminal procedure in France by 
abolishing the Juge L’Instruction and 
substituting public for secret examinations. 


English Politics Stagnant. 


English politics is stagnant as a mill- 
pond without a ripple. The leaders have 
lost their breath, and rumor mongers their 
cunning. The most troublesome feature of 
the ministerial program at the coming ses- 
sion will be the London situation. Lord 
Salisbury seems bent upon following up his 
indiscreet attack upon the County Council. 
It is now believed that the government will 
support bills for the incorporation of Ken- 
sington and Westminster as cities inde- 
pendent of the County Council, except with 
respect to sanitary building. regulations. 
This will lead to a bitter struggle at the 
March elections. 

County Council politics may be dull, but 
London has many fresh topics to discuss. 
Lady Jeune,ene of the brightest ornaments 
of English society, had an excellent article 
in the Contemporary Review on the Duchess 
of Teck, which raises the question whether 
members of the royal family are not over- 
worked and underpaid. Sir Weymess Reid 
in today’s Speaker pays a fine tribute to 
Ellen Nussey, Charlotte Bronté’s friend,who 
has died in a serene old age in the midlands. 

Mr. Labouchere’s clever defense in this 
week’s Truth of his appeal for an injunc- 
tion against the publication of his letters 
to Sala has turned current opinion in his 
favor. While he has urged that the law must 
protect the privacy and decorum of corre- 
spondence, it is well-nigh certain that these 
letters will be brought out in the libel suit 
when he is a witness. 

Professor Herkomer’s refusal to carry off 
the Presidency of the Royal Society of 
Painters in Water Color, when he might 
have had it by casting his vote as chairman 
on a tie ballot, is commended as more hon- 
orable than success. Professor Herkomer 
wished to reform the society, and the con- 
servative painters rallied around Mr. Ernest 
Waterlow and elected him. 


Themes to Interest London. 


There have been many other themes, such 
as the terrible stress of weather. on the 
coast with the tragic loss of a lifeboat filled 
with brave men, and the comedy in a law 
eourt which.a famous money lender's at- 
tempt to hold a rich and credulous officer 
of the Life Guards responsible for the debts 
of a tricky and titled black sheep, a story 
in high life which would have seemed in- 
credible in fiction. When all else fails there 
is the Scotch mystery respecting the identity 
of the heroic piper who played at Dargai 
when his legs were shot off. 

The most splendid function-of the week 
was the Masonic celebration at the bi- 
centenary of the opening of St. Paul's 
Cathedral, a grand and impressive service.

World.}—The cry of labor is today, in spite 
of the military trumpetings all over the 
world, the most potent of political sounds 
to him who is: trained to distinguish be- 
tween the many forces which are influencing 
this generation. For years Congress has 


been seeking to protect American labor from \ 


the competition of Europe, yet today the old 
countries are groaning because we are un- 


derselling them, not merely in neutral mar- | 


kets but in the very center yprotection. 
The head of a large German electric con- 
cern told me that he had bid to supply the 
plant of an electric tram line ina big Eng- 
lish town, but that the contract had gon? 
to an American company, which proposed 
to do the work for half the amount. In 
response to my request for a solution of this 
mystery I learned that the British trade 
unions exercise so much tyranny over their 
members that a machinist here would not be 
allowed to superintend more than one ma- 
chine at a time, whereas in America there 
is no such limitation. Thus an American 
mechanic with high wages proved a more 
economical workman than an English one. 
My informer had established extensive works 


Norseman and the New Englander that 
struck me when I first had the opportunity 
of making a comparison. Peary.is a‘ down- 
Easter’ from Maine, a graduate of Bow- 
doin, and trained in the hardy living and 
thinking of that stern coast. Nansen is the 
embodiment of the hardy Viking race. Both 
are Puritans in their indifferente to physical 
luxury; both are tall beyond the average of 
mankind; both spare and wiry, with heads 
erect, fearless, commanding confidence. 

Peary attributes much of his success to 
the total absence of tobacco on his expedi- 
tion, and the fact that spirits were never 
served out at rations, but only as medicine. 
Tobacco, in his opinion, affects the mind 
injuriously, occupies precious space in a 
man’s scanty outfit, and is the means of 
wasting much precious time. Néedless to 
say, his results amply justified him in this, 
for he made a sledge dash across Greenland 
which eclipsed all previous records for dis- 
tance covered and difficulties overcome. 

Aside from the preparations he made here 
for his next expedition, Lieutenant Peary is 
arranging for the publication of his book 
simultaneously in both countries. The 
proofs of this two-volume work I was al- 
lowed to read, but of course I €m precluded 
from noticing it more than to venture the 
opinion that it will not disappoint those who 
expect a successful traveler also to tell a 
good story. 


Ominous Clash in Austria. 

The smashing of heads in Bohemia is in- 
evitable when a German minority comes into 
collision with a Czech or Slav majority in 
a small industrial country; where each looks 
upon the other not merely as a rival in 
trade but as a hereditary enemy as well. 
It is ominous that on the eve of the fiftieth 
anniversary of the revolution of 1848 re- 
newed rumblings are heard which may eas- 
ily take on the shape of a conflict between 
popular and dynastic government. Per- 
haps it is for this that Europe is talking of 
war, hoping thereby to distract attention 
from domestic affairs. 


Troublesome Missionaries in China. 

The German Emperor says that the honor 
of Germany is at stake because two mis- 
sionaries were killed in Shan-Tung, China.

World.}—Great Britain seems to be on the 
threshold of one of the biggest labor strug- 
gles of the century. The engineering strike 
goes on, as the conference between the dele- 
gates of the masters and men falied utteNy 
to agree upon a basis of arbitration, the mas- 
ters obstinately refusing to consiler the 
eight-hour question or to make any conces- 
sion to the demands of the men. Capital has 
apparently determined to smash traces 
unionism in this country. That is freely ac- 
cepted as the explanation of the unflinching 
attitude of the employers. Then we are fast 
approaching a railway strike which will 
paralyze the entire railway systems both 
of Great Britain and Ireland. Here again 
the point in dispute is the recognition by jhe 
railway companies of the right of tae men’s 
trades unions to act as intermediaries be- 


tween the men and their employers. The 


railway companies combine in declining to 
confer through the trades unio.s on the 
men’s demands, and insist, on dealing with 
their servants direct. -If the railway ser- 
vants’ trades unions acknowledge this prin- 
ciple they know that their power is gore, 
and though they scarcely havé funds to face 
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in England. He now regrets that hedid not 
move at once to America. 


Rewards Given to Inventors. 


Ten days agod was in Hopedale, Mass., ex- 
amining the marvelous machine works of 
the Draper company there. I found thir- 
teen looms, worked by one attendant, turn- 
ing out cotton print at an astonishing rate. 
As a result the man who worked those looms 
lived in a cottage as handsome as the house 
of a West Point professor, whereas in Eng- 
land there would have been thirteen men, 
each living like a laborer. The great en- 
gineers’ dispute now bleeding the industrial 
forces of England hinges upon claims which 
American mechanics would scout as preju- 
diced to their interest. We encourage our 
mechanics to invent new machinery, and 
the law protects them in the fruit of their 
patents. At Hopedale I was told that on an 
average that company entertains each day 
about half a dozen propositions for the pur- 
chase by them of apatent. And of these the 
majority consist in some slight improvement 
upon a tool, for which they gladly pay a few 
hundred dollars to any of their workmen. 

In England this is reversed. The men feel 
that they serve themselves best by dawdling 
over their work and discouraging whatever 
saves labor or increases production. 

British conservatism—which is an excel- 
lent thing to a certain extent—is just now 
giving British commercial prestige a set- 
back. 

Emile Berliner, the inventor of the gram- 
ophone, who knows German and American 
industrial conditions equally well, as an ex- 
tensive employer of skilled labor, arda keen 
observer of political causes, told me on the 
way over from New York that. the reason 
American workmen are superior to those of 
Germany is because our people are always 
trying to save labor, while in Germany the 
children are educated to believe that the 
slowest and most sees a a methods are the 
best. 


Stupidity of German Officials. 


“ For instance,” he explained. “ a German 
does not understand what I mean when I 
say that Iam by profession an inventor. In 
America invention is as much a profession 
as manufacturing, and the government en- 
courages this by patenting improvements. 
In Germany, on the contrary, when I bring 
an invention to be patented I am treated with 
extreme suspicion and forced to fight against 
a mass of official prejudice which is wholly 
absent from the Washington patent office.” 

Mr. Berliner did not intimate ti the 
German officials lack géal for what they 
conceive to be their duty, but that they are 
not capable of appreciating the impértance 
to a_mechanic of a simple improvement de- 
void of elaborate theoretical novelty. . 

‘The mere placing of the needie’s eye at one 
end rather than the other enabied the sewing 
machine to attain its present perfection. If 
Howe had brought this first to the Berlin 
patent office the German government prob- 
ably would have refused to grant him a 
patent on the ground that the proposition 
was not intricate enough for a German offi- 
celal to record. , 


Peary to Lecture in London. 


Lieutenant Peary was my fellow passenger 
on the Lucania. He will address on Monday 
night for the first time the audience which 
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and ever since then whenever I have read of 
one missionary less I have been inclined to 
give the Chinaman the benefit of exténuat- 
ing circumstances. Indeed, from the ob- 
vious connection between the grabbing of 
new territory and the disappearance of mis- 
sionaries one is inclined to construct a 
theory of colonial expansion based upon the 
practical, political, if not spiritual value of 
missionaries. I have yet to hear of a gen- 
uine Chinese convert in China, but if Ger- 
many holds fast to Kiao-Chou there will be 
in the fatherland renewed faith in mis- 
sionary enterprise. The only missionary 
that has ever made an impression in China 
is the locomotive. An American just home 
from Russia tells me that the Czar’s govern- 
ment has ordered about 100 American loco- 
motives for the Siberian railway and that 
this road does not propose to limit itself 
to Siberia, but will exercise its missionary 
influence by cutting straight through the 
Celestial empire. Considering the com- 
plaisance which Chancellor Hohenlohe has 
shown toward Russia, it would be strange 
indeed if the Czar in turn did not assist 
Germany in securing a good Chinese port. 
In fact, it is not excellent politics for Rus- 
sia to inaugurate her transchinese scheme 
by becoming a sort of party to the crime. 

In the midst of all this war scheming 
it is refreshing to reflect that the triumphs 
of America are such as all mankind can 
enjoy. 


STRIKERS IN A BAD PLIGHT. 


Representatives of English Trades 
Unions Admit They Are 
Suffering. 


London, Dec. 4.—The fact that the engin- 
eers’ conference has ended In @ filasco.js no 
surprise, though much regretted.. The ex- 
treme gravity of the situation -sepe be 
overestimated. 

The address in which the seas of the 
strikers submit the results to the members 
of the unions is most discouraging. It em- 
phasizes their opinion that the conditions 
the employers are resolved to exact strike 
at the very root of the most cherished prin- 
ciples of trades unionism. In conclusion it 
says: 

‘* Nothing but the sense of the sufferings 
and sacrifices which the quarrel has already 
imposed on our fellow-laborers could have 
induced us to submit proposals of such a hu- 
miliating character for consideration.” 

The above is an admission of the fact al- 
ready known that the strikers are reduced 
to a pitiful plight. 

Briefly, the employers’ propositions ac- 


knowledge the workmen’s freedom to join 


unions, but they won’t promise pot to give 
preference to non-unionists, and they claim 
complete liberty to put men on. piece work 


to work at machines, to learn new methods. |

a universal strike with hope of success they 
are being irresistibly driven to that last and 
perhaps fatal expedient. The Lancashire 
cotton trade again is threatened with a 
strike cause by the action of the mill own- 
ers in giving notice of a reduction in wages 
under the compulsion, as they allege, of the 
bad trade outlook for the winter. which in 
industrial circles all round is as black as it 
can possibly be. 

Labor leaders are inclined to believe that 
a widespread secret federation exists 
between the employers in every one of the 
great industries of the country to make a 
tremendous effort and tremendous present 
sacrifices, to get rid of trades unionism at 
once and for all. The time chosen for this 
effort is undoubtedly favorable tv the em- 
ployers. The men’s combinations are weak- 
er than they have been for twenty years, for 
though strong in numbers they are lacking 
in spirit and are debilitated by dissensions. 
But still, trades unionism cannot be crushed 
without a Titanic struggle which will crip- 
ple British trade for ten or a dozen years to 
come. 


Lord Neville’s Frauds. 


London’s highest society is humiliated by 

the despicable story of Lord William Nev- 
ille’s frauds on young Mr. Spender Clay 
nearly a year ago. Neville is the third son 
of the Marquis of Abergavenny, a descend- 
ant of Warwick the Kingmaker, and noted 
as the proudest member of the British aris- 
tocracy. The Abergavenny family plume 
themselves on being something loftier than 
royalty and they quarter the royal arms 
on their escutcheon. When Lord William 
Neville married Miss Murrietta of the great 
banking family, since come to smash, he 
was spoken of by the Prince of Wales as 
‘‘my ideal young man.” He was in the 
Mariborough House set, and the effort to 
keep up with the lavish extravagance of that 
luxurious coterie landed him in financial 
straits, which, becoming more and more 
desperate, drove him to fraudulent devices 
which have proved his ruin. Spender Clay 
was only one of his victims, and society 
gossip says he got In all nearly $500,000 by 
similar methods from other dupes. Were 
he less influentially connected he would be 
pursued. and persecuted, but as it is he is 
living in security with some of his wife's 
relatives in Spain. 
- Bam Lewis, the money-lender, who so far 
is the only loser by Neville’s transactions, 
has passed every spendthrift aristocrat in 
England through his hands during the last 
quarter of a century. He charges his 40 
per cent because he says he takes big risks, 
but he has the*reputation of acting fairly and 
sometimes eveh generously. His wile, a 
very handsome woman, though now im- 
mensely fat, has the best box at the opera, 
drives the smartest equippages in London, 
and her jewels are enormously valua 
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crowd of boys and giris in the East End 
of London to hear a constant flow or horri- 
bie expressions, used meaninglessly and 
without any apparent sense of their import. 
This vicious language has now spread in 
board schools with alarming rapidity. 


Bismarck’s Remarkable Mind. 


Bismarck’s former secretary, now Gov- 
ernor von Tiedemann, delivered a lecture in 
Berlin this week, giving several illustrations 
of Bismarck’s marvelous intellectual power 
and quickness. While Bismarck was lunch- 
ing at Varzin one day Minister Friedberg 
came to him with a report on the compli- 
cated negotiations for the renewal of the 
Austro-German commercial treaty. Seven 
ér eight points were in question. Bismarck 
did not allow business to interfere with the 
lunch and went on dictating without delay. 
“As regards No. 1, I am willing.’ No. 2,1 
won't hear of it. The Hungarians must 
yield. No. 3 must be left for subsequent set- 
tlement,”’ etc. 

It all came out like a bullet from a pistol. 
It was all settled In six minutes, though 
Council Ministers had been discussing the 
points for six hours without arriving at a 
conclusion. Again, when after the con- 
clusion of the treaty of San Stefano, and the 
Anglo-Russian war threatened to break out, 
Count Schouvaloff, Russian Ambassador to 
London, resolved to go to St. Petersburg. 
He abjured the Czar to prevent it by a con- 
gress in Berlin, to be summoned by Bis- 
marck. The Czar consented. The Count 
went to Friedrichsruhe and had a short talk 
with the Prince. The latter then went into 
an antechamber, where Count Herbert Bis- 
marck and Tiedemann were waiting, and dic- 
tated to them without a moment’s hesitation 
not only the invitation to the powers tu the 
congress, but also wih clear precision the 
points to be discussed. All the great powers 
accepted the program. 


Faults of the Fire Brigade. 


The controversy over the relative merits 
of the New York and London fire brigade 
Systems and appliances continues to agitate 
London municipal rulers and inhabitants. 
The helplessness of the fire brigade in the 
face of the recent Jewin Crescent outbreak 
has frightened the average householder con- 
siderably, and a thoroughly efficient fire 
brigade on the American plan will be one of 
the burning questions at the-election of the 
County Council next March. A newspaper 
called London, which is devoted to municipal 
affairs, sharp!y scores Chairman Rottoh of 
the London Fire Brigade committée for his 
depreciation of American models suggested 
for his adoption. It says: 

* Colonel Rotton falls back on the old sys- 
tem of depreciating American fire brigades. 
He asserts that the London fire brigade can 
turn out sooner than the New York force. 
Probably this is true, but we think it is too 
well known to need argument to prove that 
the American fire brigade extinguishes fires 
sooner, which is due not to better training 
of men or discipline, but to the use of im- 
proveé appliances. In America many of the 
houses are of wood, and, owing to the dry- 
ness of the atmosphere and the inflammable 
nature of much of the material, fires spread 
more quickly than in this ¢ountry, a fact 
which should be considered in any compari- 
son made. The effectiveness of chemical 
fire engines has been absolutely demon- 
strated, and the least the Fire Brigade com- 


mittee can do is to give the system a fair; 


trial.”’ 

With regard to the amount of water which 
the Jewin Crescent fire drank a most sug- 
gestive calculation has been made. The 


area covered by the property destroyed was 
water 


roughly 200,000. square feet.. The 
company says 16,000,000 gallons were used 
by the fire engines, or 2,400,000 cubic feet of 
water. This amount would have covered the 
whole site twelve feet deep with water, on 
which the Daily Mail. remarks if the fire 
brigade is not soon provided with chemical 
engines they will have to take lifeboats to 
these big fires. 


England Aroused Over Cuba. 


Spain’s barbarous rule in Cuba is exciting 
increasing interest in England and a pro- 
found sensation was created by the publica- 
tion in Black and White this week of a page 
photograph showing two suspected insur- 
gents being shot down in cold blood outside 
cf Havana by four regulars at the com- 
mani of a sergeant. The scene depicted is 
most pathetic and revolting. One of the vic- 
tims is on his knees, his hands covering his 
eyes, facing his murderers, the other stand- 
ing with hands raised and averted face 
waiting his doom.- Soldiers are taking de- 
liberate afm, two at each victim. In the Fort- 
nightly Review this month Mr. L. Williams, 
an English resident of Spain who recently 
visited Cuba, writes: “‘ I have seen In Cuba 
a number of American citizens, honest, up- 
right owners of land, whose everything was 
torn from them by tho Spanish troups with 
pecullar spite fn that they were Americans, 
and the United States from what I witnessed 
not only possesses .the most transparent 
right to press for peace in Cuba, but it has 
possessed it for many months and has 
tolerantly forborne to put that p ure 
into operation. Because we English ’are too 
ignorant to jump upon the Turk a thousand 
mile from home is no cause why wé should 
forbid our American cousins to keep the 
shambles at their very threshold,” 


Marlborough An Politics. 


The Duke and Duchess of Marlborough 
are very much to the fore of late. The 
Duchess is taking to opening bazaars and 
other charitable enterprises, and has figured 
in two of these functions during the last 
week. She acquits herself admirably. being 
both dignified and graceful. The Duke is 
pushing his way actively in politics and in- 
tends to make the Primrose league the step- 
ping stone to public office. This league is 
one of the most potent forces in politics on 
this side. It was founded by Lord Randoiph 
Churchill, and it publishes a monthly jour- 
nal, to which the Duke has promised to con- 
tribute some personal recollections of Lord 
Randolph early insthe new year. Bven if

ENGLISH NOBLES IN DISTRESS. 


One the Victim of a Money Shark and 
the Other Forced to Retrench 
in His Living. 


London, Dec. 4.—The revelations of the 
promissory note case heard before the Lord 
Chief Justice of England, Lord Russell of 
Killowen, in the Queen's Bench Division of 
the High Court of Justice this week, have 
created a painful impression, and much sym 
pathy is expressed for the Marquis of Aber- 
gavenny, whose fourth son, Lord Wilham 
Nevill, has been brought forward in so un- 
enviable a manner, whereas his father is 
generally respected.

INDIAN WAR DRAGS MISERABLY. 


Situation Is Discouraging, as It Looks 
as if the Result Would Be 
Inconclusive. 


London, Dec. 4.~—The Indian war continues 
on the old lines. The British advances and 
subsequent retirements leave but a small 
impression on the tribesmen, who will not 
submit. The warfare is discouraging, as it 
promises to be inconclusive and looks as 
though the results might be summed up in 
a nutshell—bloody war, weakened frontier, 
angered neighbors, thumping bill. 

The uncomfortable suggestion current 
that the British regiments, with one or two 
exceptions, have gone through the scrim- 
mages less creditably than the Sikhs and 
Ghurkas, if true, will have an effect on the 
native element extremely grave. For should 
the Sikhs get swelled heads and imag:ne 
themselves a match for the British it will 
raise such a tempest as never yet seen in the 
annals of India.

As a Consequence the Roman Pontiff

joying his usual health recently. Dr. Lap- 
poni, the Pope’s physician, has been obliged 
to adopt special precautions against the 
weather and has increased the number of hot 
sand baths, which his Holiness has been 
taking, from. one a week to three times in 
the week. This, it is explained, is the only 
way by which the doctor can counteract the 
rheumatic symptoms of the Pope, which, ac- 
cording to the dispatch, recur op the slightest 

xposure. 

F Dr. Lappont, it is added,*has forbidden his 
Holiness to take part in any tiring function, 
and, therefore, the program mapped out for

EXPORT OF GERMAN WINES. 


Brought to Such Perfection That They 


Are Nearly Equal to Those 
of France. 


, Dec. 4.—From the British consular 
aap appears that Germany is beginning 
to seriously rival France as a champagne 
exporter. The making of sparkling wines 
in Germany has lately been brought to such 
perfection that German wines of all brands 
now rank-nearly equal with French cham- 
pagne, and the price is much lower. Their 
export is chiefly to America, Great Britain, 
ane oe yeaeb method of manufacture has 
been generally adopted in Germany, this 
being considered easy owing to the fact that 
the largest champagne businesses in France 
are partly in the hands of Germans,

The 
Cologne Volks Zeitung, commenting on the 
whole scene, said: 

‘There is a chasm between the Emperor 
and the nation’s representatives.’’ Continu- 
ing the Volks Zeitung reminds his Majesty 
that since his accession the debt has been in- 
creased by 1,500,000,000 marks, almost ex- 
elusively for military and naval purposes. 
“Where does this lead to?’’ the paper asks. 


Effect on the Reichstag. 


As a matter of fact, this Reichstag will 
stand or fall with the two important bills in- 
troduced by the government on the opening 
day, the navy bill and the bill for the reform 
of military trials, and neither will pass jr the 
present shape. That may be safely pre- 
dicted. Talks which the correspondent here 
of the Associated Press has had witl: the 
leaders of a majority of the parties make it 
evident that the opposition to the govern- 
ment’s bills will not be overcome. The center 
part objects to the naval bill, chiefly on ac- 
count of the septennate feature, which 
would curtail the Reichstag’s constitutional 
prerogatives and bind the successors of the 
present Reichstag during the whole legis- 
lative period of five years and longer. The 
Socialists and all the Radical factions, how- 
ever, object to the bill principally on account 
of the enormous expense. The Tagoblatt 
says: . 

‘* How shall we characterize the conduct of 
the government which dares to put such a 
bill before the people’s representatives?’ 
The Boersen Courier and other moderate 
papers also condemn the measure and pre- 
dict its failure. Some of the papers, how- 
ever, especially the. Conservative organs, 
uphold the naval bill. 


Would Divert Emigration, 


One of the government's arguments in the 
memorial accompanying the bill is emigra- 
tion. Reviewing the past flow to the United 
States, it expresses the hope that, with a 
larger navy and a consequent larger sea 
trade, this migration may be more largely 
diverted to the German colonies. The first 
reading of the naval bill will take place on 
Monday, but unless the government is able 
to accelerate the proceedings a vote cannot 
be taken until March 15, 

The Center party has reintroduced the bill 
providing for the readmission of Jesuits into 
Germany. 


The budget contains an item fixing the ' 


salary of the Imperial Chancellor at 100,000 
marks instead of 54,000 marks. It is said 
the increase is in accordance with a promise 
the Emperor made Prince Hohenlohe, his 
present salary being inadequate in view of 
the lavish entertainments expected of his 
office. The item will be the subject of lively 
attacks upon the part of the Socialists and 
Radicals. 

The Emperor will witness the departure 
of his brother, Prince Henry of Prussia, from 
Kiel to China. It is believed in govern- 
ment and in parliamentary cireles that the 
trouble with China will not be adjusted 
for a long time. The four vessels which are 
going out under Prince Henry’s command 
have been fitted out for eighteen months’ 
service. 

In regard to the statements of the German 
papers, the correspondent here of the Asso- 
ciated Press learns that no instructions re- 
garding China have been sent to the United 
States Ambassador, Andrew D. White, from 
Washington.

Kraus Talks of Baer. 


“TI have seen the record of this reformer, 
Baer,”’ he said, “and it is such that the 
civil service law will have to be done away 
with before he can get back on the police 
force.

Kipley Gives His Views. 


Chief Kipley said: 

“The establishment of a metropolitan po- 
lice commission will deprive the people of 
Chicago of a voice in the management of its 
Police department and strike a blow at the 
principle of home rule. I am opposed to it, 
and I believe public sentiment will back up 
the opposition to the scheme. If sucha bill 
is passed it will mark the end to promotions 
in accordance with the rules of the’ merit 
system in the Police department.

GOVERNOR TALKS TO TRUSTEES 


Issues a Statement After Conferring 
with Officials of State Institutions 
at the Great Northern. 


Governor Tanner came to town yester- 
day to visit the trustees and wardens of the 
various State institutions. He had sum- 
moned them to meet him here in order to 
discuss the best way of tiding these institu- 
tions over their present financial difficulties, 
all of their treasuries being practically de- 
pleted as a result of their management 
under the Altgeld administration. Incident- 
ally he talked of the special session. Speak- 
ing to a reporter for THE TRIBUNE, he said: 

“The reason for calling the session so 
early was that we might get through before 
Christmas. I do not wish an adjournment 
over the holidays if it can be avoided. Then 
there are a number of members who either 
have received or expect to receive federal 
appointments; and it §s but fair to them to 
hurry up the matter so they can qualify in 
their new positions as soon as possible. 
President McKinley could hardly be expect- 
ed to take notice that thé Governor of Illi- 
nois expected to call a special session of the 
Legislature, and these members would be 
debarred from serving if they acceptéd of- 
fice under him, but he probably will of the 
fact the session has been actually called.” 


Discusses Revenue Reform. 


Speaking of the revenue reform bill, the 
Governor said the necessity for some re- 
lief for the Chicago taxpayers was gen- 
erally acknowledged, and he believed a 
change in the manner of making assess- 
ments in Cook County could be effected. 

‘*A county township, with an average of 
250 taxpayers, can easily be assessed in 
the time now allowed,”’ said he, ‘‘ especially 
when the Assessor is personally acquainted 
with every taxpayer and piece of property 
im it. But here in, Chicago some of the 
towns contain two Congressional districts, 
and one of them holds a greater population 
than is in all southern Illinois south of the 
Vandalia road. It is manifestly a physival 
impossibility for one man to make a proper 
assessment of such a town, under our pres- 
ent law, and I have @@lled the special session 
to see if some relief cannot be afforded. 
What that relief shall be lies with the Legis- 
lature to determine.” 

Asked as to what had induced him to in- 
clude a metropolitan police bill for Chi- 
cago in his call, the Governor said: 


Accounts for the Police Bill. 


‘*Tt is a matter I have had in my mind for 
a longtime. The government of the City of 
Chicago is now the most serious problem 
confronting the State of Illinois. It is the 
youngest of all the large cities of the world. 
It has more foreign born citizens than any 
city in the world. How it shall be given 
good government is an important and a per- 
plexing question. The first move, it seems to 
me, would be to remove its police force en- 
tirely from politics, and make a policeman 
understand his tenure of office depends on 
his work and not on his vote. With that end 
in view the metropolitan police bill has been 
suggested.” 

“But suppose that bill provides for tak- 
ing the policemen out from the protection of 
the civil service law, what would you do?’ 
* «T would veto it. I shall not allow the 
civil service law to be attacked in that man- 
ner.”’ 2 

Speaking of an apportionment bill the Gov- 
ernor said he thought the Committee of Six- 
teen named at the Springfield conference 
would be able to agree on one which would 
pass. 

** The idea,’’ he said, ‘‘ is to come to a give 
and take arrangement whereby each side 
can get part, at least, of what it wants, and 
I think a compromise can be easily reached.” 


Conference of State Officers. 


The conference of State officers was at- 
tended by Commissioner Pierce of the Joliet

Chairman Miller Has It Almost in 
Shape—Another Meeting on 
Monday.

John 8. Miller of the subcommittee and 
Chairman John V. Farwell Jr. of the general 
committee sent out a call to the members 
of the former committee yesterday morn- 
ing, personally requesting the attendance 
of every member and urging the necessity 
of completing the draft of the new measure 
within as few hours as possible in view of 
the short time given by the Governor in his 
call for an extra session. 

Marvin A. Farr, Thomas C. MacMillan, 
President D. D. Healy of the County board, 
John P. Wilson, and Pliny B. Smith respond- 
ed to the call and at 2:80 o’clock the sub- 
committee went into executive session. A 
few minutes before 6 the committee ad- 
journed to meet with the general committee 
Monday afternoon, + 


Bill Practically Complete. 


“Our bill is now nearly completed,” ex- 
plained Mr. Miller, after the meeting. ‘' Cer- 
tain changes in verbiage, important only 
from a technical standpoint, are yet to be 
made, but on the whole the bill is practically 
complete. We have decided not to make it 
public until it has been uccepted by the 
gxeneral cOmmittee. Between now and Mon-

Mr. Miller said that the committee had not 
yet decided upon just who would accompany 
Becretary MacMillan to Springfield, but 
that in all probability several members of 
the committee would go on Tuesday to wit- 
ness the launching of the measure before 
the Legislature.

Much secrecy is maintained by the 
committee as to whom has been selected to 
introduce the hew measure. 

“It is entirely too early to talk of our 
plans as yet,’’ said Chairman John V. Far- 
well Jr., “but by Monday we will be rpre- 
pared to make our plans public. As yet we 
have not decided exactly how or by whom 
our bill will be nandied, or who will go to 
Springfield as representatives of our com- 
mittee. All these details have not yet been 
completed, as we have been altogether too 
busy with the bill itself.’’ 

Mr. Farwell, along with every member of 
the subcommittee, expressed himself as con- 
fident that the new reform measure would be 
passed,

CHANGE IN THE PRIMARY BILL. 


Civic Federation’s Remodeled Measure 
to Be Considered in Committee 
Tomorrow Afternoon. 


Thomas C. MacMillan, chairman. of the 
Committee on Political Action of the Civic 
federation, which has the primary election 
bill in charge, has called a meeting of the 
committee for tomorrow at 8 o’clock at the 
federation’s rooms, when it is expected a 
draft of the new bill will be ready for con- 
sideration. 

Mr. MacMillan consulted with the other 
members of the committee yesterday regard- 
ing the changes to be made in the measure 
with the view of removing the features 
which made the former bill objéetionable, 
and it was finally left in the hands of two 
of the members of the committee, who were 
instructed to prepare a draft for tomor- 
row’s meeting. 

Mr. MacMillan said last night he thought 
the bill undoubtedly would be completed 
and ready for the consideration of the com- 
mittee, and he expected to take it with him 
to Springfield in the evening. 

The principal objection to the old bill, 
which is remedied by the new measure, was 
the arbitrary power bestowed upon a County 
Judge who was disposed to be bitterly par- 
tisan. He was given the selection of the 
judges and clerks of election, and if he were 
disposed he might name such men as would 
carry out his wishes and not those of the 
party they were supposed to represent. 

The new bill will give to the central com- 
mittees of the parties the power to name 
such judges and clerks, unless there are good 
and sufficient reasons why these selections 
should not be made. But in a general way 
less power will be lodged in the County 
Judge. 

The new bill probably will contain also a 
provision for extra primaries for the selec- 
tion of delegates to national conventions, 
as well as State and other biennial elec- 
tions. 

Senator Crawford will be in charge of the 
bill. Mr. MacMillan expressed confidence in 
the passage of the measure.

WAITING FOR THE LAWMAKERS. 


No Signs of the Coming Special Session 
to Be Observed at Springfield 
as Yet.

STATE WILL HAVE TO BORROW. 


Illinois Officials Call for Bids for $250,- 
000 Three Per Cent Cer- 
ticates. 


Springfield, Ill., Dec. 4.—[Special.]—Acting 
under the authority given them by the Leg- 
islature at its last regular session Governor 
Tanner, Auditor McCullough, and Treasurer 
Hertz have asked for bids for $250,000 of 3 
per cent certificates of the State, te be issued 
Jan. 1, and to be payable July 1 next. This 
temporary. loan is made necessary by the 
condition in which the State finances were 
left by the Altgeld administration. When 
that administration came into power every- 
thing was in good shape, and there was 
plenty of mOney on hand to pay all obliga- 
tions of the State promptly on demand. 
Reckless appropriations were made, and 
then, in order to make a showing of economy, 
sufficient taxes were not levied to meet 
them. As a result Governor Altgeld forced 
the State institutions to go into debt and to 
pay high rates of interest to local banks to 
keep the fmmates supplied with food and 
clothing. “sa 

Governor Tanner refused to do this, and 
says when the State Treasury runs low tho 
money needed must be borrowed at the iow- 
est rates in the general market. Consequent- 
ly, instead of paying 7 per cent to local bank- 
ers as was done by the Altgeld administra- 
tion, these certificates will be issued at 3 per 
cent. There will be no difficulty in disposing 
of them at that rate, and the State will secure 
the money it needs temporarily at the lowest 
market rate.

We 
want the Depar:ment of Public Works to 
refuse permits to the company totear up the 
streets to remove the water connections and 
we want the police to see that without a 
permit-the company’s men do not tear up the 
streets. 

“Of course the cornpany holds a thirty 
year lease, but we assert that we should not 
be compelled to pay an outrageous rate for 
water when’‘other citizens of Chicago re- 
ceive it at half the pr‘ce we are being sand- 
bagged into surrendering. We will get to- 
gether on Monday night and decide on the 
most vigorous plan cof fighting the water 
company, and we mean to make it a finish 
contest, as the pugilists say.”

San Diego, Cal., Dec. 3.—The Rev. Stanley 
Wilson of the little town of Ramona, a little 
way from San Diego, besides beink editor 
of the Ramona Sentinel, is an all-around 
athicte. He can‘ ‘hold his own with the 
gloves with any amateur tn the county, and 
he is his own fighting editor. And he doesn’t 
carry a gun. He is 4 Baptist and he rides 
the circuit, which embraces a number of 
small mining towns in the hills and moun- 
tains of southern San Diego County. When 
he is on the circuit he preaches in. a town 
on Sunday morning and in the afternoon 
puts on the gloves. with the lusty young 
miners and ranchers, who are always eager 
to have a “‘go” with him. He can best any 
of them that has turned up so far; and tney 
have no end of respect and admiration for 
him. They all crowd to hear his sermons, 
which they greatly approve, and altogether 
the ‘Rev. Mr. Wilson ts-the-most popular 
preacher who has ever appeared in ‘hat 
regicn. 

Yn one of his recent circuit trips he saved 
& man named Gunn from Indians. Mr. Wil- 
s0n came up with them in a lonely place on 
the road across W r'sranch., There were 
three Indians, and fhey had Gunn down and 
were about to stab him to death, presumably 
with the intention of robbing him. The 
preacher came upon them unexpectedly, and 
leaping from his horse scattered the Indians 
right and left. One Indian got the Sullivan 
kuockout on the point of his chin -and 
stretched his length on the road. Another 
received the preacher’s fist in his solar plex- 
us. Then the preacher had just time to 
dodge the knife in the hand of the third In- 
dian, after which he did a neat bit of in- 
fighting, the result of which was that he 
captured the knife and sent the red man 
sprawling in the dust. By this time Mr. 
Gunn had scrambled to his feet and the two 
of them drove the Indians ahead to the near- 
est town, where they surrendered them to 
the law. 

Last Sunday the Rev. Mr. Wilson hud an 
unusually busy day.. Hé preached at the 
mining town of Julian. He had a big audi- 
ence and his sermon was full of his custom: 
ary energy and eloquence. The peopi- lis- 
tened attentively and afterward gathered 
in groups to talk it over. In the afternoon 
Dave Putnam, a town bully, who has becn 
in many fights and has the reputation of 
being a hard man to handle, accosted the 
preacher in the street and demanded a re- 
traction of an uncomplimentary item about 
himself which had appeared in that week's 
issue of the Ramona Sentinél. Wilson de- 
clined to retract. Putnam insisted, and Wil- 
son replied that he didn’t publish a thing 
unless it was true, and that he proposed to 
stand by whatever he had satd, and to pub- 
lish it again if he thought best. Then Put- 
nam pulled off his coat, advised the preach- 
er to get ready for a licking, and sailed in. 
But the preacher’s coat was off before Put- 
nam got there, and the blow he had meant 
for the priestly nose landed in the air. 

The bully was a bit bewildered by this, but 
he took his bearings and squared off again. 
He is much heavier than Wilson, but the 
fight was nevertheless. one-sided from start 
to finish. As Putnam came on again the 
man of God dealt him a blow with the right 
which knocked him off his feet, and caught 
him on the jaw with his left.as he fell. The 
bully jumped to his feet and renewed the at- 
tack, but he couldn't land anywhere. The 
preacher Was too quick for him and did not 
rective a single blow. Putnam finally gave 
up after he had been stretched on the side- 
walk three times, and‘said it was all a mis- 
take, and that he didn’t want the item taken 
back at all. 

The young preacher is more popular than 
ever, and it is the universal opinion that any 
man who can “lick Dave Putnam ”’ is the 
man for that town. For Putnam himself, 
the affair seems to have been a means of 
grace. He has not tried to get into a row 
since then; has modified his demeanor, and 
declares that hereafter he is going to church 
every time the Rev. Stanley Wilson preaches. 
—New York Suz. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Insurance Commissioner Van Cleave heard argu- 
ments onthe right of underwriter associations to do 
business in this Staté at a meeting of agents and 
managers yesterday afternoon at the Great North- 
ern Hotel. The commissioner stated that he had 
ealled this second meeting to discuss the subject 
as the result of a number of requests filed with 
the Insurance department of thé State, and because 
of the interests involved. 

Thomas Bates, an attorney, represented the 
insurance companies who are objecting to the ex- 
istence of the underwriter compacts. He based 
his arguments against the practice on the opinion 

recently given by the Attorney General of Penn- 
sylvania. Mr. Bates contended that the licenses 
issued by the State did not give the right to the 
companies to issue policies excepting under their 
corporate names. 

R. 8S. Critchell said that the agpociations are not 
operated legally under the laws of the State and 
that they are conducted by the companies inter- 
ested in order to secure & lion’s share of the busi- 
ness. He claimed that the public is deceived by 
the name which appears on the policies and 
thoufht that in case of a great fire here the evil 
effects of the system would be shown. 

R. J. O. Hunter, manager of the Western de- 
partment of the Pennsylvania Underwriters, said 
the association does not have a corporate organiza- 
tion, but that the combination policy is issued 
simply as a convenience to the companies and the 
insured on an agreement between the firm .and 
the individual companies, but not between the 
companies. 

Eugene Cary, manager of the Western depart- 
ment of the German-American, challenged the 
opponents of the underwriter combinations to cite 
any law in this State which makes their operations 
illegal. He said there had been no complaint to 
the Insurance department by the insuring public, 
but that the objections were instituted by certain 
of the companies which do not have associations to 
secure protection for their business. In this he 
believed the department had no interest whatever. 
There should be no interference in the rivalry 
for business between the companies. 

At the close of the meeting the Insurance Com- 
missioner said that the only question to decide is 
as to the legality of the underwriter associations 
in this State. He-:asked both sides to the con- 
troversy to file briefs covering the legal points in- 
volved, with citations of authorities for the benefit 
of the department.

Their Homes Are Many Thousand 
Feet Below the Surface.. 


PECULIAR PHYSICAL FORMS. 


Headlights and Sidelights Provided 
Dwellers in Shadow. 


DISPLAY OF BEAUTIFUL COLORS. 


HE systematic study of oceanic ichthy- 
ology, or that of the deep sea fishes, 
comménced scarcely two decades ago, 
yet the progressive and interesting re- 
sults, during so short a period, equal 

in value that of any other study of nature. 
Twenty years ago only a few specimens of 
fishes had been obtained, which from their 
anatomical structure it was believed inhab- 
ited abyssal depths. 

In 1885 Professor Collett of Christiania 
published a volume on the “ Norwegian 
North Sea Expedition.’’ In 1887 Dr. Gun- 
ther of the British Museum issued nis book, 
‘“‘The Deep Sea Fishes of the Challenger 
Expedition.’’ In 1888 Dr. Valiant of the Mu-

seum of Natural History in Paris reported 
on the results of the Travailleur and Talis- 
man expeditions, and in the same year Pro- 
fessor Alexander Agassiz published his 
work, ‘‘ Contributions to American Thalas- 
sography,” the result of his observations 
of the work of the United States Coast Sur- 
vey and Fish commission. 

Since then the deep sea work has been 
practically abandoned, but Goode and Bean 
in 1895, under the auspices of the Smithsoni- 
an Institution, gave us their ‘‘ Oceanic 
Ichthyology,’’ a work which discusses “ all 
forms of fishes found in the seas of the 
world,”’ and. gathers in systematic form all 
previous knowledge of deep sea fishes. 
These publications are, however, strictly 
scientific. 


Results of Great Value. 


The efforts of these laborers in a compara- 
tively new field have produced results nat 
only of great value to science, but of much 
general interest. it has been found that 
upwaru of 1,000 species inhabit the waters 
of the great oceans at depths varying from 
500 to 16,500 feet. Many of these fishes were 
found to be modified forms of surface

types, exhibiting abnormal shapes, some- 
times grotesque and sometimes beautiful, 
with resplendent colcrations. Many of them 
were dredged from a depth of a mile or 
more, and on being relieved from the great 
pressure of the water, estimated to be 
about a ton to each 1,009 fathoms of depth, 
the bony and muscular tissues were found 
£0 affected by the expansion of gas in their 
bodies that their flesh fell from their bones, 
which became so soft that they were easily 
plerced by a pin cr other sharp instru- 
ment. This condition could not exist when 
the fish were in their natural habitat, as 
many of them were known to be fiercely ra- 
pacious, feeaing upon their swift motioned 
congeners, to capture which a strong phys- 
ical structure of the pursuers was an im- 
perative condition. 

As it is believed that the rays of the sun 
do ot penetrate beyond a depth of 200 fath- 
oms, it necessarily follows that fishes living

below that depth must be possessed of aux- 


illary organs, by which they would be ena- 
blei to see and pursue their prey or seek 
their food on the bottom. Hence we find 
many deep sea fishes with peculiar organs, 
luminous glands or plates. situated on the 
head, tail, gill covers, or diversely cn their 
bodies. 


Has a Luminous Gland. 


One species of the genus Acthoprora has 
a luminous gland, a brilliant headlight, 
which covers the anterior part of the head, 
overlapping the front margin of the eye and 
extending down to the upper jaw and along 
its side nearly to the eye. Another of the 
same genus has a lantern on its tail, and in 
some forms there exist two veritable side- 
lights located on the gill covers, thus pre- 
senting in the depths the appearance of a 
steamship at night under the requirements 
of the law. These fishes have been taken 
from depths varying from 3,300 to nearly 
10,000 feet, and both species have been 
found off the coasts of the United States; 
one with the dredge from the Pacific Ocean, 
the other from the stomach of a codfish 
captured on the Banks of Newfoundland. 

Other species have their bellies densely 
covered with these phosphorescent organs

or spots, by which the water below them is 
illuminated. 
long, glandular phosphorescent spot just 
below the eye, which organ can be protruded 
at will. Others have their eyes on top of 
the head and are called star-gazers. They 
have been taken from a depth of 612 feet. 
The phosphorescent glands are usually of an 
iridescent pale gold color when seen on 
freshly caught fish. 


Aid in Search of Food. 


It is satisfactory to the layman to know 
that these phosphorescent plates and glands 
are given the fish solely to aid them in 
searching for food or escaping their ene- 
mies, but the scientist is not content with 
so simple an explanation of their presence 
and use, and isinvestigating their construc- 
tion and functions. Some ichthyologists 
believe that both the plates and glands are 
accessory eyes, others think that only the 
plates,. being lenslike in structure, are addi- 
tional eyes, and the organs, which are of a 
giandular nature; merely emit phosphores- 
cent light. The last conclusion is now held 
by the majority of scientists, despite the 
fact that many fishes possessing these lens- 
like organs and living at great depths are 
furnished with large ordinary eyes quite 
sufficient in their power to see by the. aid

‘* While we must admit those compound 
organs (lenslike) may prove to beorgans of 
sense, we maintain at the same time that 
their morphological nature is not opposed 
to the belief that they also, like the glandu- 
lar organs, are producers of light.” 

Supplementary to the poy amp bpaty and 
lenslike organs which deep sea fish possess, 
there appears to be another condition by 
which their plane of sight is much increased. 
A great many of them have their mucous 
systems enormously developed, and this oc- 
curs even in fishes found above the 200- 
fathom line. Below that depth the entire 
body of the fish seems to be enveloped with a 
layer of mucus which in fresh specimens 


has phosphorescent properties. Thus in the. 


abyssmal depth we find flashing meteors

of brilliancy to illume the gloom of its per- 
petual darkness and light the fin paths of 
its curiously endowed inhabitants, and yet 
in contrast with this compensatory ordain- 
ment for the benefit of these sparkling 
dwellers in the depths we find, here and 
there, species without eyes and with no spe- 
cial organs of touch with which to grope 
for their food—blind denizens of an eternal 
night. 


Provided with Large Eyes. 


In many fishes that live only at a depth of 
about 50v feet the eye becomes proportional- 
ly larger than in those living at the surface. 
The eyes appear to increase in size with the 
depth inhabited. Beyond 200 fathoms fishes 
with small eyes’ are found in company with 
large-eyed species, the former, however, hav- 
ing filamentary organs of touch, “ feelers,’ 
to aid them in seeking their food. In one 
species of the “ fishing frogs,’’ or sea devils, 
the ends of their ‘* feelers’’ are furnished 
with small phosphorescent glands, which 
illuminate their feeding grounds at a depth 
of 10,000 feet. In another of the deep-sea 
fishes taken from a depth of 2,150 fathoms, it 
is stated by Goode and Bean that the eye 
seems to have lost its natural function and 
assumed that of producing light. Another 
abnormal eye formation occurs in one of the 
flounders taken from a depth of 528 feet. 
It is cross-eyed, one eye being situated 
below and in advance of the other. Adult 
flounders have both eyes on one side of the 
head. , 

The deep sea fishes are found, as before 
stated, at depths ranging from 500 to 16,500 
feet, although a dredge in which fish were in- 
closed has reached a depth of 17,400 feet, but 
specimens obtained at this depth belong toa 
species which is abundant in the upper 
strata, hence were probably captured as 
the dredge was being raised. The difference

in anatomical structure is, however, suf- 
ficient to distinguish the deep sea from sur- 
face fishes. In the former, when taken from 
the water, the bony and muscular systems 
are found to be feebly developed. The 
bones are light and fibrous, with very little 
calcareous matter in them, and are loosely 
connected. The muscles, as compared with 
those of surface fishes, are very thin and 
easily separated from each other. The with- 
drawal of the fish from the enormous pres- 
sure of many fathoms produces’ these 
anatomical conditions. 


Found at Different Depths. 


Many fishes, such as groupers, flounders, 
red snappers, jew fish, sea perch, barracu- 
das, eels, pompanos, rock cod, and other 
forms that are captured by the angler in 
comparatively shallow water are also found 
in the ocean, and are classed by ichthyolo-

‘gists as deep sea fishes, or\those that dwell 


in salt water of 500 feet or a\greater depth. 

Four species very similar form to the 
salmon and classed by Gunther as salmon- 
oids have been taken from depths ranging 
from 8,136 to 12,240 feet. All of them have 
the adipose or fatty fin so characteristic of 
the salmon family. Sharks have been taken 
from a depth of 4,896 feet on ihe Pavific coast. 
Few of them, however, are found deeper 
than 1,000 to 1,200 feet. One about twenty- 
four feet jn length, seen at Pemaquid, Me., 
in 1886, * mistaken for a sea serpent be- 
cause ©. its slender, long body and snake- 
like appearance, is doubtless a deep sea 
rover, as only a few of them have been seen. 
Another form, the largest of the sharks, and 
growing to a length of thirty-five feet. ts 
also believed to visit very deep water and 
breed there, as the young have never been 
caught or seen. 

It must be remembered that the appliance 
used in fishing great depths is not adapted

for the capture of large fish or those that 
move very swiftly. Goode and Bean in their 
‘‘Oceanic Ichthology ” in refereiice to this 
matter aptly say: 

‘*It seems probable that there are many 
inhabitants of the depths which are too 


swift, too wary and cunning, or too large. 


thus to be taken. It cannot be doubted, for 
example, that somewhere in the sea, at an 
unknown distance below the surface, there 
are living certain fish-like animals, unknown 
to science and of great size, which come 
occasionally to the surface and give a foun- 
dation to such stories as chose: of the sea 
serpent.”’ 


Catfish Found High and Low. 


ne form. allied to the catfishes, is found in 
water 14.358 feet deep, and, in strange con- 
trast of habitat, fresh water catfish are 
captured in the streams of the Andes at an 
elevation of 14,000: feet. Some of the ray 
fishes have been taken from a depth of 2,500 
feet; halibut from 1,500 feet; burracuda from 
6,348 feet; pompanos from 750 feet; red snap- 
pers from 1,500 feet; rock cod and groupers 
from 1,890 feet. The fishing frog, frog fish, 
angler, or sea devil, as it is promiscuously 
called, well known to the fishermen in the 
es:uaries of the Atlantic coast, has been 
taken in the ocean at a depth of 2,190 feet; an 
allied form (Nelanocetus), only four inches 
long, contained a fish which was seven and 
a half inches long and one inch deep. It was 
rolled up spirally into a ball and lay in the 
capacious stomach of its captor, which was 
found in water 9,000 feet deep. 

Another allied genus (Mancalias) which 
Dr. Gunther calls a “* sea devil,” a degraded 
form of the fishing frog, was found by the 
Albatross in the Pacific Ocean at a depth of 
10,116 feet. Some forms of the eel family 
have been taken from a depth of 12,500 feet.

They range from four inches to eleven feet 
in length, and one of them, doubtless, can be 
classed among the most voracious and de- 
structive fishes of the deep sea. It wi!l be 
seen by the illustration that its length ot jaw 
is about half the length of the body and the 
gape is enormous, but fortunately for its 
fellow-fins, it seldom grows beyond nine- 
teen inches. Allied species of similar forma- 
tion have been taken off the Pacific coast at 
a depth of 8,802 feet. One species of the cod- 
fish family has been taken in the Antarctic 


Ocean from a depth of 11.850 feet, and one 
11,050 . 
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flounder ? 
in the estuaries of the east Atlantic, has not | 


been found in water deeper than 600 feet, al- 
though there is a small flounder or sole that 
has been taken from about 2,900 feet. 

- Many curious shapes, verging upon the 
grotesque and fantastic, appear among the 
deep-sea fishes, one of the most singuiar 
being the ribbonfish (Regalecus), which grows 
to a length of twenty-four feet, is scarcely 
twelve inches broad and only one to two 
inches thick. It has never been taken by 
the dredge, but owing to the character of its 


bony and muscular tissues, as observed in | 


specimens found floating, or on the shore, it 
certainly, when alive, resorts to abyssmal 
depths. From its great length and shape 
several writers have supposed it to be, from 
time to time, mistaken for the sea serpent, 
but its physical construction renders it im- 
possible for it to live on or near the surface. 
One specimen seventeen feet long was 
washed ashore at Bermuda in 1860, and those 
present described it as having a head like 
that of an immense horse with a flaming 
red mane. It appears probable that this and 
similar species are brought to the surface 
only by great commotions of the ocean. 

Another of the sea serpent forms (Derich- 
thys) is believed to grow to an enormous 
size, and live at great depth, although only 
one has been taken by the dredge, and it was 
only eight inchesin length. Its neck is much 
contracted, and, as will be seen in the illus- 
tration, it looks very much like a snake, 
hence has been probably mistaken for the 
sea serpent. It must be remembered that 
very few of the fish that visit or live in the 
deep seas have popular names, and they cun 
be designated only by their technical appel- 
latives. 

An oddly shaped fish living 8,250 feet be- 
low the surface belongs to the genus Mala-

costeus, the under jaw of which extends 
backward and beyond the head proper, and 
seems to work on an axis of very weak 
proportions. Its color is black, with numer- 
ous light dots over the entire body, and its 
luminous gland, crescent in shape, is longer 
than the eye, with a smaller gland lécated 
on and about the center ofthe upperjaw. A 
very curious little fish, Sternoptyx, with an 
oblique body and a remarkably large eye, 
which is about one-sixth as large as the en- 
tire length of the body, has been taken in 
the dredge at depths ranging from 3,000 to 
15,000 feet. Its normal habitat in the ocean 
is as yet undecided. 


Swallows Fish Greater than Itself. 


Among the many other curious forms of 
fish life found in the deep seas, that of 
_Chiasmodon ! must not be overlooked. It 
has been found in 9,000 feet of water, and 
js capable of swallowing a fish many times 
greater than its own size. It is evidently 
an inhabitant of very great depths. The 
smallest fish (Paroneirodes) ever taken from 
the deep sea is an allied form of the fishing 
frog or sea devil. The only specimen ever 
taken was an inch anda half long and was 
captured in the Bay of, Bengal at a depth 
of 7,560 feet on a soft bottom of blue mud. 
The largest form known to be a deep sea 
fish is the shark of thirty-five feet, before 
described, the size of which prevents its 
capture in the dredge. 

Although the coloration of most of the 
deep sea fishes is very plain, being either 
dark or silvery, there are several species

the brilllancy and iridescence of whose 
color tints surpass not only those of all other 
animals but their mellow irradiating trans- 
zusion and independent touches and tints are 
beyond reproduction by human art. There 
are two fishes that stand preéminent in this 
respect. One, the beryl fish, the name in- 
dicating its beauty, is found from 800 to 
9,000 feet below the surface and is thus 
described by the naturalist Lowe: 

*“At the moment of capture, while the 
fish is still alive, the whole body beneath 
the lateral line is a pure, translucent silvery 
white; the fins alone, and merely the ridge 
of the back and head, the inside of the 
youth, the lower jaw and parts beneath the 
eye, being of the brightest scarlet, contrast- 
ing strongly with the pure silver of the 
whole sides and belly, which only after death 
turns iridescent rosy, or sometimes rich, 
golden scarlet. The hind parts of the dorsal 
and ventral fins are transparent; the iris is

pale scarlet. There is a watery transpar- 
ency about the scarlet of the back in this 


state perfectly inimitable by art.”’ 
This description applies to Beryx splen- 


fens, which has been taken at a depth of 


424 fathoms from the Pacific Ocean, 


Many Beautiful Colors. 


The tile fish, found in the Atlantic off the 
New England coast, at a depth of about 450 
feet, is the most beautifully colored fish that 
inhabits the salt or fresh waters of the 
world, not excepting the brilliant parrot and 
angel fishes of the West Indian coral groves. 
It is blueish on the back, with a green irides- 
cent tinge changing through purplish blue 
and bluish gray to rosy white below, and 
milky white toward the median line of the 
belly. It is iridescent rosy on the head, with 
the red tints most abundant on the forehead; 
blue under the eyes. and fawn colored on the 
cheeks. The throat and under side of the 
head is pearly white, with here and there a 
tint of lemon yellow. On the back there are 
many spots of bright lemon or golden and 
the anal fin is purplish, with fridescent tints 
of blue and rose. The margin of this fin is 
of a rith purplish blue, iridescent like the 
most beautiful mother-of-pearl, and this 
coloration pervades more or less the entire 
fin, which has large yellow spots. 

The technical nomenclature by which the 
deep sea and, indeed, all other fishes are 
designated is an interesting study. The 
names are usually from Latin and Greek de- 
rivatives, and asa rule illustrate either their 
habits, habitat, color, or physical construc- 
tion. For instance, the new genus called by

Goode and Bean Acrotus (from the Greek), 
“without oars,” in allusion to the absence 
of the ventral fins. Acthroptera.is a name 
applied to a lantcrn-bearing fish with a 
large brilliant, luminous gland on the front 
of its head. The name is derived from two 
Greek words meaning “ with a flashing light 
ahead.” Another, Bathylaco, is also from 
two Greeks words, ng “‘ a warrior of 
the ocean depths,” in allusion to its com- 
bative qualities and the great depth (9,000 
feet) at which it is found. Citomimus, also 
from the Greek, meaning ‘very like a 
whale,” is applied to a small fish, scarcely 
five inches 11. length, found in about 8,000 
feet of water. Its head is a fair counterpart 
of that of the whale. Lampadena, from the 
Greek, signifying “ having a lamplike organ 
on its tall,”’ is descriptive of a deep sea fish 
found 3,300 feet below the surface. It hasa 
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from the so-called Manducus, a grotesque 
figure used in the Roman theaters in class- 
ical days, representing a person chewing, 
an allusicn, @oubtless, to the great and un- 
usual number of teeth possessed by this fish. 
Cervinum, “ spotted like a fawn "’: Cruenti- 
fer, *‘ sanguinary,”’ “‘ cruel,’’ descriptive of 
the habit of this fish of boring into the ficsh 
of living fishes. Dilecta. “ admired,’ “ be- 
loved,”’ in reference to the great beauty of 
the fish; Gemmifer, *‘ studded with gem-like 
studs’’; Gracile, “ slender and graceful in 
form”; Brevibarbes, “short bearded,’ in 
allusion to the short barbels or “‘ feelers ”’ on 
its under jaw; Paxillus, “* spindle-shaped ’”’: 
Ranula, “like a tadpole’’; Simula, “‘ pug- 
nosed ’’; Unicornis, *“ with one horn on its

forehead "’; and Torvus, “* gloomy and sav- 
age in aspect.”’ 

This brief list of technical names, with 
their expressive derivations, could be mul- 
tiplied almost indefinitely, as every fish 
known to exist has one or more scientific 
names of its own—a family, a generic, anda 
specific name, comparing, as it were, with 
our Christian and patronymic names such 
as “John Henry Smith.’’. These family 
names of fishes, like our own, have been 
handed down for ages, in some instances 
from the days of Aristotle. The family 
name, however, is not used so frequently as 
the generic and specific. As an example: 
Our red-spotted trout belongs to the salmon 
family—Salmonide, but it is referred to al- 
most exclusively as Salvelinus fontinalis. 
During the last decade or two, American 
ichthyologists have distinguished allied 
forms, with slight anatomical differences 
between them, by subspecific names, hence 
we find in the salmon family and others such 
names as Salvelinus fontinalis Agassizii, 
which distinguishes the Dublin pond trout 
of New Hampshire from his more modestly 
christened brother of the brooks—S. fon- 
tinalis. For the Greek and Latin scholar, or 
to the layman ignorant of the dead lan- 
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guages, there is a peculiar charm in the 
a of ichthyic terminology.—New York 
un. 


WHAT QUEEN VICTORIA READS. 


Her Literary Likings Among Ancient 
and Modern Authors Described 
by Her Lectrices. 


Now that the Queen of England, like her 
grandfather, George III., suffers from failing 
eyesight, two persons in her household have 
come to possess more and more importance. 
These are the “ lectrices,”” or readers, em- 
ployed by the nation to save what remains 
of her Majesty’s vision. The late Lord 
Beaconsfield once humorously described the 
two lectrices as “‘ the Queen’s pair of spec- 
tacles."” For many years Friulein Bauer 
and Mile. Noréle have held these places, the 
Queen only needing their services for Ger- 
man and French, as her English is read to 
her by her ladies in waiting or maids of 
honor. 

Through the courtesy of the Queen’s pri- 
vate secretary, a chat was recently obtained 
by the London Queen with both these ladies 
regarding the tastes of their mistress in 
literature. Mlle. Noréle, a sprightly and 
charming French woman, was easily enough 
induced to speak. 

** Her Majesty,” she declared, “* reads very 
little of the lighter side of our literature, 
unless, indeed, one excepts the various 
periodicals which are sent marked for 
perusal from the secretary's office. She is 
especially fond of the older authors’ works, 
Xavier de Maistre’s, Victor Hugo’s, and 
portions of Balzac’s, for instance. I think 
that the story she likes best in all French 
literature in De Maistre's touching ‘ Lepreux 
de la Cité d’Aoste.’ I have read it to her 
times without number, the beautiful pathos 
of the tale appearing to soothe her in a re- 
markable manner. 

‘Of all the moderns, I really believe thet 
her Majesty holds M. Alphonse Daudet alone 
admirable. She thinks his satire too mor- 
dant, though, and prefers the delicious ‘ Let- 
ters from My Mill in Provence ’ and‘ Trente 
Ans de Paris’ to the better known books. 
You will be, perhaps, astonished to learn 
that the Queen likes Henri Murger; and 
many a time have we laughed together 
over the graceless scamps of the ‘ Vie de 
Bohéme.’ Last year we read Fenelon’s 
‘Telémaque’ from cover to cover. Her 
Majesty declared that the work brought 
back her life’s happiest periods—her own 
childhood’s days in Kensington Palace, and 
the days in which she taught her children 
their French. 

“A very important branch of my work 
consists in reading the many letters received 
daily by the Queen from members of her 
family and intimate friends. Nearly all of 
these are either in Germanor French. Mdny 
of the Queen’s juvenile descendants are ac- 
customed to send her long weekly accounts 
—perfect diaries, in fact—of their doings and 
opinions.”’ 

Friulein Bauer was less communicative 
than her colleague. She comes of a family 
which has served.the Queen’s German an- 
cestors in many capacities for generations 
back. 

‘‘The Queen,” she says, “ reads consid- 
erably in modern German literature. She 
is even fond of the humorous journals, and 
subscribes to all the principal magazines. 
Her German secretary, Herr Maurice Muth- 
er, carefully watches for all newspaper ar- 
ticles which may interest her, and sends 
them marked for reading. I think that 
Schiller is her Majesty’s favorite German 
poet, but she is also very fond of Goethe. 
Heine she dislikes intensely. I have heard 
her quote the Prince Consort to the effect 
that ‘ Heine’s genius had the phosphores- 
cent light of decay.’ 

** She likes historical novels, particularly 
Laube’s ‘ Der Deutsche Krieg,’ and Schef- 
fel’s ‘Ekkehard.’ This taste for historical 
fiction, I believe, follows the Queen into 
other languages. She admires Walter Scott. 
Felix Dahn and Freytag are two more 
favorites. 

** Reading her Majesty’s voluminous Ger- 
man correspondence forms a very large por- 
tion of my duty.” 

The Hea. Emily McNeill, who, in her ca- 
pacity of maid of honor to the Queen, has 
read extensively to her Majesty in English, 
was kind enough to add a few words to 
those of the lectrices. ‘‘ The Queen’s tastes 
in English literature,”’ she said, “‘ are cath- 
olic. She reads almost every new book 
which is described to her as possessing rea] 
merit. For years the Queen took Lord 
Beaconsfield’s opinion largely on the sub- 
ject, but since the great Premier’s death 
her advisers are many. 

“The Queen is never tired of rereading 
Shakspeare, Scott, and Dickens. Recently 
she has shown a sympathetic feeling for 
Milton, and has been perusing the blind 
poet’s works. Lord Tennyson is, however, 
her favorite. There is an utterly erroneous 
opinion abroad“that she greatly dislikes Mr. 
Swinburne. On the contrary, she has a re- 
markable liking for ‘ Atalanta in Calydon ’ 
and others of Swinburre’s poems. Of late 
she has been reading Mr. Kipling and ex- 
presses admiration for his vigor and keen 


insight into human nature. She told a friend 


that Kipling had shown her empire to her 
in the most realistic manner. 

“ With her fondness for historical fiction, 
she evinces much interest in the new 
of historical fiction.

German Emperor’s Duties 
Keep Him on the Move. 


REST HE DOES NOT KNOW. 


From Morning to Night His Time 
Is Fully Employed. 


HIS ENDURANCE IS GREAT. 


He Spends Days in the Saddle and 
Hours at Court Functions. 


WATCHES HOUSEHOLD AFFAIRS. 


HE Paris Figaro gives in the following 
condensed form the most interesting 
chapter of a bright little volume just 
published in Paris, entitled “ Guill- 
aume II. Intime,”’ by M. Maurice Leu- 

det, which is bound, it says, to have a bril- 
Mant succés de curiosité. 

The activity of the German Emperor is 
proverbial. He is never at rest. He hasa 
horror of idleness, and his endurance is 
prodigious. In his immediate surrounding 
it is feared that his health may one day suf- 
fer from his constant efforts to examine 
personally into all the affairs of the empire. 
To rest his weary head he takes a great deal 
of physical exercise, and he excels in ath- 
letic accomplishments. 

The Emperor rises at 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. The moment he gets out of bed he takes 
a cold bath. His mother, whois the daughter 
of Queen Victoria, and consequently English 
by origin, taught him from his childhood to 
love cold water. After the bath he dresses 
rapidly, and at half-past 6 he takes break- 
fast. 

Immediately after breakfast the Emperor 
goes to his official quarters, where heaps of 
letters and documents await him. The Em- 
peror, who attends himself to all these af- 
fairs, has so much to do in the line of read- 
ing documents and examining everything in 
detail that he has hardly an instant’s rest. 
He rarely puts off the examination of any 
mitter, attending to everything on the spot, 
even when to do so it is necessary to take 
two or three hours from his sleeping time. 

The adjutants on duty are at their posts at 
6:30. The Emperor discusses with them the 
movements of that day, and then he goes to 
see his children. 

After that he goes to his own apartments, 
where he receives the reports of officials and 
confers with the functionaries of the grand 
master of the palace. He looks after all en- 
tertainments and solemnities, the program, 
and the opportunity of outings, the expenses 
to be incurred. 


Sees to Domestic Affairs. 


In the same way during the morning he 
sees to the affairs of the imperial house- 
hold, scans the accounts, authorizes the or- 
ders given by the Grend Marshal—in a 
word, looks into the matters of the domestic 
life of the castle. 

In important cases he receives at 8 o’clock 
his Ministers and counselors, the Prefect 
of Police, the Generals, and high officials. 
All these personages give orally briefs of 
the reports which they present to him for 
his signature. He has made it a habit to 
wade through all the reports which come 
in during the day and to examine them thor- 
oughly. He often says to the officials work- 
ing with him: “I know very well that I 
am giving you a great deal of trouble, but I 
cannot help it. I am imposing a burden 
upon myself, for my conscience will never 
allow me to come to a decision precipil- 
tately.”’ 

It often happens that the heads of depart- 
ments present him with twenty documents 
for his signature. Each one of them is ex- 
amined carefully, and out of the twenty pa- 
pers it rarely happens that he signs more 
than three or foyr. As for the others, he 
wants additional details. 

At 9 o’clock in the morning the Emperor 
has already accomplished a heavy piece of 
work. The weather and season permitting, 
he takes a ride in a carriage; which is fol- 
lowed by a long promenade on foot. If the 
weather is not suitable for that exercise he 
goes horseback riding for three-quarters of 
an hour. 

The Emperor is a good swordsman, a good 
horseman, and an excellent hunter. When 
on horseback he likes to encounter difficul- 
ties. He jumps not only hedges and ditches, 
but also hurdles with the greatest facility. 

On the days of inspections, when he is 
obliged to be in the saddle for a considerable 
time, he omits the carriage ride. He often 
remains in the saddle five or six hours con- 
tinuously. 

At 11 o’clock the conferences,and reports 
are again taken up. This is also the time 
for audiences. The officers of high rank 
and also the functionaries who have just 
been promoted are announced. He receives 
also the envoys and representatives of other 
States, Princes, and grands seigneurs. 
William II. chats with each of them for a 
few moments. At these receptions the Em- 
p*ror displays toward his guests attentions 
that are quite original. For instance, he 
changes his uniform six or seven times. If 
the son of an artillery General comes to 
announce the death of his father the Em- 
peror never fails to don the uniform of an 
artillery General in order to pay respect 
fo the officer who died in his service. He 

ppears in the uniforms of an artillery Gen- 
eral, of a General of cavalry or of infan- 
try, or even in the uniform of an Admiral, 
according to the rank of the person whom he 
receives. , 

If the Emperor receives representatives 
or military attachés of foreign countries 
he wears the uniform of the foreigner that 
he receives, or at least the decorations of the 
country of that foreigner. 


Luncheon with His Children. 


All this tiresome ceremony lasts pntil 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. The Emperor then 
goes back to see his children, who are al- 
ready at table, and he takes lunch with 
them. Then he sees the high officials, the 
Generals and Ministers, and discusses with 
them the affairs of state. He visits the 
artists and poses for a portrait or a bust.

The only thing he seemed to 
realize was the fabulous fortune that was all 
pat within his father’s grasp. The possi- 
bility that no gold might be found never oc- 
curred to him fora foment. This impressed 
itself upon those who had consented to invest 
someé money in the scheme, and they were 
resolved to go ahead, come what might. 

That was in the early part of the present 
year. Soon after that the machinery nec- 
essary to carry on quartz mining was or- 
dered and shipped to Two-Bit. When the 
first machinery arrived old man Hardin 
nearly did go crazy for ‘oy. That for which 
he had watched and worked and stuck to the 
Gulch all through the years was about to 
become fact instead of an old man’s dream. 
When the machinery was all on the spot 
the question to be determined was where 
the first shaft should be sunk. Old Jim 
knew, he said, exactly where to begin, but 
before he would tell he wanted to have a 
look at every man who was to engage in the 
Long When asked what that was for he 

“I’ve stood guard over this property for 
twenty years... Men have come and gone, 
but I’ve staid on, and now that something’s 
going to happen I want to know that every- 
body around here is on the square. I can 
tell the men I want as soon as I see them.” 

Accordingly all the miners and all the 
bosses had to be inspected by Old Jim. All 
but two passed muster, and they had been 
employed to superintend parts of the work. 
The old man wouldn’t have them under any 
consideration, and two others of his own 
selection were substituted. The wisdom of 
his Judgment may have. been proved by the 
fact that on» of these cast-offs is now ina 
Western penitentiary. serving a term for 
robbery. 

Directed the Work. 


,When the mining crew was finally se- 
Jected old man Hardin indicated the place 
where work was to be begun and the first 
Shaft was sunk on April 13, 1897. Some 
one recalled that work had been begun on 
the thirteenth of the month and remarked 
that Jim Hardin’s usual luck would follow 
the development of the mine. To this Har 
Alin’s only reply was: 

“There never was a fine field of corn that 
crows didn’t croak over.- Never mind the 
gay of the month. Two-Bit will prove that 
there’s luck in thirteen yet.’’ 

Two months later, on June 13, “ peanut ”’ 
rock was struck and the first positive in- 
dicatién of ote was found. On Sept. 18 the 
following dispatch was sent by James D. 
Hardin Jr. to Mr: Delaney in Chicago: 

“Rich ore struck. Assay, thirty-one to 
ton. Vein now more than twenty feet 
thick.”’ 

On Oct. 18 samples of the ore taken from 
the mine were sent to Torrey & Eaton, as- 
Sayers and metallurgists, of Sterling, N. J., 
whose New York office is at 74 Cortlandt 
Atreet. Two days later they sent back the 
result of their assay, which was as follows: 

** Sample of ore marked No. 1, pyrites, con- 
tains 1.60 ounces of gold, which assayed $81 
per ton. Of silver there was a trace.”’ 

Two-Bit Guich is no longer despised by 
Ahe miners of the Black Hills. Twoof those 
who left their claims there years ago for 
others are richer today than they were then. 
The man who stuck there is a millionaire 
now, and his holdings could not be purchased 
for love or money. He has already paid 
back those who advanced him the money 
to develop his properties, and ‘“ Lucky 
Thirteen,’ as the mine is called, Is yielding 
up its wealth to make easy the last years 
of old Jim Hardin’s journey down the slope. 
—New York Sun. 


WORLD’S WONDERFUL CLOCKS. 


Most Remarkable Among the World’s 
Marvels of Astronomical and 
Chronometric Mechanism. 


Of course every one has heard at one time 
or other of the famous clock tower adjJoin- 
ing the Houses of Parliament. No doubt he 
imagines it to be a very fine structure, and, 
as a matter of fact, ft is regarded as the best 
specimen in our country, but there are many 
more wonderful clocks in existence today, 
pernaps not in size, but certainly in their 
skiliful mechanism. ‘ 

The most wonderful clock in the world is 
exhibited in St. Petersburg. Its magnifi- 
cence may be imagined from the fact of this 
colossal timepiece having no fewer than 
ninety-five faces. It indicates simultane- 
ously the time of day at thirty points on 
the earth’s surface, besides the movement 
of the earth around the sun, the phases of 
the moon, the signs of the zodiac, the pass- 
age over the meridian of more than fifty 
stars of the northern hemisphere, and the 
date, according to the Gregorian, Greek, 
Mussulman, and Hebrew calendars. The 
works took two years to put together after 
the clock had been sent in detached pieces 
from Switzerland to Russia. 

A certain watchmaker constructed a clock 
whose mechanism represents, every fifteen 
minutes, all the activities of a miniature 
railway station. The telegraph operator 
sends a dispatch, the doors of the sjation 
open, the station master and his assistant 
appear on the steps, the clerks open the 
windows and distribute the tickets; sev- 
eral travelers rush toward the train that 
comes in at full speed. In short, until the 
train has gone the usual stir of such sta- 
tions is exactly reproduced. 

As the train leaves each automaton re- 
turns to its place, and for a quarter of an 
hour everything is peaceful. The clock’s 
dimensions are not known, but it is said 
to have’ had six years’ labor expended 

n it. 

Another remarkable clock is that made 
by Villingen, the clockmaker of the Black 
Forest, Germany. It shows the seconds, 
minutes, quarter hours, hours, days, weeks, 
months, seasons, years and leap years to 
the last second of the year 990909, besides 
a host of other astronomical, geographical, 
and historical facts. 

‘here is a celebrated clock tower at Berné, 
in Switzerland. The approach of the hour 
is announced by the crowing of acock. At 
the same time may be seen at the very top 
of the tower a man cladjin a coat of mail 
striking the hours with his sword on a large 
bell. As the hours are striking a troupe 
of bears make their appearance and parade 
around the tower, then make their exit. 
Long strings of carriages draw up every 
hour for the occupants to witness this in- 
teresting spectacle. 

A gigantic clock, made of cycle parts, was 
showh at a recent exhibition held in Parts. 
The hour figures are composed of brightly 
plated cranks. All the smaller whee's re- 
volve by means of gear chains, but this was 
only for attraction. The clock kept excellent 
time, and struck hours, half, and quarter 
hours, the real’ mechanism being concealed 

e base. 
ar the time of the coronation of the Em- 
press of Russia at Moscow in 1724 she was 
presented with a watch as wonderful in every 
particular as the famous Strasbourg clock. 
On the opposite side of the time-keeping part 
there was an exact counterpart of the holy 
sepulcher, with a carved image of the Roman 
guard, the scene being viewed. through the 
glass in the case. Upon opening the case the 
imitation stones would roll away from the 
mouth of the’miniature sepulcher, the guard 
kneel, angels appear at 0 site sides of the 
opening, and at this time*the music would 
begin to play, in soft, sweet strains, the 
Easter songs so well known to all Russians. 
The watch only weighed seven ounces. The 
maker of this wonderful piece of mechanism 
is said to have worked upon it almost unin- 
terruptedly for a period of nine years.—Tit-

VAUDEVILLE OF LAW 


Weird Justice Rendered by 
New Mexico Magistrates. 


MURDER BRENGS A FINE. 


Marriage. Ceremony Made Bind- 
ing Under a Time Limit. 


KINDNESS TO A POOR BOY. 


He Could Not Win His Case, So It 
Was Presented to Him. 


QUEER BREACH OF PROMISE SUIT, 


LBUQUERQUE, N. M., Dec. 3.—Among 
the wild, weird, and wonderful things 
to bé found in theMouthwest are the 
decisions some es made by Mex- 
ican justices of the peace. Most of 

the justices in this Territory are Mexicans. 
A few of them are men of sufficient intelli- 


} gence and education to know something 


about the first principles of law, but most 
of them are very meagerly equipped. 

One such administrator of the law holding 
office in northern New Mexico decided that 
it was his duty to try a man who had been 
charged with murder. Accordingly. he !m- 
paneled a jury of six persons and tried the 
case. The jury found the man guilty and the 
justice at once ordered the prisoner to stand 
up for sentence. He delivered a long lecture 
to the murderer upon the heinousness of his 
crime and warned him never to appear in 
his court again upon such a charge. Then 
‘he impressively pronounced senience—$5 
and costs—and dismissed the court. his face 
beaming with pride and satisfaction over his 
‘oratorical effort. 

Before another Mexican justice of the 
peace who dispensed his ideas of law in 
southern New Mexico there came a Mexican 
man and maid to be tied in wedlock. The 
judge looked them over critically; and ap- 
parently had doubts about the compatibility 
of their tempers, for he put a time limit upon 
the combination, and as he pronownced the 
words that made them man and wife he add- 
ed with emphasis, ‘“‘for the space of two 
years only.”” As they went away he told 
them if they were d'ssatisfied with their 
venture before that time to come back and 
he would divorce them for the same fee. 


Five Dollars Fine or Death. 


Still another, who won his fame in Texas, 
tried a man for some petty offense, found 
him guilty, and fined him $5 and costs. But 
this was too much for the prisoner at the 
bar, who declared that he could not pay the 
fine; that he had not so much money in the 
world. The justice looked him over w.th 
fine, large Texan contempt for any one 5&0 
ornery, shrugged his shoulders, and turned 
to the Marshal with the nonchalant 
ternative: 

“Very well. Then take him out on the 
mesa and shoot him.”’ 

One venerable disciple of the law, who for 
a long time has balanced the scales of 
justice in the Town of Las Cruces, is famous 
through all that region for h's remarkable 
decisions. Before him a Mexican boy, 
through his father, sued an American 
rancher for $00, which he claimed as the 
wages due for three months’ work. Be- 
tween a Mexican and an American, any 
Mexican justice can always see that the 
right is plainly on the side of the suitor of 
his own nationality, and no matter what 
the evidénce, he can usually find some way 
of making his decision express his ,syin- 
pathy. In this case the deiendant proved 
that the boy had been hired to do chores 
for his board and that it had been expressly 
stipulated that he was nof*to receive money 
payment. The justice considered the case 
with frowning brows and laboring brains 
for some time. Then he ‘arnounced that 
the plaintiff had failed to prove his case. 

** But,”” he added, ‘‘ the boy is a poor boy 
and it would be a shaime if he lid not get 
something out of this suit. He is entitled to 
something, and I hereby award him the de- 
fendant’s black mare that is tied in front of 
the door.”’ ° 


Breach of Promise Suit. 

This same justice had to decide a unique 
breach of promise suit. Among the Mexi- 
cans it is the universal custom for the bride- 
groom to defray all the expenses of the 
wedding. He must furnish the bride’s trous- 
seau and all the housekeeping equipment, 
and he must pay for the wedding feast and 
all the native wine that the guests can drink. 
He may be so poor that he will have to live 
with his wife’s parents afterward, but he 
must not think of matrimony until he has 
money enough to pay for the whole affair, 
from the first article in his bride’s trousseau 
to the photograph in their wedding gar- 
ments, which they invariably have taken 
after the feast is over. A Mexican bride- 
groom would no more expect his bride to 
pay for her wedding clothes than.an Amer- 
ican lover would éxpect his bride to pay fur 
the license. ¢ 

An elderly Mexican in the. Town of Las 
Cruces, whose heart was as warni as his 
head was white, had gained the promise of 
a pretty young sefiorita and together they 
went to the store to buy her trousseau. From 
under her long black lashes she flashed her 
black eyes at him with such effect that ho 
opened wide his purse and bought her all 
the pretty clothes she wanted. And the 
sefiorita took advantage of the occasion to 
want pretty much everything she saw. As 
goon as she had got the pretty things safely 
stowed away at home she jilted her elderly 
lover and would not even allow him to comé 
*to her house. While clad in the dresses he 
had paid for she would sail past him in the 
street with her head in the air and give him 
not the least notice. That was too much 
for a hot-hearted but cool-headed lover to 
stand, and he brought suit for breach of 
promise, asking damages to the amount 
of the value of the trousseau. It came out 
on the trial that the elderly lover had bor- 
rowed the money with which he had bought 
the wedding finery. Then the justice de- 
cided in the girl’s favor on the ground that 
the things didn’t belong to the man because 
they had not been bought with his own 
money. : 

Many of these Mexican justices cannot 
speak English. But that is not so much of 
a disqualification as it might appear, for 
the Territorial law commands all court pro- 
ceedings to be carried on in both English and 
Spanish. Every New Mexican court has 
its official interpreter, and every word 
epoken in either language by Judge, taw- 
yers, or witnesses is translated aloud into 
the other tongue.—New York Sun.

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# black ink represented evil, a splotch of 
iton the map of the City of Chicago with- 
-{n the limits of the river on the east, 
Wood street on the west, Harrison street 
on the north, and Sixteenth street on the 
south, would cover, perhaps, one of the 
* toughest ” criminal districts in the world. 
This district is more familiarly known as 
the Maxwell Street Police Precinct. It 
has been the breeding ground for the 
criminal classes of Chicago. Its graduates 
have gone out into the world and gathered 
fame and punishment in a dozen different 
climes. Those who have made a study of 
the Whitechapel’ district in London de- 
clare that in brutality of crime the latter 
place can in no wise be compared with 
Chicago’s notorious district. It is a safe 
assertion to say that more genuine criminals 
have been born and brought up ir the Max- 
well street district than in any other similar 


community in the United States. 


And yet to say that the Maxwell street 
district is all evil would be doing a strong 
injustice to many good and law-abiding 
citizens who reside in that locality. The 
Maxwell district is not all evil. In one 
sense the residents there are peculiar. A 
holdup, a murder, harrowing in its fright- 
ful details, some bizarre crime, which might 
almost outfage human conception—these 
the residents of the district have long been 
accustomed to regard. with equanimity. But 
there are some forms of small vice which 
the people there will not tolerate.” No such 
seenes as are witnessed nightly on the levee, 
in which hundreds of women take their 
parts, are ever seen in the Maxwell district. 
lt is there that the criminalslive. Theydo | 
not bring -vices of this kind to the doors of 
their homes. 


Three Women Murdered. 

Only recently the attention of the city 
and the surrounding country has been 
called to the Merry tragedy, in which a 
woman was brutally slain. Swiftly tol- 
lowing it came two other women murders. 
All three were almost inhuman in their ex- 
ecution. There seems to have been no 
redeeming features in the crimes. A crim- 
inologist would say that they were the 
crimes of degenerates who had almost 
reached the last round of the ladder in the 
downward march. 

The murder of women is 2 comparatively 
new departure in Mexwell street crime. 


Policemen of the district who have made 


a life work of struggling with the lawless 
classes of the locality give a sharp and in- 
cisive explanation for this class of criuie. 


- They describe it by. the word “can.” The y

The preference of the criminal classes for 
the Twenty-first Precinct as a place of resi- 
dence is in no wise a reflection on the polic- 
ing of the territory. In point of numbers 
the precinct command fs the largest in the 
city, the payroll carrying 146 names. Asto 
quality the officers and plain clothes 
and uniformed men are, speaking generally, 
conceded to answer to Captain Wheeler’s 
often repeated requirement, “*‘ Give me gun 
men.” fe het ter dae 

The police of other, sections of the city 
have to deal with only a small proportion 
of the men who furnish the Maxwell peace 
guardians with their staple employment, 


Bravery of Police Officers. 

A recent instance will illustrate this. De- 
tective Hanley was praised to the point of 
embarrassment for exploring the dark un- 
derground-passageways formed by low 
plank sidewalks around Nicholas Red- 
mond’'s livery stable a few days ago, when 
a deadly encounter with two desperate 
criminals was ip,ppospect. Hanley earned 
the admiration his conduct elicitcd, but the 
incident provoked hardly psssing comment 
in the squadroom, because any one of the 


policemén in the precinct is likely to be 
called upon to perform equally dangerous 
duties at any time. It was believed that 
Christopher Merry and James Smith were 
hiding in these recesses. Carrying his re- 
volver in his right hand and a bull’s-eye lan- 
tern in his left, expecting every moinent to 
be his last, Hanley went bravely about his 
task, taking no thought of the harm that 
might come to himself. Such experiences 
ag these are matters of everyday occur- 
rence to Maxwell street policemen. 

Crime and every other form of degrada- 


*\ 


oy 


tion go hand and hand ip the Maxwell street 
district. The streets which figured most 
prominently upon the sanitary reports last 
year also. secure frequent. mention in the 
police reports. The worst places as to san- 
itary conditions are tenanted by Greek. and 
Italian fruit peddlers, who sleep as many 
as ten or a dozen in a small room, making 
their beds upon potato sacks. The air is 
redolent with the odor of ripening bananas. 
But all through this district houses can 
be found four, five, and seven fect below 
grade. 

Once ubon a time a wooden pavement was 
laid upon these streets. That part which 
has not been carried away and burned has 
in most instances been trodden under foot 
or is sodden with the filth of years. The 
lower rooms of the houses,. banked up 
against the damp walls of the streets, are 
reeking with moisture many months of the 
year. The plaster, where any remains on 
the walls, is discolored and covered with 
a thick coat of dirt.. In such houses one 
may find a dozen families, many of whom 
eat, sleep, and work in a single room. 


Deadens the Better Instincts. 

One need not descant upon the fact that 
the higher instincts vannot be cultivated 
under such conditions. One cannot be sur- 
prised that boys grew up to prefer a “ can 
rushing ” gang to the society of sisters, and 
that the girls too often seek amusement in 
the saloon or the low dartce hall. 

The streets of this -seetion at night do 
not disclose any particularly unusual fea- 
tures, except when the police are makin 
a descent or attemptiug to capture the mem- 
bers of some gang suspected of crime. 
Then there may be a startling duel in which 
men may be killed. There are many more 
lively portions of the city than this dis 
trict. A person avalking through the lo- 
cality might observe that he wasina neigh- 
borhood of poverty, but there might be little 
to indicate that he was in the midst of a sec- 
tion where some of the most desperate 
criminals in the world have been born and 
reared. In summer the intolerable heat 
drives the dwellers in overcrowded tene- 
ments into the streets, and one may see 
thousands of men, women, and children 
lying pellmell among garbage boxes, in the 
gutter, and on the sidewalk. This is the 
season of “ean rushing” par excellence, 
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AS WITH JHE POLICE 4 


and the police reports are full of evidences 
of that fact. Misdemeanors and small of- 
fenses abound, while the graver crimes are 
Wistributed through the winter, when the 
criminal’s necessities urge him to deeds of 
violence. . 

There is a feature of life in the district 
which one cannot help observing. It is pe- 
culiarfly a night scene. Perhaps‘a half 
dozen times in the same evening one may 
see a group of children on the sidewalks 
playing “ holdup.” . They will accost a 
passing pedestrian and perhaps demand the 
tinie of night. ; 

."* Mister, can you tell me what time it is? 
{ left my watch in my other coat.” 

“ And I left mine on the piano,” a second 
will say. 

“T think mine is on the washboard,” an- 
other will chime in. 

The majority of the people are not crim- 
inals, and they bitterly oppoge the deeds of 
the men who claim this district as their 
home. This opposition is deep, and the 
police say it is having its result. Old and 
experienced officers say there is a day of re- 
demption coming for the district, and while 
it may be bad now it is not as bad asit was 
a few years ago. 


Early Days of Peace. 

A peculiar thing about the district is that 
the people there up to 1860 never even had 
locks on their doors, so absolute was the 
respect for property and life. The district 
at that time had been settled by a good 
class of Irish, German, and Bohemian im- 
migrants. They were a. hardworking 
people, filled with a due sense of responsibili- 
ty and of the new conditions of life. They 
came to the United States to make a liv- 
ing, to make it honestly, and they had no 
time to think of dishonest methods. 

It was after the war that the district began 
to take onits unsavory hueof¢rime. Many 
of the young men had gone into the army and 
had learned all the divers tricks which 
come when a large number of Men, some of 
them principled and others unprincipled, 
come together. After the war these young 
men returned home and then began the 
days of riotous life in this district. Money 
was plenty, saloons started up as if by 
magic, and desperate crime began to rule in 
the locality. It has never stopped since 
that time. The crime may change in its 
form, but it is still the violent character 
which distinguishes this section from any 
other part of the city. 

The rapid growth of the city brought 
thousands of strangers to Chicago, and 
many of these settled in the southwestern 
portion of the city. They intermingled with 
the people already there. The new arrivals 
did not possess the civic virtues of the 
original settlers. Respect for the law rapid- 
ly declined and murder flourished even be- 
fore robbery. Wher the robbers’ era ar- 
rived there were hundreds of young men 
in the district anxious to make criminal 
history for the City of Chicago... They not 
only wanted to steal, but they were de- 
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ITHIN half a dozen days that 
never-failing source of local wor- 
ries and speculation—the Chicago 
River—has takcn on a new and 

unwonted dignity, and today it glories in 
the twin possibilities of becoming an im- 
posing boulevard and a sparkling watcr- 
way of limpid purity. Very likely it will 
not evolve into both of these destinies, but 
certain enthusiasts believe it has a fair 
choice between them. Charles T. Yerkes 
is the present day proponent of the boule- 
yard idea and Angus 8S. Hibbard, General 
Manager of the: Chicago Telephone com- 
pany, stands sponsor for the clear, blue 
water notion. 

Of course there are*utilitarians who rise 
in their places and scoff at these ideas of 
the telephone and street car idealists, and 
Captain J. S. Dunham, President of the 
River Improvement association, persists 
that the sluggish stream was made for tug- 
boats and not for ornamentation. 

Then, in the midst of the excited dis- 
cussion over the future of the noisome 
stream, Mayor Harrison makes a point of 
order in this significant fashion, 

“I hope, when we get the boulevard. 
that Mr. Yerkes won’t waeat to run a 


trolley line on it.” 
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the scheme sprung forty-eight hours later 
by Mr. Hibbard. 

Meantime old-timers are recalling that 
the suggestion of building a boulevard over 
the entire length of both branches of the 
river follows the usual order of “ nothing 
new under the sun.” Out of a scrap book 
of a man now dead appears a modification 
of the same idea that has been advanced 
within the week. That earlier dreamer 
was C. D. Mosher, the old-time photogra- 
pher. The published plan of Mr. Mosher 
is reprinted further on in this review. 


Yerkes’ Plan Detailed. 


The members of the River Improvement 
association who heard Mr. Yerkes’ recital 
were charmed by its beauties. No one had 
ever accused him of peddling visions or 
dealing in idealism, und when he an- 
nounced that the plan to lower the tunnels 
from a minimum depth of fifteen feet to 
a clear depth of twenty-six feet was not 
feasible, his auditors were not particular- 
ly surprised. But when, in answer toa 
question put by former Congressman 
George E. Adams, he went further and ex- 
plained what his plans were, the associa- 
tion members present were lulled into for-

Most Notorious Criminals. 

Among the men who have left their names 
and deeds upon the police records of Chica- 
go are “ Butch” Lyons and “ Buff” Hig- 
gins, both of them executed on the gallows 
within the last few yearsin Chicago.

It was Mr. Yerkes, iadeed, who broached 
the first of the new schemes and stimulated 
the imagination of the citizens as it has not 
been stirred since the drainage canal’s gi- 
gantic plans loomed into view. Pedple had 
been crossing the river twice a day, in sea- 
son and out, and had left all thoughts of 
poetry and magic out of their dealings with 
its smells and murky front. There was an 
impression that the River Improvement as- 
sociation would secure some federal action 
this winter, and more than one Congress- 
man had been elected with thut.as a pri- 
mary aim.

“TI will now explain what I would do with 
the river,” said Mr. Yerkes, “ I would build 
a culvert large enough to take the water of 
the river from the mouth to the end of the 
two branches; I would then cover the river 
to the extent of 150 feet, making a grand 
boulevard extending from the lake to the 
utmost ends of the North and South 
Branches. The river is about 250 feet 
wide; thus there would be left fifty feet on 
each side of this boulevard that I would 
throw into the lands abutting on it.” 


Interest in the City. | 

In the foregoing quotation Mr. Yerke@ 
embodies the essence of his plan. He did 
not take time in his speech before the river 
improvement people to plot out its workings 
in detail, but he did go further and declare 
he was personally interested in the proper 
development of the city, and felt he had 
struck on a scheme whereby within twenty 
years the grandest boulevard in the world 
would become Chicago’s possession. He 
did not explain where all the gloomy com- 
mercial houses that now line the river's 
banks would be moved to, nor where the 
great grain elevators could be taken, but 
he pointed out in general that the natural 
magnetic power of a boulevard would bring 
to it the accessory beauties needed for its 
fruition. Further, he suggested that the.

When he had reached this point in his, 
} prose poem Mr. Yerkes was confronted®  — 


;°with an objection from Captain Dunham, 


who complained that an outer harbor would 
be too costly, and, no matter how beauti- 


for the necessary teaming to and from the 
docks through the congested down-towm 
streets. But the objection which the tug 

man urged then, and has since dwelt upon, 

furnished no trouble. Said Mr. Yerkes: . 
“Chicago has been a sort of a makeshift 

place where anything would do for the 
present, and has trusted to the future for 
something to turn up to improve conditions.

Lake-Front Park Nonsense. ’ 
It was at this point that Mr. Yerkes aban- 
doned for a moment his esthetic ideals in 
declaring that the disposition to preserve 
the lake front as a public pleasure ground 
was nonsense; that all the cash put in sod- 
ding, in planting trees, in building statuary, 
and in filling the basin was money foolishly. 
expended. It seemed to be his idea to 
transpose existing conditions and to make 
the lake front a hive of industry and the 
river's length and breadth a vision of 
beauty. : 

Toward the conclusion of his interview: 
with the River Improvement committee 
the street car man made a few points 
against the plan of lowering the tunnels to 
accommodate the monster vessels built for 
modern lake traffic. He explained that to 
lower the passages would require a: block- 
ade of many months, untold inconvenience 
to residents of the North’ and West Sides, 
and immense expense in the necessity of 
buying up longer. approaches in La Salle, 
‘Washington, and Yan Buren streets. When 
it was su d that the company could 
make steeper approaches Mr. Yerkes’ re- 
piied that the tracks could not be made 
steeper without danger of runaways. 

Then he went on to say, in effect, that the 
city had reached a point where it must 
take the bull by the horns and solve the 
problems, evéo if the solution seemed revo- 
lutionary of existing conditions. Having 
said so much he bowed himself out, leay- 
ing the River committee in a condition of 
some amazement, yet no more enlightened 
on the street railway company’s purposes 
than before the conference began.

take up. the working details, and so the 
matter is left, as far as he is concerned in 
it, dn intangible scheme. Mayor Harri- 
son had little to say about the plan, but he 
thought it would necessitate too many 
changes in all business connected with the 
lake‘ carrying trade to be practicable. 

One objection urged by Samuel Arting- 
stall, former City Engineer, was that the 
Yerkes plan would necessitate changes in 
facilities of nearly every 


railroad entering Chicago. 


Outline of Hibbard’s Plan. 

; Mr. A. S. Hibbard’s plan differs radically 
from that suggested by Mr. Yerkes so far 
as it treats of the river. The street railway 
President would build a conduit in the bed 
of the stream and then fill it to the level of 
the banks. On this made land he would 
build the grandest boulevard in the®world, 
but the telephone manager would use the 
river for a line of trolley boats. 

In regard to the outer harbor the two ex- 
perts are practically agreed. But Mr. Hib- 
bard’s river scheme is calculated to meet 
fhe objections raised by Captain J. 8. Dun- 
ham, the veteran frerh water tar, to the 
suggestion made by Mr. Yerkes. Captain 
Dunham declares tha‘ with all the wharves 
for’the city on the lake front it would be im- 
possible to make the transfers of grain, salt, 
coal, and merchandise from the outer har- 
bor to the railroads and business houses on 
account of the contracted street area down- 
town forteaming. Mr. Hibbard proposes to 
use his trolley boats as lighters. On their 
spacious decks and ito their large holds 
would be unloaded the cargoes of the craft 
that come to Chicago. With the viver:still 
open these goods could be delivereu whére 
consigned without the use of teams. 


Four Lines of Trolleys. 


To go a little more into detail Mr. Hibbard 
would have these proposed trolley boats 
built shallow, long, and wide. This would 
facilitate quick loading and unloading, and 
would allow the craft to pass under low per- 
manent bridges, which would span the river. 
Mr. Hibbard thinks four lines of such boats 
could be accommodated in the stream. The 
power to propel them could be secu red from 
the current at Lockport or from electric sta- 
tions in Chicago. 

The trolley carriers could be used also by 
merchants for intramural transportation, 
‘and when the drainage canal is finished and 
pure lake water flows through the river 
channel trolley parties and regular passen- 
ger service by water would be desirable. To 
give one a‘ view of the river business of the 
¢ity it would be necessary only to take a 
ride on one of the Hibbard line trolleys, and

Favors a Lake Front Park. 


This intimates that Mr. Hibbard’s idea 
does not conflict with the projected down- 
town park. He says he would do nothing 
tc hurt so desirable an enterprise as park 
building. 
achievement of man over nature if the time 


'. should come when one could stand amid the 


beauty of a Lake Front paradise and, look- 
ing- out over the blue waiters, behold a ca- 
pacious harbor thick with the masts of suil- 


. ing craft and the funnels of the great Steam 


earriers. The object lesson to the world 
that Chicago, in the midst of its commercial 
prosperity, had not forgotten the gentler 
art of loveliness, Mr. Hibbard.considers one 
of vast importance. 

-But turning to the practical side of the 
question, Mr. Hibbard declares that his sug- 
gestion is perfectly feasible. Any electrical

ment that trolley lightering is practical and 
é€conomical. 


Lightering in Other Cities. 


As for the question of lightering cargoes, 
Mr. Hibbard refers to the example of New

road interests. There should be no obstruc- 
tions like bridges over the canal—everything.

“utes to the mile) over the present railroad 


beds, which would bea great saving of time 
to the railroad companies as well as the pub- 
lic, and there would be no obstructions to 
street travel. 

“With this accompl‘ched our present river 
could be dried up and the bed of it cleaned 
out. This river bed could be arched over, 
the roof supported by brick and stone col- 
umns, with foundations so firm that streets 
and business blocks m'ght be built upon the 
roof witn plenty of air spaces for ventila- 
tion. 


Railroads in the River Bed. 

“The railroads could run into the city upon 
the river bed. The railroads thén could 
build the world’s great passenger depot at 
the mouth of the river, where before the 
next generation is past will be the landing 
place of the ocean steamers. 

“The way to accomplish and pay for all 
this improvement is to get a charter before 
the Legislature adjourns and form a stock 
company at once among our enterprising 
business-men with enough capital to carry 
forward the work, sell the lots along the 
canal only to actual occupants, and the 
franchise along the canal and the river bed 
to the railroad companies, and sell the lots 
over the present river bed for business 
blocks and the streets of the city, which 
would pay the whole expense and leave a 
handsome income for the stockholders, thus 
accomplishing the grandest stroke of inter- 
nal improvement in a city the world ever has 
seen. 

Would Solve Sewage Problem. 

* This improvement would solve the great 
sewerage problem. As the greater part of 
our sewage now empties into the river, it 
would add but-_little expense to have all 
the sewers discharge into a large tunnel, 
made in the bed of the river, after the wa- 
ter is drawn off, and have this canal re- 
ceive all the sewage of our city, and dis- 
charge it at a distaice into air-tight plat- 
form cars, to be run out through an inclined 
tunnel. As the sewage and filth would dis- 
charge themselves into vats upon platform 
cars there would be but little expense. It 
could be drawn out to some unoccupied 
piece of land, unloaded by steam power 
into large purifying vats, deodorized with 
lime, dried, and packed into bales, and sold 
to the farmers and gardeners for enough 
to pay a good part of the expense. 

“These are the great needed improve- 
ments today, and by not having them Chi- 
cago cannot fulfill her manifest destiny, and 
by having them millions of dollars will be 
attracted here that otherwise would not 
come, and our population and real estate 
values will be doubled in the next twenty 
years.’’

IS THE LIQUOR STILL GOOD? 


If So,the Discoverers Have a Fortune 
in Their Hands, 


FINDER TELLS 


ALL ABOUT IT.

OLT, Mo., Dec. 4.—Confirmed topers 
who in their drunken dreams delight 
to wander through an elysium where 
whisky fiowsas freely as water in the 
streets of Venice should come to this 
spot to sleep. We have something that Jules 
Verne in his wildest flights of imagination 
fell short of—a whisky mine, concealed in 
the heart of a Missouri River steamboat 
buried deep, not in water, but in the earth 
on a Missouri farm. And such whisky! 
Older than most living men, ripening and 
mellowing in the bowels of the earth for 
over half a century, it is likely to be liquor 
such as no one has ever tasted yet, and is 
certain to be of priceless value. 

The story of the settling of the steamer in 
its present location is almost as interesting 
as the whisky that it has carried concealed 
beneath the surface of the earth for so many 
years. ‘, 

In 1848 the steamboat Arabia loaded at Bt. 
Louis with 185 barrels of whisky, a large 
quantity of queensware and general mer- 
chandise, and started on its usual trip for 
Omaha ahd Sioux City. It got no farther 
towards its destination than Parksville, 
Mo.. where it struck a snag of some kind, 
and its thirty or forty passengers had all 
they could do to scramble to safety before 
the steamer sank. The women and children 
were saved by the prompt lowering of the 
boats, and. the men had to swim ashore as 
best they could. 

Missouri Changes Its Course. 

Thereafter the Missouri River began to 
play tag with its course, shifting and turning 
and forcing new chAnnels, until the spot 
where the whisky laden boat went down was 
left high anddry. The lost steamer was first 
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Frances E. Willard’s severe though classic 
features are to be preserved for the benefit 
of generations yet unborn. An excellent 
bust of the President of the W. C. T. U. has 
been about completed by Lorado Taft, the 
Chicago sculptor, and is destined to adorn 
the haWs of the Northwestern Female Col- 
lege at Evanston, which thus honors the 
farmer dean of its faculty.

Lady Henry Somerset, with whom Miss 
Willard was then staying in England, urged 
the employment of some celebrated Euro- 
pean sculptor, but Miss Willard, ever true 
to her native country, insisted that Amer- 
ican art was good enough for her. She, 
therefore, decided ghat she would sit to 
an American artist, preferably a Chi- 
cagoan. Finally Mr. Taft was selected and 
about two months ago the sittings com- 
menced. Miss Willard and Mr. Shaffer over- 
ruled the sculptor, who desired to idealize 
the work. They peremptorily decided that 
the portrait must be a faithful representa- 
tion of the Miss Willard of today and not 
of 1876, when she left the Northwestern 
College. 


furnished the sculptor, and these, aided by | 


the sittings of Miss Willard, enabled him 
to produce an admirable work that is sat- 
isfactory to Miss Willard and to Mr. Shaffer. 
During the posing Miss Willard held re- 
ceptions in Mr. Taft's studio. She wrote 
letters, ate lunch, and transacted business, 
for she said that she had not a moment of 
her waking hours that she could spare for so 
frivolous a matter as sitting for-her bust. 

The work has not yet been completed. 
The head is done and the hair almost as 
it will be left. But the neck and shoulders 
are still uncompleted. A fichu of lace will 
be represented as thrown over the shoul- 
ders and gathered close up -under the chin. 

Miss Willard without her glasses is not 
Miss Willard at all, for everybody is ac- 
customed to her portraits with these helps 
to sight firmly fixed on her nose. Miss 
Willard puts her glasses on in the morning 
and never takes them off until she retires 
at night. Her friends say that she fre- 
quently forgets to remove them even at 
night. Mr. Shaffer preferred that the rims 
of the glasses be indicated, but this-has 
never successfully been attempted. by a 
sculptor. 

The bust will soon be compjeted and cast 
in bronze. Then it will be sét up in the 
Northwestern. The new bust is entirely 
unlike that of Miss Willard now standing in

lighters than on docks. And the lighter 
plan takes care of the tug boats that now 
find business in the river. They would be 
used to tow the trolley boats to and from 
the lake going craft and the electric wires. 
Mr. Hibbard would fill up the tunnels. 
The idea of removing the barriers to an 
expansion of down-town business, as made 
by the river and its branches, would be 
earried out by the construction of the per- 
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Manent bridges. These, Mr. Hibbard 
thinks, would make as good connection 
among the three sides of the city as land 


- Boulevards, for the delays now are caused 


by being bridged. Elevated railway travel, 


for the same reason, would become quicker 


and more pleasant, and there would be a 
Vast boom for a large part of dock prop- 
erty now comparatively little used. 


- Hibbard’s Plan in a Nutshell. 


In sumpiarizing his suggestion Mr. Hibbard 
Bays: .- 

“The trolley lighter scheme is perfectly 
feasible, An outside harbor will be a press- 
ing necessity at a not far distant day. The 
river cannot be made wide enough, deep 
enough, or long enough to handle our water 
commerce very many years longer. An 
Outer harbor would meet the growth of 
centuries, and be an enhancing feature of 
Lake Front Park. Swing-bridges would 
disappear, and with them the ancient tun- 
nels and the present smoke, grime, and 
noise. The Chicago River would become 
tenfold more’ valuable and immeasurably 
more bedutiful. Is it a dream? Just sit 
down at your leisure and see how clearly 
it figures out to a logical and attractive con- 
ciusion.”’ 


Yerkes’ Plan Resembles Mosher’s. 

But suggestions for changes in natural 
Chicago looking to a phenomenal growth 
haye been made by men without number for 
the last twenty years. Among these was 
C. D. Mosher, the old-time photographer, 
who died a short time ago.

age is therefore 125 years, 2 months, and 
18 days. 

At his birth Uncle Andy, as he is familiarly 
called, became the siave of Jeremiah Berry. 
His master took great pride in the lad and 
taught him how to read and write. When 
he reached the age of 20 years he secretly 
married a young woman on an adjoining 
plantation. When his master heard of it 
he called up Andrew and, after giving him 
a lecture, had him severely whipped.

and his wife were sold to a negro trader 
from the South, who sold them to General 
Pillow. 

At the beginning of the civil war, during 
the construction of Fort Pillow, named 
after the gallant officer, Johnson was given 
charge of 1,000 negroes in building the fort. 
He was the practical¥overseer, and worked 
under instructions from the General. He 
was made a commissary, and at the end of 
the war settled with his wife in St. Clair 
County, Ill. He lived for many years at 
Horseshoe Bend, and finally moved to Brook- 
lyn. e 

Johnson boasts that he has never before 
needed the services of a physician. He has 
gone blind three times. The first time was 
when he was about 70 yedrs old. He was 
-blind for a little over.a week. The second 
time was about thirty years ago, and the 
third time was only two years ago. He was 
blind then for about a month. Each time 


he has never had o¢casion to wear specta- 
cles. He read the daily papers up to within 
a few months ago, when his sight again 
grew dim. He is a remarkably well pre- 
served man, stands five feet ten inches in 
his stocking feet, and weighs 132 pounds. 
He is very deaf, but when spoken to gives 


an intelligent and quick answer. 


his sight returned better than before, and. 


discovered in 1879, when its smokestack and 
pilot’s cabin were seen protruding from the 
sand half a mile west of the channel on the 
Kansas side.

Corporation Conducts the Search. 


Last January I began to think there wasa 
possibility of discovering the lost steamer 
by a systematic search with a few practical 
men to help me, and a few of us got together 
and formed a company, consisting of myself, 
Gale Henson, T. J, Reece, and J. D. Hender- 
son.. We procured a léase of five years on 


} Several hundred acres @f land around the 


spot where it was thought the lost steamer 
lay, and began prospecting in earnest. We 
continued the search long and patiently, and 
it is now shown that we were so near to the 
treasure in many of our soundings that we 
almost scraped the rusty sides of the steam- 
er with our drill points but did not actually 
teuch the spot. 

Our method was to drive iron rods down 
twenty-five or thirty feet and if we struck 
nothing but soft earth to pull them up and 
strike again. We had driven over nearly 160 
acres of land, and were losing heart, when 
suddenly the drill struck something hard 
and metallic. We pulled it up and tried 
again a few feet to the right, with the same 
result; then a few feet to the left, metal 
again. A third driving showed the same re- 
sult. Then we knew we had struck our 
sunken whisky mine. '

quarry would slip away from thém with 
ease.” A lookout would be postdd to warn the 
desperadoes of the approach of suspected 
Persons and in-a moment the crowd would 
Scatter, crawling out beneath the sidewalk, 
running through other houses, and disap- 
pearing ovér back fences. 

The police have no knowledge how many 
such devious byways there are in the Max- 
Well district. In one caseghey found more 
than one block had been so connected, the 
separating walls of earth having been tun- 
neled by the thieves. 

The sHenry street gang: have always en- 
joyed another facility for escaping from the 
police. The block formed by Henry, Fif- 
teenth, Canal, and Jefferson streets has one 
of the most curious blind alleys in Chicago. 
It forms almost a letter “S$” diagonally 
across the block, and all kinds of back gates 
and back doors lead into and from it. 


Why Boys Are Bad. 


An old-time policeman, endeavoring to ex- 
plain how it was that so many young boys 
of the district grow up wayward, said: 

“‘ Rushing the can is responsible for a good 
deal of the crime. That is a thing which 
has come within the last twelve years. It is 
ruining hundreds of boys, and, in my opin- 
lon, is one of the great breeders of crime. 
Twelve years ago or so a man by the name 
of Paxton inaugurated a campaign against 
saloons selling liquors to minors. It had 
been the practice for the poor people to send 
their children out to buy beer for family use. 
When the children ‘found that they were 


: 
having some trouble in getting the liquor the 


usual spirit of mischief entered into them, 
and to that can be traced the downfall of 
many a boy who might otherwise have grown 
to be a good man. The children were un- 
able to get the beer in the old way by simply 
applying for it, but were told by the saloon- 
keeper that they must get an order from 
their parents. This led to the forging of let- 


ment of decency about them. 
tried to keep up a fair personal appeararice. 
They generally wore clean collars ard cuffs, 
and would talk decently to policemen unless 
they were being interfered with in their 
work. It is a long distance, however, from 
the Mortell gang to such criminals as Merry, 
Jimmie Smith, and Thomas Hickey, who 
are implicated in the killing of the Merry 
woman. This last trio of murderers pos- 
sesses none of the boldness of spirit and de- 
flance of authority which animated the high- 
wayman and footpad of ten years ago. 
Merry and his crowd are nothing more than 
specimens of ‘the ‘final development of can- 
rushing. They-are alley ruffians. They 
lived in hovels “and possessed little more 
manhood than was necessary to beat women. 

“The old gang*thought nothing of engag- 
ing in a street ‘ stick-up,’ where a gun fight 
might come off at a-monient’s notice. Such 
men as Merry and his crowd never went any 
further in theft than 4o.rob some house 
where the women folks had gone down-town 
and left the place desertéd.”” ~ 

Perhaps no feature of the atrocious mur- 
der of Mrs. Merry was .read with greater in- 
terest or created more surprise than the de- 
velopment of the fact that the potato ped- 
dlers, or a great majority of them, are or- 
ganized inte a:-burglary and sneak-thief 
gang. Captain. John Wheeler gave it as his 
opinion that 95 per cent of the potato ped- 
dlers are addicted to some form of dishon- 
esty. 


Potato Peddlers and Crime. 


“Why is it that potato peddlers are such | 


notorious thieves and the vegetable and 
fruit. peddlers are comparatively honest 
men? I do not know,” he said. ‘* But such 
is the fact, and every police officer in Chi- 
cago knows it. In this respect Chicago }s 
not unique. 

‘Potato peddlers have a bad name in 
every large city of which I know. It is an

Taciturn, 
gracetul, trained to a nicety, he may in- 
quire in perfect English the visitor’s name, 
announce it to his mistress in the drawing- 

. room, and then usher him into her pres- 
ence. 

In the dining-room an Indian butler may 
s00n see to the needs of his master’s friends; 
he may act as their valet in the dressing- 
room, and then, in the odd moments of the 
day, when-his services are rot needed eise- 
where, he may attend to the accounts of the 
household and see that no rapacious butcher 
or grocer fattens on carelessness in the de- 
partment of supplies. 

It is likely that at no late day a footman 
of the Orient, towering high above the 
coachman, may sit on thedox of a brough- 
am whifling down Micnigan avenue. That 
is, when: the lady of luxury and fashion 
goes shopping, and the footman is at tand 
to perform the functions of his place in 
Service. 

The substitution of the East Indian for 
the European or American in the service 
of the household is not an untried experi- 
ment. In Chicago, however, it is an abso- 
lute novelty, and in New York it is yet to 
undergo its first test. in London, however, 
in the houses of nobility and in the homes 
of fashion and luxury the Indian servant 
is already a common functionary. For 
Years he has been gradually growing in fa- 
vor until now he has become so common 

that his presence is no longer a matter of 
coinmment or notice. A decade ago there 
toda perhaps not ten in the British capital; 

‘Gay he is to be found in almost ev ery 
ery household.

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the experiment. It succeeded to her entire 

satisfaction, and thus came to the atten- 
tion of Americans. A Chicago woman of 
preminence is thoroughly imbued with the 
idea, and so the Mohammedan is likel, to 
become a part of the retinue of the fash- 
icnable homes of this city. 

Rut the Indian servant is sure to remain 
an article ofluxury. Abroad only a Duchess 
cr a millionaire’s wife can afford to Keep 
one, because the Moaammedans are cor- 
dially hated by the English servants. On 
account of their religion they have to be 
provided with fire, stove, food, and a table 
separate from the Christian servants. They 
are viewed with jealousy because they will 
perform more efficient servicé for the same 
wages, while their accomplishments are 
much more numerous. They are respectful 
to the point of homage, they never gossip, 
never quarrel, and dishonesty is almost un- 
known among them. Scrupulously neat and 
clean, they are available in ulmost every de- 
partment of the domestic establishment. 

A Chicago woman who has just returned 
from a summer in Engiand has had ample 
opportunity to.observe the work of the In- 
dian servant. At the house where she vis- 
ited a Mohammedan butler, waited on the 
table, manzeged the dinicg-room, valeted the

master of the house and his male guests, 
kept the accounts, poured the tea on recep- 
tion days, dexterously darned the table 
linen, and even decorated the menu cards 
in water colors. And then, most wondcrful 
of all, when the maid packed up and went 
away ina huff, this swarthy six-foot Pud- 
dhist did his mistress’ raven locks in a head- 
dress that was the envy of every one in her 
intimate circle. 

This is an unvarnished recital of the work 
of one Indian servant noticed in a single 
London household. It is reasonable to sup- 
pore that others in domestic service are 
eqyualiy good. And for all this attentiveness 
and skill and for the innovation that his pres- 
ence naturally brought about the English 
matron paid only the eum of $20 a month 
wages,.which, at best, commands the serv- 
ices of only an ordinary English butler. 

It is natural, in the interest of economy 
and good service, that the East Indian but- 
ler, will find a place soun in the American 
household. The wars below stairs have 
long been the most serréus problem that the 
mistress of a house has had to contend with. 
She has been obliged to put vp with a spirit 
vf independence which does not recognize 
rensonable restrictions, and has suffered 
un‘ler the thoughtless zossip and small talk 
that too frequentiy becomes an absolute 
nvisance. If she can place the direction 
of her housenold in competent hands at 
reasonable expense and feel an absolute 
trust that her confidence is not outraged, 
then a grave domestic problem has been 
solved. The solution is at han, and it is 
embodied in the person of the East Indian 
serving man. 

éiherefore let there Le ho surprises ‘f a 
turbaned head soon appears in the door- 
way of a fashionable Chicago home, or a 
white-mantied form mcves noiselessly be- 
fore the drawing-room door. If a swarthy 
Indian footman turns the handle of a 
brougham door at the carriage entrances 
of the fashionable shops let no one halt in 
surprise.

boys in this neighborhood to rushing the can. 
I have seen these. priests descend upon a 


crowd of boys who were whiling away their 


time in this way in analley and lecture them 
soundly. I have heard the priests insist that 
the boys must go to school. They would 
first reason, then cajole, and finally threaten. 


I am firmly convinced that if it were not for 
the control that these men exercise over 


their flocks many of the children would have 
developed into nothing more nor less than 
savages. They have learned to hate the law, 
and we can do nothing with them except send 
them to some reformatory. The church in- 
fluence is the only influence left of which 
many of them are still afraid. 

“To show the precocity of some of these 
youthful criminals it is only necessary to 
méntion the case of Vincent Shevlin of the 
famous ‘ Shevlin gang” of pickpockets and 
‘grafters,’ whose members were all born 
and raised in this district. Vincent Shevlin 
at the age of 9 years attempted to kill a po- 
liceman. Heanda crowd of youthful th‘eves 
were at work trying to pick pockets on a 
Blue Isiand avenue car and the policeman 
caught them in the act and attempted to ar- 
rest the Shevlin boy, who was in knicker- 
bockers. Vincent pulled a revolver and fired 
at the officer. Luckily the bullet struck 
the brass buckle of the belt, which saved 
the officer from death. The lad was ar- 
rested and taken to the station. The next 
morning ‘ old Mother Shevlin ’ appeared and 
ewore he was only 7 years old. 

Change in Criminal Class. 

*‘The Shevlins have since bought a home on 
the South Side, and Johnny Shevlin makes 
no pretense about the way-in which he got 
the money to buy it with. 

‘The difference between the criminal of 
ten years ago and the one today is marked. 
The old Mortell-McGrath gang was com- 
posed of gunfighters and men of most des- 
perate character. Yet there was some ele- 
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easy calling, and the criminally inclined 
seem to naturally drift into it. Of course 
custom has much to do with the problem. 
When compelled to leave one city and g0 to 
another the potato peddler comes recom- 
mended to the secret brotherhood. An out- 
fit is procured for him and he is enabled 
to ply his trade when honest men are walk- 
ing the streets. 

“ There are several easy ways in which the 
potato peddler may enter upon a career of 
crime, He drives along the street with a 
helper and finds another potato wagon 
arawn up to the sidewalk. He drives off the 
wagon, disposes of the,potatoes, and leaves 
the team standing in the street in some 
other part of town. The potato peddler has 
free entry tO every house by the back door, 
which is the one most often left open, If ne 
one is in sight he has an opportunity to help 
himself to silver or anything which he can 
easily put in his pocket.

THE SPECIAL SESSION. 

Governor Tanner has fixed on a much 
earlier date for the special session than 
was expected. But he has acted wisely. 
If he had put off his call for a week the Gen- 
eral Assembly would net have completed 
its labors by Christmas, and would have ad- 
journed over the holidays, thus making the 
special session rather an expensive affair. 
The members will not be paid a lump sum 
for their services, but will get $5 a day. 

It is a fact, as the Governor states, that 
several of the Republican members are ex- 
pecting federal appointments. They are 
willing to delay accepting positions which 
will disqualify them taking their seats in 
the General Assembly, but they do not want 
to wait too long. ‘Their patience might 
give out before January closed. ‘There are 
also members who will want to leave the 
State on business or pleasure after the 
holidays. An early session will accommo- 
date them. 

The Legislature ought to complete its 
work by Christmas. The apportionment 
question-can be disposed of in short order 
as soon as the Republicans agree on a bill. 
It should not take long for them to do that. 
They have the votes with which to pass a 
bill whenever they have decided on it. 

Nor is it likely that there will be much 
discussion concerning the assessment bill 
which will be introduced. There are few 
members of the General Assembly who are 
not aware of the correctness of Governor 
Tanner’s statement that— 

It is an absolute physical impossibility for the 
Assessors in the City of Chicago to make an in- 
telligent and just assessment In the time now 
allotted by law, and I included this subject in the 
call because I consider it a necessity that the 
present system be changed and improved, at 
least so far as Chicago is concerned. More time 
ought to be allowed for making the assessment 
and also for reviewing and correcting it when 
made. 

The bill which will be submitted should 
pass by a two-thirds vote, so that it may 
go into effect at once and the city be re- 
lieved from the curse of ‘Township As- 
sessors. 

The two appropriations mentioned in the 
call will not give rise to much debate. The 
primary elections bill was pretty well talked 
over at the regular session. The Police 


board measure, however, will be sure to ‘ 


provoke controversy. 

Nevertheless, if the Republican members 
will go to Springfield and stay there till 
they get through, working six days in the 
week, they will be able to adjourn sine die 
in time to eat their Christmas dinners’ at 
home. 


THE GERRYMANDER APPORTIONMENT. 

Last year McKinley carried twenty-three 
of the thirty-six. Senatorial districts which 
are outside of Cook County and Bryan c¢ar- 
ried thirteen. .The twenty-three districts 
which McKinley carried gave him 267,000 
votes and Bryan 180,000. McKinley had 
nearly 57 per cent of the vote cast, anda 
majority of 87,000. 

The average majority per district was a 
little over 3,800, but the actual majorities 
varied greatly. They may be classified as 
follows:

The districts which gave majorities of 
over 3,000 last year were meant by the 
Democrats who framed the apportionment 
to be “reliably Republican” under almost 
any circumstances. Those which gavso last 
year McKinley majorities of less than a 
thousand the Democrats expected to carry 
even if the Republicans were able to elect 
their State ticket by a decisive majority. 

As was stated, McKinley received 269,- 
000 votes.and had 87,000 majority in the 
twenty-three districts he carried. ‘The 
Bryan majority in the thirteen districts he 
carried was nearly 15,000, leaving a net 
majerity for McKinley outside of Cook 
County of 72,000. Suppose that in these 
outside districts McKinley's vote had been 
4 per cent smaller than it it was and Bryan 
had gained what McKinley lost. The lat- 
ter would have lost 15,500 votes and his 
majority would have shrunk to 41,000. 

With a majority of that size he would 
have carried under a fair apportionment a 
majority of the thirty-six districts. But 
he would not have done so. He would have 
lost six. So he would have carried only 
seventeen and Bryan nineteen. ‘That is the 
way the gerrymander would have worked. 

The General Assembly will meet in spe- 
cial session day after tomorrow to consider, 
among other questions, the amendment of 
the apportionment law under which the 
rights of the majority are held of so little 
account. For that reason the Democrats 
are determined to defeat reapportionmentéf 
they can. 

They assert that if their swindling meas- 
ure is changed they will carry the matter 
to the Supreme Court, and that it will set 
aside any act which may be passed. Yhat 
clamor should alarm no Republican. The 
Supreme Court will do nothing ofthe kind. 
That court has held that it does not have 
jurisdiction to interfere wiih an apportion- 
ment unless there is some open, palpable, 
unquestioned violation of the constitution— 
as if the Legislature were to make fifty-two 
districts instead of fifty-one. But the 
Legislature is not forbidden to make more 
than onc apportionment in a decade. 

The Supreme Court stated over three 
years ago, in replying to the complaints 
made of the gross inequalities of the ap- 
portionment act of 1893, that it could do 
nothmg, and that the remedy was to be 
found at the polls. That is. the people must 
elect a Governor and Legislature to niake 
a new, just apportionment. ‘The voters 
have done so. They expect their agents to 
do their duty and put an henest apportion- 
ment act on the statute books. 


BLEEDING THE WATER FUND. 

An examination of the water oflice books 
by an expert shows that during the two 
years ending April 30 last there was a re- 
duction of water assessments made by gif. 
ferent city officials amounting in the aggre- 
gate to $455,000. Following is an itemized 
statement of the decreases:

The actual water rate collections for the 
two years covered by this report were about 
$6,200,000. Therefore but for these re- 
ductions the water office revenues would 
have been nearly 8 per cent larger than 
they actually were. That is a good deal of 
money to be thrown away by a city whose 
authorities are complaining of being always 
hard up. | 
It is probable that some of these reduc- 
tions were justifiable. There must be occa- 
sional instances where consumers are over- 


charged and are entitled to rebates. While 


religious. organizations to be supplied with 
water free, yet that has been the custom, 

But many of these decreases are attrib- 
utable to what Commissioner McGann calls 
“good fellowship.” He states that men 
who have big water bills and also have 
friends in the water office ask the latier to 
cut down their bills. Office methods have 
been loose and the friends on the inside 
have done what they were asked to. They 
have told the petitioners to file affidavits. 
That requires only 25 cents and an elastic 
conscience. 

‘lhere never has been a decent business 
system in the water office, though it is the 
city’s great revenue producer. An attempt 
is being made now to mtroduce business 
methods there, It is to be hoped the at- 
tempt will be a success, for it will save the 
city a great deal of money yearly. 


ASSESSOR GUNNING INDICTED. 

The grand jury after careful investiga- 
tion has indicted Gunning and Barnett, the 
South Town Assessor and Clerk. There 
are three indictments against the former— 
for malfeasance in office, conspiracy, and 
soliciting a bribe The Clerk is indicted for 
conspiracy. 

Day after tomorrow the General Assem- 
bly meets to amend the laws for the as- 
sessment of property. The indictment for 
grave offenses of the man who values the 
property in the wealthiest town in the 
State, containing nearly half the assessable 
property in the county, will serve to im- 
press on the members of the Legislature 
the urgent need of a .new assessment 
system. 

THe TRIBUNE does not know what e-vi- 
dence was submitted to the grand jury to 
induce it to indict Gunning for soliciting 
a bribe. It does not know whether that 
evidence will be accepted as satisfactory by 
a petit jury in case Gunning is tried on 
that indictment. 

That it has been the custom of many 
Assessors for years to solicit bribes—gen- 
erally through go-betweens—and to bull- 
doze property-owners by threats of excess- 
ive assessments into paying for excess- 
ively low assessments is something which 
nobody has any doubt about. The prac- 
tice is one of the evils which have made 
a reform in the assessment system impera- 
tive. 

But no Assessor has ever been convicted 
or even indicted for making money illegally 
out of his-oftice. There has been a lack of 
evidence. Those who offered bribes to get 
low assessments kept their mouths shut, of 
course. Jhose who were coerced into pay- 
ing bribes were ashamed to go before a 
grand jury and testify. So boodling Asses- 
sors have enjoyed immunity’ while every 
Chicagoan knew they were guilty. 

To indict a Town Assessor just on the 
eve of the abolition of that office in this 
city seems like waiting a long time to do 
a good‘act. But if Gunning is eonvicted 
of soliciting bribes that conviction may 
have some influence on other public offi- 
cials—Aldermen, for instance~—who have 
been boodling for years without being 
caught. 

As regards the indictment for malfeas- 
ance in office, there is no mystery as to 
the facts, and there is no question as to 
their serious nature. He is_ indicted 
for refusing, in defiance of law, to 
listen to the appeals and protests of 
taxpayers while sitting as-a Board of 
Review. The order of Judge Payne to 
produce the books was not obeyed. The 
just demands of taxpuyérs were insolently 
ignored. i 

The seandalous scenes which took place 
at the South Town office last summer— 
the brutal treatment received by men and 
women who went there in search of their 
rights—have not been forgotten by the tax- 
payers. The performances of Gunning at 
that time are ample cause for the return of 
indictments for misfeasance in office and 
conspiracy. 

Gunning, in spite of his record, is a can- 
didate for re@lection. The fact that he has 
been indicted does not disturb him. His 
own party ought to repudiate him. It 
should be impossible for him to be elected 
even if nominated. But before the Legis- 
lature adjourns it will doubtless pass an 
act abolishing the office Gunning wants. 
That will give him an opportunity to de- 
vote himself exclusively to his indictments. 


BRYCE ON AMERICAN ANNEXATION. 

Professor James Bryce, author of ** The 
American Commonwealth,” has contrib- 
uted to the December number of the 
Iorum an article entitled *“‘ The Policy of 
Annexation for America,” which, coming 
from a citizen of Gieat Britain, though an 
appreciative student of American institu- 
tions, may haye a more than ordinary in- 
terest for American readers. It is, of 
eourse,- suggested first by the pending 
treaty for the annexation of Hawaii, but 
takes into view the possibility of the ac- 
quisition of the Danish West India Islands 
by purchase and Cuba by voluntary annex- 
ation, should the revolution now in progress 
there be finally successful. 

At the outset Mr. Bryce claims to write 
from an American point of view. while as- 
serting that there is no feeling of jealousy 
or hostility towards the United States on 
the subject in Great Britain. There will 
be no question in this country of his friefid- 
liness to the United States, though it may 
be questioned whether he will be able to di- 
vest himself entirely of certain precon- 
ceived notions as an Englishman in refer- 
ence to American policy. 

Mr. Bryce early indicates his belief that 
the American republic would lose far more 
than it would gain by entering on a policy 
of insular annexation, such as he seems 
to understand the acquisition of Hawaii 
would be. There has been no considerable 
discussion of the annexation of Cuba in this 
country, and there is no party seriously ag- 
itating the question. If it comes at all, it 
will come as a contingency growing out of 
the failure of Spain to maintain its con- 
trol over the island and the free choice of its 
citizens. As Professor Bryce has seen 
proper to connect the annexation of Hawaii 
and Cuba together in his discussion of the 
question it is necessary to follow hie ex- 
ample in reply. ‘ : 

The principal argument made in objection 
to the policy of annexation—as it applies 
to these islands—is that it would compel 
the creation by the United States of a navy 
as powerful as that of Great Britainor 
France in order to secure their protection 
aninst a great maritime power in case of 
war. Toa certain extent thigmay be true, 
but not tothe extent ¢vidently had in mind 
by Professor Bryce. _In the first place, the 
necessity of an increase of our navy.is 


- already fully recognized without regard to 


any question of annexation of new tefri- 
tory. This is called for by the extent of 
our seacoast, both on the Atlantic-@nd 
Pacific side. . Cuba lies in close proximity 
to our own shores and is to all intents and 
purposes Amcrican territory—not less so 
than Ireland is British. In cage of yolun- 
tary annexation it would be eyen. more 
closely identified with the United States 


-than Ireland now is with England, so far 


| as the sentiments of the people are con- 


cerned. Its possession, therefore, would 
call for no larger navy than is already 


needed té proteet dur coast, while after be- 


ing properly fortified it would be an addi- 
tional source of strength for defensive pur- 
poses, That a strong foreign navy would 
cut no particular figure in operating against 
the island, except.a few coast cities such as 
Havana, is shown by the failure of the 
Spanish government to use its navy with 
any effect against the insurgents, notwith- 
standing their felative weakness and the 
fact that they have no navy. 

While Hawaii-is at a longer 4istance 
from our shores, the same facts will apply 
there in a modified form, It is nearer to 
us than any other strong power, either 
American or Asiatic, und at the antipodes 
so far as Europe is concerned. The islands 
will prove a strong naval station, com- 
manding the eastern half of the North 
Pacific, and necessary to the security ‘of 
our Pacific coast. That they are destined 
to fall into the hands of some other power 
has long been evident, and there is none 
other so contiguous or so closely identified 
with them commercially and in relationship 
with the most influential class of its people 
as the United States. 

Then, again, as to racial distinctions, to 
which Mr. Bryce refers. There are rela- 
tively fewer blacks in Cuba (only about 
one-third of the entire population) than in 
South Carolina, Mississippi, Louisiana, or 
Georgia, and not more than can be found 
in North Carolina or Tennessee, In Jamai- 
ca, to which he refers as an example, the 
blacks were largely in the majority. With 
opportunities for education, there is reason 
to believe that the negroes of Cuba will 
be as progressive as those of the Southern 
States generally and the whites increase 
much moré rapidly. In Hawaii the Portu- 
guese, who constitute the bulk of the white 
population, are in sympathy with the Amer- 
icans, while the decline in the native popu- 
lation proves that the islands must soon 
become either American or Asiatic. 

Without questioning the known friend- 
ship of Professor Bryce for America and 
Americans, his arguments from an Eng- 
lish standpoint seem far from conclusive. 
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THE MODERN NEWSPAPER. 

The lay critics who indulge in adverse 
comments upon the methods of the great 
American journals of today would do well 
to read the article in the current number 
of the Cosmopolitan Magazine, in which 
Professor Harpy Thurston Peck discusses 
1 the needs of a paper whose policy shall 
be defined on a national basis. The object 
of the writer is to advocate a newspaper 
radically different from those of the pres- 
ent time,-but what he has to say readily 
resolves itself into an excellent defense of 
the great newspapers of today. 

Professor Peck examines the charges 
which are commonly laid at the door of the 
newspapers. He defines them as lack of 
accuracy, sengationalism, proneness to the 
morbid in the happenings of the day, and 
undue indulgence in personality. Then he 
proceeds to show fairly and convincingly 
how easily these may be refuted in close 
analysis. He says: 

A great newspaper is one of the most gigantic 
and most highly systematized and most elaborate 
organizations that can be found in our modern life. 
It has millions of capital invested in it. It has at 
its disposition what is in reality a highly tramed 
army, officered with ability, industry, executive 
talent, energy, and enthusiasm. And what, 
pray, is the foremost object of all this organiza- 
tion, all this energy and effort, all this enormous 
expenditure of life and thought and money? To 
get the news; to miss nothing that happens each 
hour of the day all over the habitable globe. Now, 
on the face of it, would shrewd, clear-sighted men, 
after lavishing all these wonderful resources for 
one particular end, be satisfied with a half achieve- 
ment? To state the proposition is to show its 
craes absurdity, 

The charge of sensationalism, the writer 
says, is at first sight strongly supported. 
But he finds that this sensationalism exists 
more in appearance than in reality. The 
headlines are verbal gong beatings, but the 
facts are to be found accurate and not 
overstated in the close type which follows. 
As to the charge of personal gossip, Profes- 
sor Peck finds for its reason the tendencies 
of our national life. Americans are_inter- 
ested in the affairs of each other, and the 
gossip which finds it way into the daily 
prints is the legacy of the village grocery 
store of earlier days. 

Some of the most interesting things, ae- 
cording to this writer, never get into print 
at all: 

Every active journalist knows of things in the 
lives of public men things that are absolutely 
true, and that if published would not only be 
sensational but would affect the fortunes of po- 
litical parties and win or lose elections. Yet no 
newspaper, not even the most unscrupulous, ever 
opens fts columns to these facts; for again there 
are reasons,,and these reasons appeal to the honor 
and the conscience of the professional journal- 
ist. 

The honesty of the American newspaper 
is also favorably discussed by the writer: 

In this respect it stands as high as its English 
contemporaries, and with them forms a whole- 
some and refreshing contrast to the almost uni- 
versally corrupt press of the continent. A high 
authority in Berlin lately stated with the utmost 
deliberation and as a matter of personal knowl- 
edge that of all the papers of the German capital 
he could name but one that was not bribable, 
and that the most of them were greedily waiting 
@e have their influences and opinions bought. 


The most serious defect of the papers of 
the present, he finds, is that of localism. 
He would have a journal whose outlook is 
so broad and whose range is so compre- 
hensive as to make it equally welcome in 

*New York or San Francisco. These de- 
fects he sums up by ascribing a lack of 
sense of proportion to the newspaper ed- 
itors and publishers. But this advocate for 
a national newspaper fails to realize the ob- 
ject for which a newspaper is printed. It 
is a commodity intended to satisfy a well 
defined demand. Those happenings which 
are local to the newspaper reader are nat- 
urally the things which interest him most. 
The occurrences of the day, though trivial 
in a sense, are of more interest than many 
greater events of the past. It is not the 
aim of the newspaper to be a history, but to 
serve up to its readers the daily news in 
which they have an immediate interest. 

Some of the strictures which Professor 
Feck passes on the dignity of political dis- 
cussions may be well founded_on fact, but 
in the heat of our political campaigns high 
running enthusiasm and = antagonism 
prompt. the attacks that generally attend 
such anissue. They have their advantage 
in this, that all sides of a question are sure 
to be presented and hidden fallacies ex- 
posed. That attacks upon public men are 
not unlawfully virulent is demonstrated by 
the fact that legal recourse, avhich is al-: 
ways open to the attacked, is seldom re- 
sorted to. ‘ 

It is obvious, then, that the newspapers 
of today well fill the place for which they 
are intended. They do not seek to take the 
place or exercise the functions of a weekly 
review oF magazine. ‘Their object is to fur- 
nish that matter which is of the greatest. 
moment to their constituencies, and that 
constituency is maniféstly of a local char- 
acter in so far as the facilities fer trans- 
mitting the papers make long distances 
local. cir discussions rightly concern 
those topics which are of chief interest to 
those most closely affected, Tne best ar- 


‘gument in favor of the newspaper as it is. 


now condrcted is that it leaves little room 
for the, other. The best argument against 
a national newspaper is that there is not 
a sufficient desire for it to warrant the in- 
vestment of money in providing it. 


THE ANTI-TRUST LAW AMENDMENT. 

The Illinois Legislature passed at the 
regular session a bill to amend the anti- 
trust law by the addition of the following 
proviso: 

Provided, however, that in .the mining, mar- 
ufacture, or production of articles of merchandise, 
the cost of which is mainly made up of wages, 
it shall not be unlawful for persons, firms, or 
corporations doing business in this State to enter 
into joint arrangements of any sort, the principal 
object or effect of which is to maintain or in- 
creasc wages. 


Senator Littler was the author of this 
proviso. He tried without success to get it 
through the Legislature in 1895, but had 
better luck in 1897. The avowed, and, 
most likely, the real, object of the measure 
was to enable mine owners to combine for 
the purpose of fixing prices, regulating 
production, determining wages, etc. The 
mine owners alleged that if they were al- 
lowed to form trusts they could pay better 
wages. 

The amendment, though meant for the 


clusively to them, It covers all who pro- 
duce commodities, “the cost of which is 
made up mainly of wages.” The man who 
mines a ton of coal selling at the mine 
mouth for a dollar receives over 70 cents 
in wages for that ton. The labor cost is 
the main element in the cost of the coal to 
the consumer. 

Strictly speaking, the cost of all articles 
of merchandise is “mainly made up of 
wages.” Labor gets 90 per cent.of the 
gross proceeds of all manufactured com- 
modities. The planter who raises cotton, 
the railroad hands who transport it to 
Lowell, the men and women who spin it into 
thread and weave the thread into cloth ail 
get a share of the proceeds of the sale of 
that cloth. : 

What the framer of the law had in mind, 
however, was the wages paid to one par- 
ticular kind of laborers—the coal miners. 
They do receive a larger percentage of the 
proceeds of the coal they mine than the 
planter, the railroad men, the spinners and 
weavers receive separately of the proceeds 
of cotton cloth. 

This amendment to the anti-trust: law 
was referred to incidentally in a case tried 
in Rock Island County, but the court did 
not have occasion to pass on it: Should 
this proviso ever come before the Supreme 
Court the probabilities are that it would 
declare it invalid, or hold the entire law in- 
valid, because it contains an exemption, 
which may be construed so as to permit of 
the existence of numerous trusts. 

The court will hold that the Legislature 
cannot make it a criminal offense for those 
who produce articles, the cost of which is 
not “made up mainly of wages,” to form 
trusts, while those who produce articles 
the cost of which is “ made up mainly of 
wages” can combine as much as they 
please. All they, have to do is to declare 
that the chief object of their combination 
is to “ maintain or increase wages.” Every 
trust is ready to make that statement. 


WHY THE NOTE-BOND INTERCHANGE- 
ABLE SCHEME WAS ABANDONED. 

One of our Illinois exchanges revives an 
old currency project much discussed twen- 
ty-five years ago. It says in part: 

‘The Chicago Tribune’’ wants all treasury 
notes redeemable in gold. A further ‘ restudy- 
ing '’ of the subject will convince-the editor that 
with the interchangeability of the notes with 
United States bonds bearing interest they could 
be Kept as good as gold without being redeemable. 
Redemption in gold would breed panics, “‘ cor- 
ners,’’ Black Fridays, and bankruptcy, whereas 
interconvertible bonds would be an automatic 
regulator of the currency and would forever pre- 
vent panics and contingent evils. The notes could 
specify that the government was pledged to keep 
each dollar of them to the value of 25.8 grains of 
gold, and it could easily keep them at par. 


It was seen by those who gave this 
scheme a critical study that it possessed an 
incurable disease, and would be certain to 
breed panics, corners, Black Fridays, bank- 
ruptcies, and continual currency disorders, 
because the bonds were not. to bear gold 
interest nor be payable in gold. It was a 
sort of endless chain fiat arrangement-—- 
greenbacks exchangeable for bonds, and 
that sort of bonds payable in greenbacks; 
but neither of them payable in gold. Hence 
the greenbacks would not be at par in gold 
or silver; nor would the bonds sell at par for 
“coin.” Persons needing gold would have 
to carry their greenbacks to the money 
changers and sell them for gold at what 
those dealers would give for them. The 
price would be fluctuating daily. Or such 
persons might take their non-gold interest 
bonds to the brokers and they would only 
get the same price in gold, plus the accu- 
mulated interest, as for greenbacks. Thtt 
sum would range over a wide distance. It 
might be 50 cents or more. Had it been 
carried out free coinage of silver in all prob- 
ability would not have been’ stopped in 
1873, and gold would have disappeared as 
completely from circulation in this country 
as it has done in Mexico since 1874. An 
interchangeable greenback bond currency 
would not be worth more in purchasing 
power than the weight of silver bullion in 
a dollar, and even not that much, unless 
the law made the bond payable, interest and 
principal, in silver dollars, At the present 
time our currency would not be worth to 
exceed 40 cents per dollar in gold. Hence, 
the interchangeable greenback bond scheme 
was abandoned a quarter of a century ago 
and has never been seriously considered 
since.

This accounts for the un- 
cestain political attitude and sudden revo- 
lutions which have become so frequent in 
compact communities, especially in some 
» of our large cities; of late years. These 
‘eusually have little or nothing to do with 
political principles and often no more con- 
nection with local policy, but show the 
capacity of large numbers of people to be 
misled to their own hurt.

Mr. FREDERICK H. WINES, who is well 
known in various reform movements, in a 
recent communication to the New York Inde- 
pendent touches upon the question of polit- 
icalcorruption. As the result of his observa- 
tions he states that bribery is less common 
in the national than in the State Legislatures, 
and far less common in the latter than in 
municipal Councils. One cause of the prev- 
alence of pessimistic views as to the amount 
of corruption in State capitals he thinks is the 
fact that the men who report legislative 
proceedings for the daily press have been 
trained for their work in the municipal at 
mosphere, and that they read into State pob 
itics the impressions derived by them in the 
city slums and in the purlieus of the city hall. 
The city members of a State Legislature, es- 
pecially for certain wards, are the worst-men 
in it, he says, and as they dre also the men 
best known to the reporters they give 
to the entire body a worse name than it 
really merits. Evidently Mr. Wines is pretty 
well acquainted with one kind of Aldermen 
and city representatives in State Legis- 
latures.

REPORTS OF BOHEMIAN RIOTS. 


A Correspondent Claims That They 
Are One-Sided in Their 
Nature. 


Chicago, Dec. 3.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—In yesterday's and today’s TRIBUNE I! have 
read reports.concerning the riots in Bohemia 
and Austria. Permit me to add they are 
very one-sided::: The Bohemian, or, proper- 
ly, Czech, people, who are only asking the

common rights of man, are represented as 


common Anarchists and rioters. 

So little is known of the true history of 
Bohemia by our American citizens that it 
may be of interest to the reading public to 
know something more of the wrongs of the 
people before condemning them. Knowing 
THE TRIBUNE'S earnest desire to be just to 
all, I ask you to publish these few lines. 

Bohemia, for almost three centuries, has 
suffered at the hands of the Hapsburgs all 


‘the injustice, malice, hatred, and envy they 


are capable of. Since the battle of White 
Hill (Bila Hora); Nov. 8, 1620, the outrages 
the Austrian governments have perpetrated 
against Bohemia are monstrous. 

The rich and fertile lands of Bohemia and 
its industries are today the only maintenance 
of the entire Austrian-Hungarian monarchy. 
The regular taxation of $94,000,000 of Aus- 
trian currency a year, besides special tax, 
speaks for itself. What can a government 
be called that imposes such a tax without 
representation? ; 

The Austrian government does not even 
maintain schools enough, and some years 
ago there was an organization formed that 
today maintains 120 schools by private sub- 
scription. The officers of the government 
located in small towns and villages, who 
should be only the servants of the. people, 
are its task masters. The majority of them, 
although in the service of the people for per- 
haps twenty and thirty years, mingling only 
with Bohemian people, cannot speak a word 
of the native language. The same is true 
of courts of justice and all other govern- 
ment positions. 

What is there strange or rebellious in the 
desire of a people to be understood in their 
native tongue? And what does it speak for 
that boasted German intelligence? Bohemia 
as a country does not comprise as many 
square miles as the State of Illinois. The 
population does not exceed 6,000,000. And 
where have we in this grand republic uf 
60,000,000 or 70,000,000 souls one Dvorak, one 
Brazik, or Smetana? Bohemian litera- 
ture is not behind any of the cultured 
countries of the world. In agriculture 
Bohemians have no equals. The Russian. 
government is expending millions of roubles 
a year on students sent to Bohemia for the 
purpose of acquiring some of their’ knowl- 
edge from their brother Slavs in that line: 
and even in this country, if we go through 
Kansas,..Texas, and Nebraska, the best 
cultivated land belongs to Bohemian farmers 
and not Russian, as a report lately printed 
states. 

Should not moieties as industrious and 
peaceable have the common right of their 
fellowmen; to live in peace in their native 
land without being constantly harrassed? 
The Iron Chancellor Bismarck is known to 
have said, in speaking of Bohemia: ‘ Bo- 
hemia is the paradise of Europe.’’ Small 
wonder, then, that the cultured and en- 
lightened German would want ta claim it 
for its own. We here cry loudly against 
barbarities perpetrated by Spaniards upon 
the Cubans. Place a Spaniard with a Ger- 
man and the latter will turn the former 
a barbarian, How much more excusable a 
barbarian is when he is guilty of an out- 
rage compared with a man who boasts of 
his education and culture. The Czechs‘don't 
wish to murder and slaughter; they only 
want their own. Even the little wort 
squirms when stepped upon, and the in- 
justice and injury practiced for centuries 
must sooner. or later reap its own reward. 
Premier Badeni, who only wished to be 
just to people who are being literally bled 
to death, certainly could not maintain his 
position in a government whose program is 
taxation without representation, and the 
Germans of Austria had as a matter of 
course to be proclaimed to the world at large 
as the martyrs of the nineteenth century. 

Today, when foreigners come to our shores, 
and after earning their daily bread here and 
enjoying all the facilities this glorious coun- 
try gives.us, and are not at-all thankful, but 
only revile this country and its advantages, 
we call them aliens and Anarchists. That is 
just what the Czechs.call the German popu- 
lation of Bohemia, and what they virtually 
proclaim themselves to be by their actions, 
When we are at Rome we are supposed to 
do as the Romans do; and nothing more is 
asked of the German residents of Bohemia. 
They must accommodate themselves to the 
country, not the country to them. WhHat is 
asked of one nation must be asked of an- 
other of the same intelligence. 

Any one interested in the present conflict 
will find, upon reading Vicker’s “* History 
of Bohemia’’ or Miss Gregor’s “ Story of 
lsohemia,”’ that the present acts are not only 
justifiable, but that it is a wonder they did 
not take place long ago. The Bohemion 
nation asks but justice at the hands of the 
entire civilized world, and no mércy. The 
reports sent here must go through Vienna 
and Berlin, and as they must pass the gov- 
ernment censor, it is easily understood that 
we must receive reports here that are favVor- 
able to the government.

DEMAND FOR LOANS IS LARGE AND 
MONEY 18S ABUNDANT. 


Building of Apartment Houses and 
Residences Combined with Refund- 
ing Old Mortgages at Lower Rates of 
Interest Responsible for the Big In- 
quiry—Duliness in the General Mar- 
ket—Chicago Board Considers Vari- 
ous Matters of Importance. 


Whatever of activity existed in the real 
estate market last week was confined largely 
to the demand for loans. All the offices which 
make this a specialty were favored with on¢ 
of the best weeks of recent months. The 
demand is limited to a large extent to loans 
of a moderate sige. Most of them are to se- 
cure money to carry on building operations, 
including apartment houses and residences. 
Other of the loans are for refunding obliga- 
tions at a lower rate of interest, and a few 
ere for the extension of present business en- 
terprises and the beginning of new ventures. 

Henry A. Knott of Knott & Lewis said: 
“It is a fact that there is a decided demand 
for loans of all descriptions. Our office last 
week experiencéd a rush for funds on good 
security such as we have not been favored 
with before in many months. The majority 
of these loans are for the erection of medium- 
sized apartment houses and residences. In- 
vestors seem to favor the construction of 
flat buildings ranging in cost from $10,000 
upwards. 

Security Is Ample. 

“The security in these instances is am- 
ple and the current rate of interest is from 
» to 6 per cent. Many people are negotiat- 
ing loans in order to build homes for them- 
s¢lves. This is a fleld where little has neen 
done for two or three years, and it would 
seenr that owners of lots are getting in bet- 
ter circumstances and putting their money 
into residences. We are making a g6od 
many loans for refunding purposes. In- 
terest rates have gradually lessened and it 
is a decided advantage where term loans 
expire to make new ones at a lower rate 
of interest. While there are business-men 
who seek additional capital to enlarge their 
enterprises and to start new schemes, this 
is not so large a rfactor in.the present de- 
mand for money as could be desired. A 
lurge amount of money at low rates of in- 
terest is available on mortgage loans where 
the security presents a good margin. The 
loan business is certainly in a most satis- 
factory condition.” 


Market Is Dull. 

The general real estate market last week 
was dull. Various causes combined to make 
it difficult for dealers to close negotiations. 
The nearness of the end of the year, the 
approaching session of Congress, and un- 
favorable weather have all something to do 


| with the stagnation reported by most of the 


dealers. 

The number of sales this fall has not been 
entirely .satisfactory to real estate men, but 
it must be acknowledged that present condi- 
tions are more favorable than for years. It 
is probably due to this fact and to the large 
expectationg.of the spring that the results 
have been @ disappointment to the dealers. 
So long as D¥okers are not satisfied without 
making two or three commissions on a 
single piece of property within the period of 
six days mahy of them lose faith in the 
general market. 

Real estate recovers from a panic by slow 
degrees, and it has taken years after the 
improvement in general business before 
sales of property have been either numerous 
or lucrative. Conditions now seem more 
favorable than after previous periods of 
depression experienced by Chicago real 
estate, and thefallure of expectations during 
the last six months gives no ground for dis- 
couragement as to the future of the real 
estate business in this city. 

The revival may come as early as next 
spring, possibly in the fall, but it is certain 
to make itself felt before many months have 
passed, 

Dealers are unanimously of the opinion 
that an improvement will be seen soon after 
the annual and semi-annual dividends are 
declared early in the year. Arrangements 
are being made by investors to put a consid- 
erable portion of their surplus into property 
and the effect of this will be a decided stim- 
ulus to the real estate market. 


. Record of Transfers. 


Transfers. recorded in Cook County dur- 
ing the last five weeks aggregate $10,047,- 
022, as compared with $10,468,393 for the 
corresponding period of last year. 

Sales of outside property were compar- 
atively small during the five weeks just end- 
ed, but the city sales compared favorably 
with the record for the same period in 1896.

Board Will Help. 

The Real Estate board will codperate with 
the city water department in the adjustment 
of the water rates. Under the present rules 
of the department the landlords are com- 
pelled to pay the water fees left unpaid by 
neglizent tenants. 

Attention is called to the practice by a 
letter from Alderman Walter C. Nelson to 
the board as follows: ‘“‘ Vacant residence 
and flat property is now charged fully two- 
thirds of the entire tax for water, and the 
other third is added for consumption. This 
seems to me to be just the opposite way in 
which these charges should be made. When 
the property is rented the tenant is supposed 
to pay the water tax himself, and the owner 
is obtaining ’ome revenue from his property 
and pays no tax. When the same property 
is vacant the landlord is not only short of his 
income from the property, but is burdened in 
addition with two-thirds of the water tax. 
Another point is that the city does not turn 
off the water from the delinquent water 
takers, but holds the owner responsible. This 
is another injustice, as the property-owner 
does not have the same influence upon de- 
linquent water takers as the city has.’ 

In accordance with the request that the 
board assist in an adjustment of these in- 
equalities President Farr of the board ap- 
pointed a committee consisting of W. A. 
Bond, James H. Van Vilssingen, and 8. W. 
Cannell to ald in the matter. 

The board has decided to secure from its 
attorney an opinion as to the constitutional- 
ity of the city ordinance under which the $25 
license fee is collected from the real estate 
brokers. The present City Collector holds 
that all the wrahers in charge of subagencies 
are liable for the fee the same as the main 
firm. It was also reported at the board meet- 
ing that this ruling would be extended so as 
to include the individual members of the 
firm and the salesmen as well. The board 
favors the license system, but objects to 
paying a tax not required of brokers in any 
other line of business. 

Rights of a Broker. 


The right of the broker in a trade to col- 

lect,a c@mmission from each of the par- 
ties in. the transaction was again brought 
to the attention of the board in a case 
before Judge Carter begun by Cannell &. 
McClure.’ In thie instance -the _ parties 
dodged the -brokers and made the deal 
themselves. It. has-been .thée custom of 
the board, members to charge-this commis- 
sion, but this: must be a part of the con- 
tract.

physicians. The conference accepted the 
bacillus lepre, discovered twenty-five years 
ago, as the virus of leprosy, but was not 
prepared to say definitely how the bacillus 
en‘ered the human system—that is, how a 
healthy person took the disease. 


Dr. Dyer was greatly. surprised to find 
from the reports of the delegates from dis- 
tant parts of the earth, for twenty-two 
countries were represented, that leprosy 
was far more prevalent than was generally 
supposed. The total number of lepers was 
estimated at 2,000,000, of whom 20,000 were 
in Japan, 130,000 in India, 300,000 in South 
America, 500,000 in China, 20,000 in Eu- 
rope, 40,000 tn Turkey, and some 5,000 in 
Fiawali and the United States. 

The leprologists present expressed the 
belief that with the closer relations now 
existing between Europe and America and 
the Oriental countries where leprosy is most 
prevalent, the disease is increasing every- 
where so as to be a menace, as it was to 
E.urepe in the time of the crusades, and 
it was generally agreed that the civilized 
nations should take some-steps to prevent 
its spread and root it out. With that ob- 
ject in view an International Leprosy soci- 
ety. was formed, with Professor Virchow 
as ite first- President, and I. S. Kingoun 
of Washington as The Secretary for the 
United States. 

The conference agreed as to the incura- 
bility of leprosy, and that the several modes 
o* treatment now in. vogue were merely 
It recommended for the extinc- 
tion of the disease: First, tsojation; sec- 
ond, reporting and registering all cases of 
leprosy, as is done with other contagious 
diseases; and, third, a jaw enabling the 
authorities to take such steps in regard to 
levers in the matter of their residence as 
are applicable to the special social condi- 
tions. of the district in which they are 
found. The conference also determined to 
use special effort to bring to the attention of 
the public the danger of leprosy in view of 
the general ignorance of the subject, and to 
spread the results reached by it after care- 
ful study of the disease. naidersb!

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NDIA will be the hub of the scientific world on Jan. 22, 1898. On the almanacs 
for the coming year that date should be marked with a deep red sign, for during 
the space of 120 seconds the sun’s light will be extinguished at high noon, and 
probably many scientific secrets will be revealed to the army of wise men whose 
welescopes will be turned sunward to witness the wonderful eclipse. Among the most 
jmportant of the numerous expeditions that are starting from all parts of the world 
lp view the eclipse are those that have just left San Francisco under the leadership 
pt Charies Burckhalter, *. R. A. S., and Professer Campbell of the Lick Observatory, 
Professor Burckhalter takes with him a number ef cleverly constructed instruments 
gepecially devised for photographing all parts of the solar corona simultaneously dur 
ing a total eclipse of the sun. It is to be hoped that this time nature will be kinder 
«than she was when Professor Burckhalter endeavored to use these same ingenious 
instruments in Japan during the last eclipse and was foiled by an impenetrable pall 
ever the sky at the critical moment. 

Provided another unlooked-for veil is not drawn over the scene on Jan. 22, the sci- 
entists gathered in India will have umple time to view the eclipse. Its duration will 
be two minutes and the exact time of the occurrence 1 p. m. Moreover, there will be 
a wide range of country from which to select one’s post of observation. The eclipse 
will be total along a tract of land eighty miles in width, passing right across India in 
a northeast direction from Bombay to Darjeeling, or, to be more exact, starting from 
the west coast a little below Bombay and entering the Himalayas a little west of 
Darjeeling. This zone of totality is crossed by the Indian railway system at eight 
different places. 

In a total eclipse the weather is the great factor to be considered. It is useless 
making the most extensive preparations with the utmost care and diligence if at the 
last moment bad weather is to intervene and totally eclipse the total eclipse. With 
regard, however, to the eclipse of next January, that month is usually so favorable 
in India that the astronomers may be almost certain of experiencing a cloudless sky 

| all along the zone of totality (except perhaps near the Himalayas). This fact has 
= been definitely ascertained by a series of observations made along this zone by the 
N ‘ : Meteorological department of the Indiangovernment. But*it would be injudicious for 
G observers to take up their positions quite close to the sea, because, however cloudless 
the sky may be at ordinary times, at the actual moment of eclipse a haze is likely to be 
formed in the sky over places near the coast owing to the sudden fall of temperature, 
It ip well to remember that the sun will be partially eclipsed for quite an hour before 
the beginning of totality, consequently that there will be a great fall of temperature 
(Gt first slow, then very sudden), which will tend to precipitate whatever moisture 
_ there may be in the air. 
To view this eclipse the Indian government and several astronomical societies 
have arranged to occupy all convenient spots along the whole line of totality, wherever 
the railway system intersects this line. They will witness a sight which few men have 
been privileged to see. A total eclipse of the sun is one of the most stupendous, 
Sublime, and awe inspiring spectacles that the eye of man can behold.

In the heyday of its fame the cathedral 
parish always had funds in plenty for the 
support of the church itself and for liberal 
donations to auxiligry works. There were 
years when the plate offerings alone 
amounted to $10,000, and there was an in- 
come of $4,000 more from the Lowther fund 
for the maintenance of the choir. The 
last official report made to the Episcopal 
convention of the Chicago diocese in May, 
1897, shows how seriously the receipts have 
been affected.

The wages made by these 
men were so much better than their earnings 
in the old country that for a while they 
bought their own beer. As times got duil 
and money became scarcer the foreign work- 
men adopted the Belgian custom of making 
home-brewed beer, until at present about 
every family has its cusk of malt liquor. 
The quality varies according to the knowl- 
edge of the art possessed by the makers. 
Some families produce very inferior siuif, 
while others make excellent beer. 

A vat and a kettle form the brewing plant, 
and a sack of malt, a bundle of hops, and the 
necessary amount of water compose the in- 
gredients. The beer is brewed, the requisite 
quantity of yeast is put in, and the liquid is 
allowed to ferment. Should there be no old 
beer on hand the family begins to drink it 
after a few days of fermentation, but, prefer- 
ably, the beer is allowed to stand for six 
weeks, when it is drawn off into kegs and 
barrels. Some makers manufacture genuine 
lager beer, keeping it in “lager” for six 
months, and some Americans who have 
tasted the product say that in many cases 
it is superior to that made in Pittsburg 
breweries. At any rate, it is pure, and at 
times is so strong and heavy thata ‘ Belgian 
beer jag ’’ on the streets of New Kensington 
is easily distinguishable from intoxication 
superinduced by the brewery output.

Bridges are 
made from plaster molds, and the work is 
done by a goldsmith. The insertion of an 
artificial septum between the nostrils is a 
very nice piece of work. Transforming 
Roman noses into the Grecian type and re- 
shaping noses of the pug order are among 
the simplest operations we have to perform. 
It only requires a study of what sort of nose 
the face demands, a determination of how 
much should be cut off here and there, and 
a few minutes with the knife.

WHERE MISSION MONEY GOES. 


Only 7.54 Per Cent Contributed for 
Foreign Use Is Expended at 


Home.

In answer to the oft-repeated criticism 
that the largér part 6f the money contrib- 
uted to foreign missions is used by the socle~ 
ties for expenses of administration at home 
the American Board of Commissioners for 
Foreign Missions, the oldest foreign mis- 
sionary organization in the United States, 
issues a statement in part as follows: 

“We should be glad if every Christian, 
would consider the facts concerning the use 
made of the funds with which the American 
board is intrusted for the spreading of the 
gospel in foreign iands. The exact truth is 
that 92% per cent of all the receipts of the 
board goes directly to missions abroad, while 
the remaining 7% per cent is needed to cover 
all cost of collecting and transmitting funds, 
including agencies, correspondence, publi- 
cations of all sorts, and all salaries in every 
department. é 

‘The total expenditure for the year 1896- 
1897 was $688,414.20. The distribution will 
be best understood by indicating what por- 
tion of each $100 was used in each line of 
expenditure as follows: For the three mis- 
sions in Africa, $6.75; the Turkish missions, 
$31.52; two Indian and Ceylon missions, 
$17.11; the four China missions, $14.06; the 
Japan mission, $10.40; the Sandwich Islands, 
88 cents: Micronesia and the ‘ Morning 

tar,’ $5.68; the three missions in Papal 


missions, $92.46.

HETHER the comparison of the 

hand of a human being with that 

of Tess, the knowing chimpan- 

zee at the Chicago Zoo, proves that 

palmistry is a humbug or that the 

ape is man’s first cousin depends entirely 

upon one’s point of view. Cheiro, the pro- 

fessional “ palmist,” who made the compari- 

son, holds the latter opinion, of course, or 

says he does, which is not the same thing 

but serves as well. Other people, whose 

bread and butter do not depend upon ability 

to interest the public, will incline toward 
the former. 

But, whatever lesson it contains, the com- 
parison was striking. Though Tess’ hand 
only remotely resembles the man’s hand, it 
contains all or most of the so-called “ lines ” 
and ‘‘ mounts ” which the credulous believe 
are fate’simprints. Now, if this means any- 
thing more than that the “ lines ’’ are mere 
creases formed when the unborn hands were 
clinched for the first time and made per- 
manent by the passage of months and years, 
it means that Tess, the chimpanzee, is des- 
tined to experiences similar to Queen Vic- 
toria’s and Mrs. John Smith's. 

As that is obviously beyond the bound of 
possibility, it is plain as a pikestaff that the 
whole ingenious gypsy system is a fraud. 
Palmistry is annihilated by this complete 
reductio ad absurdum. 


But if Tess’ cloudy palm contains nothing 
but matter for. chagrin for the money- 
getting palmists, the animal's brain has 
convolutions which astonished the half- 
dozen curators of the Field Columbian Mu- 
seum who witnessed the experiments that 
followed the comparison of hands. 

One of the most interesting of these ex- 
periments was performed by a scientific gen- 
tleman who had provided a board, a number 
of blocks, and wooden balls. In one side 
of the board square holes were cut, in the 
other round holes. These openings. were 
pairted red, blue, green, yellow, and white. 
There were as many balls as cubes to fit 
these holes, and these were painted in colors 
to match the colors of the openings. 

Tess looked long and seriously at the 
strange board. Then, when her keeper 
urged her to do so, she picked up the cubical 
and spherical stoppers, and after trying the 
senses of hearing, smell, taste, and feeling 
upon them, finally resorted to her small 
brown eyes and then deliberately and with- 
out any instruction fitted the balls in the 
round holes and the cubes in the square 
holes.

before the paring process is begun in such 
shape that they can be replaced s0 as to 
give a smooth, natural appearance when 
the incision is healed.

The last operation witnessed was one for 
wrinkles. The surgeon explained that wrin- 
kles were due to the destruction ur disap- 
pearance of the fatty tissue undcr the skin, 
which left it to fall in folds or creases, and 
that the. only cure was to take condition 
powders and fill out the akin again, or to 
have the skin tightened so as to fit the un- 
derlying form. 

The subject of the operation was told to 
lie still and let her face rest tn perfect re- 
pose so that none of the muscles would be 
under tension. Then the surgeén drew up 
folds in the forehead and on the temples to 
see how much skin to take out to remove 
the wrinkles in the forehead and at the 
corners of the eyes. This was followed by 
similar experiments on the neck, just back 
of the jawbones. It' had to be a matter of 
estimates, the surgeon said, and the shape 
of the pieces of skin cut out had to be de- 
termined by the conditions under which the 
slack manifested itself. 

The surgeon treated the parts to be cut 
with cecaine and drew what seemed like 
scroll patterns on the skin with the knife. 
To draw out the wrinkles in the forehead 
and at the corners of the eyes he cut within 


the line of the hair, so that a possible scar , 


would not be seen. On the neck he cut so 
that the scar would be screened as far as 
possible by the jaw bone. Having described 
the patterns, he cut through the real skin, 
lifting out enough to provide for the smooth- 
ing out of the undesirable fold, when the 
edges of the skin were drawn together. In 
general the pleces removed were of an ir- 
regular oval, pointed at the ends. The out- 
lines of these Ovals, or “* gores,’’ varied ac- 
cording to the condition of the face and the 
amount of tension necessary to draw out 
the wrinkles.

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1867, and on his return he found the de- 
mands upon the services of the cathedral 
priests made an increase in the force im- 


perative. To this end he instituted a staff 


of four canons consisting of the Revs. J. H. 
Knowles, CO. P. Dorset; George H. Magill, 
and George Street, the first two looking 
after the active duty of the church, while 
the attention of Canons Magill and Street 
was given respectively to the school and 
diocesan missions. Everything then point- 
ed to a permanent and substantial popular- 
ity for the parish and money was to be had 
in unlimited quantities for the asking. Peo- 
ple had not begun to think of moving to 
other localities, the restless tide of busi- 
ness had not begun to encroach upon the 
privacy of their homes, and they took a 
pride in making the cathedral! the ultra fash- 
ionable church in Chicago. It was during 
this period that the yearly offerings fre- 
quently. reached the generous amount of 
$10,000. 


Financial Trouble Begins. 

Bishop Whitehouse died in August, 1874, 
and was succeeded by the Rt. Rev. William 
Edward McLaren, the present incumbent. 
For a long time no particular chanzes were 
made in the staff of priests, Canon Knowles 
remaining in charge until 1884, when he 
retired to accept a pastorate on the South 
Side, and later to identify himself with a 
New York church. Following Canon 
Knowles the cathedral was served by 
various clergymen, the Rev. Luther Pardee 
being finally ndmed as dean in 1886, with 
the Rev. George 8. Todd as his aid. In 
October, 1890, the Rev. George Deming 
Wright was placed in charge with two as- 
sistants. 

It was nearly ten years ago that signs of 
financial trouble first became discernible. 
One by one the wealthy families who had 
been the mainstay of the parish began to 
move away. Some of them further west, 
others bought new homes 6n the North and 
South Sides. At first the defections were 
hardly noticeable, but as the years went 
by and the exodus continued there was a 
serious shortage in the pledges and plate 
offerings. The congregation lost nothing 
in numbers, as the places vacated by 
the old-timers were rapidly taken ep, 
but the newcomers did not have the 
same ability as their predecessors to 
give liberally. They contributed cheerfully 
so far as their means would allow, but there 
was a limit to their giving, and the church 
had to suffer a big loss in revenue. A few 
years later these people in turn pushed on to 
the west, being succeeded by those still less 
able to contribute to church work, until 
now the parish has a large dependent popu-

mon with the pangs of hunger gnawing at 
his yitals, and go among the poor and lowly 
and unfortungte in a spirit of true Chris- 
tian charity, attracting instead-of repelling 
those whom he may wish to reach. The 
selection of such a priest is now a subject 
of deep concern to Bishop McLaren and 
his associates, as they realize that on the 
wisdom of their choice depends all future 
power for good. 

Two notable works of charity are con- 
ducted in connection with the cathedral, 
but fortunately neither of them will be 
seriously affected by the bankruptcy of 
the parish. One of these is St. Mary’s 
Home for Children, the other is St. Mary’s 
Mission House, poth being under direct 
management of the Sisters of St. Mary, 
with the Bishop in supervisory control.. At 
the home sixty-four children are being 
cared for and educated at the expense of 
the diocese, and at the mission the sick and 
unfortunate are looked after. A dispen- 
sary is maintained by the mission, where 
medical attendance is given to the poor 
and drugs distributed free of charge. The 
aggregate expense of running these char- 
ities is $5,353.96 yearly, the disbursements 
for the last twelve months being:

Adjuncts to the Parish. 

The Mission House, which adjoins the 
cathedral on the Washington boulevard 
side, was opened on March 31, 1891, and the 
Children’s Home, which was inaugurated 
Sept. 29, 1894, occupies the premiises to 
the east of the mission. Both institutions 
are housed in comfortable homes owned 
by the diocese. They were started in pur- 
suance of a well defined scheme of cathe 
dra] development and were to have been en- 
larged and broadened in scope when the 
financial depression caused a suspension of 
the plans. Not being dependent upon the 
parish funds for support the Mission House 
and Children’s Home will escape the hard 
fate which has befallen the cathedral, al- 


though there is danger that the appropria-” 


tions may be materially reduced. 

There are a number of rich congregations 
in the diocese, but there is use for every 
dollar in the general and special funds. Last 
year the receipts of all the churches aggre 
gated $357,984.11, of which $29,000 was 
given for diocesan and $12,649.21 for gen- 
eral purposes, the rest being used for pa- 
rochial support, etc. The largest coMection, 
$33,507.49, was made in Grace Church, and 
of this $8,400.37 was set aside for diocesan 
and $8,230.25 for general expenses. There 
are 39,412 people of the Episcopal faith in 
the jurisdiction of Bishop McLaren, and of 
these 18,909 are active communicants. The 
Sunday school pupils number 11,137, with

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money into other fields there is a use right 
at the doors of the cathedral for every dollar 
that can be spared for the relief of sick and 
suffering humanity. This is the main cause 
of the shortage in financial receipts—a mov- 
ing out of wealthy communicants and a 
moving in of those not so well blessed with 
worldly goods, 


Lowther Fund Fails. 


Under the pastorate of Mr. Wright the 
cathedral became noted for the excellence 
of its choral service, 2 choir of forty well 
trained béys furnishing the music, with 
Frederick A. Dunster as organist and 
choirmaster. To secure the permanency of 
this feature T. B. Lowther some years ago 
deeded to the churca in trust $100,000 
worth of property with the provision that 
the net income only should be used for 
the work. At that time the property was 
earning something like $4,000 a year above 
all charges, and the gift was looked upon 
as princely in character. Since then high 
taxes, special assessments, and a depre- 


-ciation in rentals incident to the hard times 


have aljl but wiped out this source of rev- 
enue, the net receipts last year being only 
$603. As a consquence the choral service 
has been greatly abridged and one of the 
most attractive features of the cathedral 
is in danger of being totally abandoned. 

So desperate had becéme the financial 
condition of the parish that the Board of 
Missions in its report to the last Episco- 
pal convention made an earnest appeal for 
funds for its support. 


Deaf to Cry of Need. 

It was hoped this appeal might have the 
effect of inducing some of the rich laymen 
to make at least a temporary provision for 
the relicf of the parish, but no response has 
been as yet received. The Board of Mis- 
sions is unable to do more than set aside a 
few hundred dollars yearly for the more 
pressing needs of the cathedral. It has 
many demands upon its bounty, and, like 
other financial bodies, its resources have 
been sadly crippled by the hard times. The 
plans of Bishop McLaren are unknown, 
but it is the opinion in church circles he 
will appoint a missionary priest to conduct 
services and allow the cathedral to drop to 
the rank of a mission. Whoever is selected 
for the post must be a gingle man, as the 
rectory: was presented to the parish by T. 
B. Lowther upon the peculiar condition that 
no married man should ever occupy it. 

And this is the passing of the cathedral, 
the’ virtual ending of a noble church at a 
time when the ministrations of religion and 
charity were never so badly needed in its 
part of the city.’ All‘its formier.glory and 
comfort have faded before the transforma- 
tions of society, and even ¢lie parish dwell- 
ings themselves bear-mute testimony to the 
radical change. It. is as if some evil 9620 
had touched the neighborhood with deso- 
lating wand. Housés are crumbling in de- 
cay, dirt and destitation  aré Visible on 
every side, . It, is.a parish in which there 
are hungry people to feed; naked -childrén 
to be elothed, the siék to be comforted, and 
moral lepers approached with the con#bla- 
tions and benefits of, the ‘Eivery 
year, every month, day makes greater 
and more pressing the demands from these 
sources, and it is for this reason the Epis- 
copal authorities are moved to herculean 
efforts to keep the cathedral open and the 
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1,285 officers and teachers. Within the 
last twenty years the number of members 
has more than doubled, and the money con- 
tributions have increased from $212,420.78 
in 1877 to $357,984.11 in 1897, 

No old Chicagoan, particularly no old 
West Side Episcopalian, can look unmoved 
upon the fading grandeur of the cathedral 
parish. Within the walls of the imposing 
pile have occurred many historic events of 
national importance in church affairs. It 
was from here the funeral of Bishop White- 
house took place on Aug. 13, 1874, and on 
this occasion there was gathered prelates 
and high dignitaries from all parts of the 
country. It was in the cathedral also that 
Bishop McLaren was consecrated, Dec. 8, 


1875. Another event which brought to Chi- 


cago scores of prominent churchmen. The 
edifice itself was formally consecrated on 
Dec. 10, 1879, the Rt. Rev. W. C. Doane, 
Bishop of Albany, N. Y., preaching the ser- 
mon, and being attended by a princely reti- 
nue. One of the most famous incidents in 
the history of the cathedral was the tria) of 
the Rev. Dr. Cheney, now a Bishop of the 
Reformed Episcopal Church, a trial which 
aroused intense interest in the old world as 
well as this by reason of its dramatic feat- 
ures and its important effect upon the 
church. 


Gifts to the Cathedral. 

From time to time the cathedral has been 
improved and beautified by the addition of 
costly gifts from parishes and individuals. 
There are a number of handsome stained 
glass windows presented as mefhorials by 
parishes in the Chicago diocese when it was 
aimed to make the cathedral the headquar- 
ters for the Bishop, and it was the desire 
of the Episcopalians to have it all that 
money, art, and cultured taste could de 
vise. An interesting feature of the interior 
is an elaborate stone font given by James 
Carter in memory of his wife, Helen Ander- 
son Carter, and bearing the inscription, 
“She Has Done What She Could.” <A 
brass eagle lectern attests the fidelity and 
devotion of W. F’. Whitehouse, who, early 
in the history of the parish, laid the founda- 
tion for the subsequent choral service by 
training a few boys in chanting. G. 8S. 
Norris of Baltimore, contributed costly 
brass standards as a memorial of Hugh 
Davey Evans, and there are numerous oth- 
er evidences of the esteem in which the old 
church was at one time held. 

Mr. Wright, the retiring rector of the 
parish, is a man of force, scholarly attain- 


merits, and good business ability—the pos- 


session of this last quality is made plain in 
the fact that he was able to carry on the 
affairs of the cathedral for seven years, dur- 
ing most of which period he was without 
funds. Mr. Wright i¢ a Michigan product, 
a graduate from the university of that 
State. He é#tudied theology in the General 
Theological Seminary, New York, and after 
ordination was given a pulpit.in St. John’s 


‘Church, Saginaw, Mich. From there. he 


came to Chicago in 1889, preaching for nine 
months in Morgan Park, until in 1890 he 
was placed in charge of.the cathedral par- 
ish: A man of original ideas, kindly. in 
manner, and of dignified appearance, Mr.

One week has seen over 
95,000 head of cattle and more than 300,000 
head-of hogs taken off the cars. In one 
month over 385,000 head of cattle, 1,112,000 
head of hogs, and nearly 400,000 head of 
sheep have been received, while the largest 
of stock In any one year amounted 


- to 8,500,655 cattle, 8,600,805 hogs, 3,590,755 


sheep, and 113,193 horses. 

The total value of live stock received at 
the yards last year was $187,745,193, while 
during the thirty-one years of the existence 
of the corporation the vast value of $4,567,- 
978,166 has passed through the yards. 

It seems almost incredible that in thirty- 
one years 51,815,139 cattle should have fouhd 
their way dnto this city and into the sham- 
bles, to say nothing of the 160,438,972 hogs 
and $3,670,776 sheep, making with the horses 
and calves a grand total of 248,826,937 living 
creatures. 

All of this vast business is transacted 
without friction and at the comparatively 

charge to owners of 25 cents per 
head for cattle, eight cents for hogs, and 15 
cents for calves.

WONDER THE SECOND— 

The Drainage Canali. 

The great drainage canal is a wonder of 
the world, as well as of Chicago, for it is by 
far the most serious canal bullding scheme 
ever undertaken. There are several other 
ship canals that are longer, and two or three 
that are wider and a trifle deeper, but the 
Chicago canal, excavated for the most*part 
through the solid rock, is the costliest and 
demands the most laborious toil of all. 

The canal will extend from Lake Michigan 
to Joliet, a distance of forty miles, and as 
s00n as the government has continued the 
work by deepening ‘and widening the bed 
of the lllinois River ships can sail from 
Lake Michigan to the Mississippi. 

The portion between Chicago and Lockport 
is twenty-eight miles long, 161 feet wide at 
the water line, and twenty-two feet deep. 
The first earth was broken on Sept. 8, 1898. 
Up to Jan. 1 of this year there had been ex- 
pended $27,500,000 on the work. 

A comparative statement will show the 
enormous labor of constructing the canal. 
Out of 40,000,000 cubic feet of material re- 
moved 12,000,000 cubic yards are solid rock, 
the balance glacial drift, mostly bowlders. 
The material, deposited in Lake Michigan, in 
water forty feet deep, would form an island 
+ mile square, eight feet above the water 

ne. 

Suez Canal, although 100 miles long, 190 
feet wide, and twenty-six feet deep, was 
child’s play to construct in comparison, for 
its 80,000,000 cubic feet‘of excavation in- 
cluded but 45,000 feet of rock. The Baltic 
or North Sea:.Canal, sixty-one miles long, 
219 feet wide, and twenty-nine feet deep, 
was an all-earth excavation. 

The work of excavation is almost done. 
There remain to be completed the retaining 
walls at Lockport and the controlling works 
for preperly delivertng the water into the 
Desplajnes Valley. Soon the greatest en- 
gineering work of its kind the world has ever 
seen will be completed, and the waters of 
Lake Michigan will be carried on their way 
to join the Father of Waters, carrying with 
them the polluting sewage of the great city, 
and affording not only a wide, deep water- 
way tothe gulf, but assuring to Chicago, for 
all time, that priceless boon, an inexhausti- 
ble and absolutely pure water supply. 


FIRST CIVILIZED MEN 
TO SEE CHICAGO RIVER. 


Recently Found Monograph Accords This Honor 
to the-Fwo French Explorérs Rodisson 
and Des Groseilliers. 


“THEY VISITED THIS 


ISTORIANS interested in the early 
days of Chicago and its vicinity have 
just been treated to a great surprise. 
The foremost living French-Amer- 

d ican historian puts forth the claim 
that Chicago and the region around it 
were explored by white men as early as 1659, 
nearly fifteen years before the time first 
get fer that event. 

The question which has thus been brought 
up is an interesting one, and is certain to bo 
the subject of lively discussion among the 
growing number of students of the early 
history of the upper lake country. The 
man who advances this theory, and who 
stoutly supports it, is Benjamin Sulte of 
Ottawa, Canada, a historian whose reputa- 
tion extends to two continents. The men 
upon whom he confers this honor are two

The Great Grain Elevators. 


Chicago handles the bulk of the grain 
trado of the United States—everybody knows 
that. Naturally and necessarily, its ele- 
vators are the largest and most wonderful in 
the world. One of these, Armour Annex B, 
has a capacity of 3,500,000 bushels of wheat, 
which—barring Armour's Elevator D and 
annex, 3,000,000 bushels capacity, and Ar- 
mour’s Elevator A and B, 2,500,000 bushels— 
will hold twice as much grain as any other 
two elevators in the world. 

There stand in Chicago today a chain of 
elevators capable of storing 41,350,000 
bushels of grain. These are the public ele- 
vators known as class ‘‘A,’’ under the in- 
spection of the State Ratlroad and Ware- 
house commission. Aside there are many 
smaller elevators that are outside the juris- 
diction of the commission. 

But all grails coming into the open market 
and bought and sold upon the floor of the 
Board of Trade must be housed in one of 
the great ‘‘A’’ class elevators, where it is 
inspected and from which it is delivered. 

An idea of the vast volume of the grain 
trade of Chicago may be conveyed by citing 
the fact that last year 120,449 carloads of 
grain were received at the public ware- 
houses of Chicago. There were in addition 
806,445 carloads inspected on track, which 
did not go into the elevators.

The Masonic Temple. 

Mayor Harrison considers the Masonic 
Temple one of the seven wonders of Chicago. 
It is not now the largest building in the city, 
although it was for some years. Now the 
Monadnock, the Great Northern structures, 
and one or two others divide the honor de- 
rived from mere size. But it iscertainly the 
tallest building in,the city, and, with one 
exception, in the world. 

In point of cost, magnificence, solidity of 
construction, originality of design, and art- 
istic handling this great building is deemed 
the most wonderful office building in the 
world, not only by the Mayor, but by the 
architectural fraternity and builders.

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WONDER THE FIFTH— 


The System of Water Supply. 

As soon as the great drainage channel has 
been completed Chicago will have the best 
and most inexhaustible water supply in the 
world, for the cold, sparkling water from the 
great take will no longer be contaminated 
by the city’s sewage. 

The present waterworks were started in 
1851 at the eastern end of Chicago avenue. 
In 1864 the work of boring the first tunnel 
under the river to a crib two miles out in the 
lake was begun. 

As the demand for water grew with the 
growth of the city two additional tunnels, 
each seven feet in diameter, were bored. 
Still the demand increased and in 1887 the 
great work upon the four milecrib, with the 


‘eight foot tunnel, was commenced. Theland 


end is located at Park row and the water 
was turned in first in 1892. 

In 1889 the Lake View tunnel to thetwo 
mile crib located north of the first crib was 
begun. This work was completed in 1896, 
the water going to supply the Halsted street 
and Montrose boulevard pumping works. 

The Hyde Park tunnel, which was built by 
the old Village of Hyde Park in 188, and 
was located one mile from the shore, was 
superseded by a new crib a mile further out 
in 1892. The tunnel was carried outsto the 
crib and a metropolitan water supply af- 
forded the residents of the South Side.

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‘A week ago, at the banquet given by the Norwegians of Chicago in honor of the explorer, Fridtjof Nansen, Mayor Carter 
H. Harrison spoke of the city’s new drainage canal as one of the “ world’s wonders.” He was responding to the toast “ Chicago,” 
and he mentioned the canal, partly as an illustration of the city’s progress, partly because the work itself is so great that no 
mention of the Chicago of today and of the future is complete without it. However it may be looked upon, it is a wonder; but itis 
not the only wonder that Chicago owns. In spite of the city’s youth there are many ofthem. Some are recognized as wonders by 
Chicagoans as well as by strangers; with some, familiarity has bred neglect, though not contempt, and strangers alone appreciate 
all, however, are worthy more than passing notice, and some few belong among the list of the wonders of the world. 


In a letter to THe SunpaY Trisunse, a facsimile of which is given here, Mayor Harrison has named those which he thinks 
are most worthy to take place in a list of “ Ohicago’s Seven Wonders ”the great works which mark the standing of the city 
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WONDER THE SIXTH— 

Rallroad Track Elevation. 

In point of expenditure of money and in 
comparison with other work of a similar 
nature, Chicago stands ahead of the world 
in the matter of steam railroad track ele- 
vation... In fact, Chicago has today within 
its corporate Hmits more miles of elevated 
tracks than all the cities of the world put 
together. 

A great part of the credit for the inau- 
guration of the system is due to Mr. O'Neill, 
the engineer in charge of the work. Today 
the work done and contracts let represent 
forty-four miles of elevated track, double 
the amount of all such tracks in all the 
Eastern cities. 

In England track elevation is upon fron 
structures, that are noisy in comparison 
with Chicago’s plan, which requires earth 
embankments. When the work is com- 
pleted, ten years from now, there will be be- 


there will have been expended $25,000,000, all 
by the railroads, which have to pay for the 
work. Already thirty of these crossings are 
completed. 

Twenty-eight trunk lines areaffected. The 
maximum height over the street is 18% feet, 
the minimum 12 feet. In some instances 
the street is slightly depressed. 

At one point, near Sixteenth street on 
Clark, fifteen lines pass under the street, and 
a little further along the St. Charles Air 
Line, Santa Fé, and their allied lines pass 
overhead. The most remarkable crossing in 
the world ie at the Coliseum, where the 
“Alley L” passes over the Illinois Central 
tracks and then over the trolley surface 
road. 

Philadelphia has only two and a half.miles 
of elevated track, New York but six miles 
of elevation and tunnel, Boston but five and 
a half miles, Brockton, Mass., two and a 
half miles. 

It is pointed out that these elevated cross- 
ings, aside from saving hundreds of lives, 
will be the means of permitting trains to get 
into the depots at nearly express speed. It 
will enable all of the roads to do what the 
Tilinois Central is doing in the way of afford- 
ing rapid transit to the suburbs. 

And the wonder of it all is that the cor- 
porations foot the bills.

The Parks and Boulevards. 

The park and boulevard system of. the 
City of Chicago is at once the wonder and 
the envy of the.world. Nowhere.else has 
provision been made for so comprehensive 
and so magnificent an environment of beauty 
spots. Not even the municipalities of the old 
world can boast of magnificent. boulevards 
which permit-.one to drive from park to park, 
from one end of the city to the other, as here 
in Chicago. ‘SF 

The present system of parks and boule- 
vards was devised and legalized in 1869. One 
of the admirable provisions of the law is the 
restricting of heavy vehicle traffic to the 
streets and prohibiting it upon the boulo- 
vards. : { _ 

The South Park board controls an area of 
995 acres of parks and over twenty miles of . 
boulevards. This. board ‘controls: Jackson 
Park’s 524 .acres, Washingtdn: Park’s 871 
acres, Gage Park’s. twenty acres, Midway 
Plaisance, and all of the boulevards of the 
South Side. .- eee “eet 

The great park and boulevard systems of 
the West Side are in the hands of the West 
Park board, which ‘controls ‘596 ‘acres of 
parks and. over twenty miles of boulevards, 
Humboldt Park has 200 acres, Garfield Park 
185 acres, Douglas Park 179 acres, and 
Union Park fourteen acres. There are also 
Wicker Park, Jefferson Park, Vernon Park, 
and Campbell Park. "

haps the loveliest piece of park land in the 
West. 

The parks and boulevards of the city 
were unquestionably carried out far in ad. 
vance of the needs of the city at the time of 
their fncepticn. But, if the land had not 
been bought when it was, it would foreyer 
have been impossible to secure it. Time 


has proved the foresight and wisdom of the 


men who in 1869 were derided for their ex- 
travagance. They saw better than critics 
the future demands of the metropolis of the 
West. Chicago has bought and paid for a 
princely pleasure ground system unequaled 
in any city on earth.

The height to the cornice of this great 
building at the corner of State and Ran- 
dolph streets is 226 feet; to the floor of the 
roof garden 269 feet.

Masons are progressive men, and it is not 
surprising that deep thoughts underlie the 
Masonic Temple. There is much more to it 
than an effort to present the culmination of 
nineteenth century construction. The foun- 
dation of cement and steel beams, the con- 
struction of steel columns and girders with 
a thin veneer of brick, the use of elevators 
have been carried to the extreme limit, and 
it is highly improbable that a structure of 
this size and cost for this purpose will ever 
again be reared in any part of the world. 


The last great tunneling feat of Chi@igo 
is the new tunnel now in course of construc- 
tion from the foot of Lake street. This tun- 
nel will be four miles long under the lake, 
with a diameter of ten feet. It will extend 
under land to North Green street and Grand 
avenue, a mile and a half, where it will divide 
into two portions, one running northwest 
about three miles to North avenue and For- 
tieth avenue, the other southwest about 
two miles to Twelfth street and Central 
Park avenue. This work will cost 
$2,500,000. 

Then Chicago will have fourteen miles of 
great tunnels under the lake, the greatest en- 
gineering feat of its kind in the world. 
These tunnels average in size from five feet, 
the diameter of the first Chicago avenue tun- 
nel, to the ten feet of the tunnel now in the 
couf®e of construction. 


says that they spent three years. If he 
is to be believed, the two Frenchmen, who 
had a faculty of making friends among the 
savages, explored the interior of America 
from Sault Ste. Marie almost to the Gulf 
of Mexico. He distinctly states that they 
reached a climate where it never snows nor 
freezes, and where the earth brings forth 
its fruit twice a year. Moreover, he con- 
tinues, he met people dwelling upon the salt 
water, meaning the Gulf of Mexico, and he 
saw a barrel broken as the Spaniards broke 
barrels. 

After their return from their voyage the 
two Frenchmen undertook a second one, to 
Lake Superior. There is plenty of evidence 
to corroborate Radisson’s statement that 
during this voyage they not only went to 
the head of Lake Superior, but that they 
penetrated into the interior of northern 
Wisconsin and northeastern Minnesota. 
They wére certainly the first white men 
to view the Pictured Rocks of Lake Su- 
perior, to admire the Apostie Islands, to 
visit the sites of the present Cities of Ash- 
land, Duluth, and Superior, and to visit the 
Sioux of Minnesota.

' Claims Strongly Supported. 

Supported, as it is, by co eminent an au- 
thority as Benjamin Suite, the claim that 
Radisson and Groseilliers visited the site 
of Chicago in 1659 must be treated with re- 
spect. Nobody has delved more deeply into 
the mines of French-American history than 
Sulte. .Hq@ has written a history of ithe 
French-Canadians, as well as one of the 
country of the great lakes during the French 


not widely known, but greatly valued by 
savants, have likewise come from his pen. 
His standing in the realm of knowledge may 
be judged from the fact that heis prominent 
in such organizations as the Royal Society of 
Canada and the British Association for the 
Advancement of Science. Only last August, 
before the latter association, he read a pa- 
per in which he summed up his conclusions 
regarding the origin of his people—for he is 
a French-Canadian by descent-from one of 
the soldiers of Montcalm who did not leave 
Canada when the British colors were hoisted 
above the citadel at Quebec.

_“ As he [Radisson] woyld not admit for a 
moment that his brother-in-law pussessed 
more of the spirit of adventure than himself, 
they agreed upon the incredible plan of pen- 
etrating into the West and Northwest by 
means only of their personal resotirces, to 
trade with the Indians far beyond the limits 
which that commerce had reached at that 
time. 

‘So far as I can understand from the nar- 
rative which they have left,they set out from 
Three Rivers in September, 1658, and wih- 
tered with the Amikoues, or Nation of the 
Castor or Beaver, often called the Nez

“Then you are not much impressed by the 
spirituality of the modern journalistic ap- 
paratus?” 

American Newspapers Dressed Down. 

“The American newspaper,” she replied,

Fir Sapling Cutters Are Swarming in 


Maine and the -Demand Is 
Unprecedented. 


Orland, Me., Dec. 8.—The Christmas tree 
hunters, who began about twenty years ago 
to cut the most promising sapling firs from 
the Maine hills for the New York and Bos- 
ton holiday markets, are all over Maine this 

“year loading vessels on the seaboard and 


whole trains of cars inland with the greenery 


ethat will decorate many houses. For four or 
five years it has been estimated that from 
a half to three-fourths of a million of these 
trees were cut in Maine every season. This 
year the dealers have contracts for more 
‘than a million, and nearly every one will 
make-his orders overrun, so it is likely that 
Muine will send out more than a million and 
@ quarter of firs betweea now and Dec. 15. 
- In addition to firs, which are used almost 
exclusively for Christmas trees, the con- 
tractors have large orders for the ground 
pine, or lycopodium, a species of creeping 
evergreen which grows everywhere in dry, 
shady woods. Many barrels of wild raisins, 
a shrubbery plant that bears a profusion 
of coral red berries which hang to the gray 
limbs all winter, are also chipped to the 
¢ities for making wreaths and adding bright 
bits of color to the prevailing greenery. The 
“ground pine is crowded into sacks or pressed 
In bales like hay, but the berries must be 
more tenderly cared for, as they are liable 
to drop off under hard usage. 

Little l&bor and less care are required in 
preparing the trees for market. One man 
@uts the trees in the thickets and trims them 
Blightly to free the base from limbs; another 
man ties the trees in bundles of ten to fifteen,

Amusing Experiments. 

Many of Professor Ferguson's experiments 
were amusing. One of the members of the 
School board is Dr. H. D. Squire, a leading 
physician of the city and a stubborn enemy 
of Professor Ferguson's hypnotic experti- 
ments. He was at the board meeting when 
the matter was taken up and took a deter- 
mined stand against the practice. Yet Dr.

By suggestion she was permitted to 
listen to strains of sweet music and to smell 
the perfume of flowers, and was permitted 
to remain amid these surroundings an hour, 
when she was awakened, fully relieved of her 
unpleasant sensations. 

Scores of teachers have been relieved in 
the same manner. They called it magnetism, 
and were astounded when they were awak- 
ened to the fact that they had been healed 
by hypnotism. 

In experimenting with children the pro- 
fessor’s favorite procedure was to take the 
child under his influence without placing her 
in a hypnotic sleep, and to order her to close 
her eyes. After they were shut she was told 
that she could not openthem. The experi- 
ment, the professor says, was merely to 
amuse the children. 

Starts a Hypnotic School. 

Professor Ferguson will open his school 
of hypnotism on Monday evening. Last 
night the school plan was tested and adver- 
ticed by an informal gathering at the artist's 
home on North Fifth street, among those 
invited being several teachers in the public 
schools.

The Sheboygan Svengali, it is commonly 
believed, causes children unacquainted with 
the rudiments of music to play Beethoven's 
symphonies, Von Suppé’s operas, and the 
most difficult piano music.

Experimenting Two Years. 


Professor Ferguson’s experiments in hyp- 
notism as applied to school children havéd 
been in progress nearly two years, having 
begun when he became connected with the 
public schools two years ago. He became 
interested in magnetism twelve years ago 
while in Wellington, O., when he instantly 
but accidentally relieved his wife of a se- 
vere headache by placing his head against 
hers. The contact, he says, was for but a 
second.. He experienced a sharp momentary 
pain, and when it passed away Mrs. Fer- 
g1son was cured of her ailment. Then 
he began the study of the science, accom- 
panying his research with personal experi- 
ments.: He took up magnetic healing and 
hypnotism, procured French and German 
works dealing with the subject, and began 
experiments on the lines laid down by Paris 
and Berlin experts. He pursued his stud- 
les while in the East and continued them 
after coming to Sheboygan. He is an ar- 
tist of ability and derived a good income 
from his brush, and his acceptance of a 
position in the public schools surprised his 
friends. Now, however, it is believed he 
was inspired to abandon a great part of 
his art work to instruct the young by the 
vpportunity presented in the position for 
the practice of the science of hypnosis in 
the schools, where thousands of excellent 
subjects could be found, and where the ex- 
periments could be conducted with the 
greatest ease.

Investigation by School Board. 


Superintendent of Schools Hel 
a thorough investigation of tytn os 
hypnotism in the schools of the city, and 
has been assisted by Professor John E. Rior- 
dan, principal of the high school, and the 
members of the Schoo! board. The disccv- 
eries that have been made concerning Pro- 
fessor Ferguson's experiments have aston- 
ished ‘the school authorities and aroused the 
indignation of parents. It has not been 
ascertained that any child has been wronged 
or has been improperly treated, but it has 
been learned that in every school in the 
city, and in every department of each school, 
and in all grades, this Svengali in real life 
has found subjects, They number not only 
the majority of the pupils in the schools 
but many of the teachers. While Professor 
Ferguson has conducted scores of exhibi- 
tions, as he calls them, in which pupils 
formed the subjects and other pupils were 
spectators these are but a few instances, ac- 
cording to the professor's admissions today 
where hypnotism has been practiced in the 
schools. If a teacher had a headache Pro- 
fessor Ferguson made a few magical passes 
with his hands, gazed steadily in her eyes 
until the lids dropped, told her she was well 
and snapped his fingers. And the pain was 
gone. If a pupil's memory was poor the 
science of suggestion was applied, and her 
memory was made retentive; if a pupil had 
a lame wrist and could not copy his exer- 
cises the professor’s hand was passed gently 
over the crippled member and it became 
well. If in the school football scrimmage 
a half back received a kick in the ribs and 
was apparently incapacitated for school 
work Professor Ferguson drove away the 
pain, reduced the swelling, and had the boy 
in school the nextday.

ments in hypnotism and demonstrations of 
how the subject is placed in hypnosis and 
how recalled, and in what manner the sug- 
gestions are given. Professor Ferguson ex- 
plained that he believes hypnotism a God- 
given power for good, and that clairvoyancy 
is an example of a higher type of civiliza- 
tion.and mind development, toward which 
the race is gradually ascending.

OLD PAPYRLINTOM 


Chicago University Gets Val- 
uable Find from Egypt. 


BEST EVER IN AMERICA. 


‘Manuscripts May Prove to Be of 


Priceless Worth. 


DECIPHERING WORK BEGUN. 


HICAGO has come into the possession 

within the last few weeks of what 

promises to be the most valuable 

collection of ancient writings ever 

on this side of the Atlantic Ocean. 
Through the efforts of Edgar J. Goodspeed 
of the Chicago University, son of the Sec- 
retary of the institution, it has secured the 
latest and most promising find of manu- 
scripts made in Egypt in years. In the 
neighborhood of 200 or 800 complete pieces 
of papyri in a good state of preservation 
are included in the collection, besides hun- 
dreds of fragments. 

This collection of manuscripts, of which 
such interesting things are expected, comes 
from a most mysterious source. They were 
found by an old Argb Sheik while digging 
about in the sands somewhere along the 
bank of the Nile. He took pains to conceal 
the place of discovery, but he offered the 
bundle of old papyri for sale, and at length 
it found its way to Dr. Petrie, who is con- 
ducting the principal work of excavation 
and exploration in Egypt. Through Dr. 
Breasted of the Chicago University the op- 
portunity came to purchase the possibly 
priceless writings, and Mr. Goodspeed, who 
holds a fellowship in New Testament Greek 
at the university and is an ardent student 
of old manuscripts, jumped at the chance. 
The bargain was completed several months 
ago, but the precious relics have just 
reached Chicago. They are now reposing 
safely in the vault at Cobb Hall. 


Are Nearly 2,000 Years Old. 


It is supposed by the two or three scholars 
who have already glanced at this collection 
of papyri that they were found in the neigh- 
borhood of what was once the City of Asioot 
or Asiut. They were written in Greek dur- 
ing or before the time of the Roman occupa- 
tion of Egypt, and some few of them, par- 
tially deciphered, show a date approximat- 
ing 160 A. D., or during the reign of Emperor 
Hadrian. But there are many others not 
yet investigated which are evidently of a 
much older writing and give promise of 
some most interesting results. Among them 
is a fragment of Homer of great value, and 
the chances of finding another scrap of the 
New Testament of a similar nature to that 
recently discovered in Egypt are thought 
bright. 

The papyri were shipped to this country 
wrapped in cotton in two large tin boxes. 
Those manuscripts expected to prove of the 
most value are in long rolls, about six inches 
long and half an inch to an inch and a half 
in diameter, implying a total length of the 
scroll, when unrolled, of.from two to six 
feet. Some’of the rolls are doubled itn the 
middie, others are sealed with sealing wax, 
and many of the smaller enrolled pieces are 
strung ona string asifona file. Some ofthe 
seals and strings still remain. The papyrus 
itself was made of strips of pith laid side by 
side and covered with a similar mat of strips 
laid at right angles, the whole pressed to- 
gether tightly. Many of the pleces of this 


costly paper which Mr. Goodspeed received 


show this structure plainly, and several dif- 
ferent grades of the paper are plainly shown. 
That writing materials were costly in Cleo- 
patra’s time is shown from the fact That 
much of the papyrus has been written on 
both sides, literary manuscripts being used 
later for notes and business memoranda. 


What the Writings Are. 


The large rolis of papyrus Mr. Goodspeed 
has not yet touched, preferring to wait for 
the assistance of Dr. Breasted, who is an 
expert in the handling and deciphering of 
ancient manuscripts. But many of the 
smaller pieces he has carefully flattened 
out and mounted between sheets of glass, 
and has already made considerable prog- 
ress in deciphering them. 

The manuscripts are found to be principal- 
ly commercial documents of Hadrian's time, 
with a few pieces of a literary nature. In 
the days in which they were written the 
Romans farmed out the collection of taxes, 
intrusting the work to various contractors. 
The receipts and statements which the lat- 
ter made in their accountings with the goy- 
ernment officials compose the bulk of the 
smaller fragments. They are interspersed 
with business letters and memoranda of a 
commercial nature. Frequently scraps of 
large manuscripts have been taken and 
used for hasty figuring and notes of trans- 
actions. ' 

Following is Mr. Goodspeed’s statement 
of what a week’s work accomplished in de- 
ciphering the papyrti. 

“I put about fifty pieces under or between 


| glass; some of these, while they are only 


fragments, are quite large, say eight and a 
half by six inches. Others—some thirty or 
more commercial memoranda—while small 
are complete. I find also the Homer frag- 
ment to which Professor Sayce called at- 
tention when he looked over the pleces in 
Egypt. It consists of fragments of two 
columns, containing sixty-seven lines in all, 
beginning with the first line of book vill. of 
the Iliad. The number of such fragments 
of Homer on papyrus known is of course 
small, and thig fragment we régard as a 
treasure. It is quite legible and is on stout 
papyrus. 


Some of the Features. 


“ Another good find is a letter from the 
Governors or pretors of a district, appar- 
ently Arsinoe, to another officer dealing with 
some naval affairs or seamen. The hand ig 
a beautiful uncial, some of the letters being 
half an inch high. It ends with the usual 
‘ Good bye’ found at the end of Greek let- 

ers. 

‘‘ Another piece, unfortunately fragment- 
ary, refers twice to Bubastis, apparently as 
the seat of the writer’s business, and to 
fElius Hadrian, early in whose reign, say 
about 117 A. D., the document seems to have 
been written. The paragraphs which follow 
have to.do with business that was apparent- 
ly transacted at Bubastis in Hadrian’s day. 

“In the smaller box which we received 
there are some forty fragments worth 
studying. One of them Isa very dirty roll of 
some size. But the other box is what I ex- 
pect most from, although I am far from 
being disappointed in this one, on which I 
have put the greater portion of my time so 
far. While none of the papyri I have yet 
handied excels in size or importance the 
mathematical fragment Edward E. Ayer 
brought from Egypt a year ago and put in 
the Field Museum, yet when we get into the 
larger bcex it is easily possible some of the 
rolls may do so. 


Curious Business Documents. 


“It is instructive to observe how some of 
these pieces are inscribed in a-fine uncial of 
the literary sort on one side, while the 
other is scrawled over in a hasty, running 
hand, with calculations or notes. I found 
one little piece rolled up and sealed with 
two seals. The wax is still in place, but the 
design stamped on it I could not distinguish. 
Perhaps one is an eagle. I wonder if this 
does not indicate that each of the contract- 
ing parties affixed his seal. The bit seems 
to be commercial or business in character, 
and this would account for the two seals. 

** Another little roll I examined a few days 
ago had a string run through it and back 
again, piercing the layers each time, the 
ends being tied outside. The idea was ap- 
parently to secure the roll. The string is 
still in a fair state of preservation. If the 
knot was originally sealed the wax is gone. 
Evidently a bookcase in those days con- 
sisted of huge sets of small pigeon holes 
into which these rolls were thrust for keep- 


ing. 
Possibilities in the Find. 


“My last observations have been directed 
to a number of large business memoranda 
on long strips of papyrus. I find a number 
of them dated thus: ‘ Year 22 of Antonius 
Cesar.’ If this means Antonius Pius, Ha- 
drian’s successor, the date would be about 
A. D. 166, a year-+or so before the Em- 
peror’s death. There are from 75 to 100 of 
these memoranda alone, and most of them, 
I judge, bear this date. They will furnish 
me with plenty of work until Dr. Breasted 
is able to give his assistance, when we will 
begin on the large rolls, and, I hope, make 
some valuable discoveries.”’ 


Several months, possibly years, will be. 


needed to complete the work of translat- 
ing the whole of the papyri. To ordinary in- 
dividuals the task of deciphering the 
old Greek characters and words seems ut- 
terly impossible—it is “‘ all Greek ” to com- 
mon folk. But to the students of such 
things the small, indistinct fragments and 
partially erased characters are a mine of 
informatiOn in which the.scholare delve 
with the keenest delight and with most 
interesting retuyns. Mr.. Goodspeed’s col- 
lection of manuscripts will keep himself 
and Dr. Breasted dmused through all their 
spare time during the coming winter. Each 
of the larger pieces of papyri will be pre- 
served between sheets of glass, and then 
carefully translated.

POWERFUL ELECTRIC BATTERY. 

For the last two years Professor Trow- 
bridge, director of the Jefferson physical 
laboratory of Harvard, has been perfecting 
a battery for electrical discharges. It is 
now the most powerful apparatus of its 
kind in the world, and has already been 
used in several investigations of the X ray 
It is the only battery strong enough to 
send a discharge through an X ray tube; 
all other batteries send the spark around 
the tube. It has been uséd repeatedly to 
show the skeleton of the hand. 

An idea of its power can be had from 
the fact that it has a voltage of 1,200,000, 
and the voltage required to run an electric 
car is only 500. This instrument can evolve 
a spark fifty inches in length, and in doing 
so gives a loud report like lightning. 

Professor Trowbridge has lately been 
able to prove by this apparatus that the 
length of the spark is accurately propor- 
tional to the voltage. This fact, which 
has long been doubted by various German 
scientists, can be used to ascertain the 
voltage required to send a flash of light- 
ning a given distance.—Boston Daily Gicbe.

NEW YORK’S NEW DISTINCTION. 


After Jan. 1 It Will Be the Greatest 
Lutheran City in the 
World. 


In the present City of New York the three 
religious denominations most largely rep- 
resented in the population are the Roman 
Catholic, the Presbyterian, and the Meth- 
odist. There are eighty-nine Catholic 
churches in New York City, fifty-eight Pres- 


byterian churches, and sixty-eight Methodist } 


churches. The number of churches of a re- 
ligions denomination is not, however, of it- 
self a guide to the church membership, for 
there are eighty-five Episcopal churches in 
New York, though the number of Episco- 
palians is materially lese than the number 
of Presbyterians. The explanation of such 
disparities is found in the fact that, asa gen- 
eral rule, Presbyterian churches are larger 
and more generally attended than Episcopal 
churches, and the Roman Catholic churches 
are filled not once or twice on Sunday, but 
as often as half a dozen times in many cases. 
There.are thirty-one Lutheran churches in 
the City of New York, but in Brooklyn, with 
@ population half as great, there are thirty- 
six Lutheran churches. The German Luther- 
an population in Brooklyn is larger than it 
is in New York, and, moreover, Brooklyn 
has a very large Scandinavian 
almost exclusively made - of 
After Jan. 1, it is claimed, New Y:

Dressed All in Velvet. 


One beautiful Frenchwoman was all in 
velvet from head to foot, black velvet and 
brilliant orange velvet in several shades, 
while ber hat was of black velvet, with black 
plumes and white velvet trimmings. . It 
was the richest costume that I ever saw. 
She is a Duchess of the old régime, and 
showed her thousand years of titled ances- 
tors in her delicate patrician face. 

The black velvet skirt of her gown was 
made clinging and slender, with a slight 
train and a small bustle. It had no trim- 
ming whatever. 

The bodice was in blouse fashion in deep, 
rich orange velvet. The front was slashed 
up in points,from the waist to show pieces 
of a still deeper orange velvet let in, the 
edges of the slashes being piped with still 
another shade of orange. The belt was a 
folded ceinture of deep orange velvet, and 
below this was a full basque of the blouse 
cut away a few inches from the front. The 
stock matched the orange of the ceinture 
and was laid in close folds, fastening with- 
out ornamentation at the back with hocks 
and loops. Above it was a ruche of three 
different shades of orange tulle setting far 
out from the back but graduating toward 
the front. 

The sleeves were tight and wrinkled all the 
way, the effect in velvet being unusual. At 
the top was a little fullness, and the wrists 
flared over the hands ina point, with three 
orange tulle frills for finish. 

There were several other velvet gowns 
worn at this tea—some perfectly plain, oth- 
ers trimmed with fur, and others with fine 
gold embroidery. There were also a num- 
ber of brilliantly colored velvet blouses worn 


smooth over the hips and raised at the back 
over a light feather bone cushion or bustle. 
There is no stiffening in the skirt, no heavy 
haircloth or‘canvas to weight one. down, 
only a silk lining of fine, heavy quality, and 
a strip: of featherbone set Into the édge to 
keep it from clinging in about the ankles. ,, 

In fact, gowns are now made in the light- 
‘est and most comfortable manner, nothing 


is exaggerated anywhere, no, huge sleeves, 


heavy with. stiffening; no cumbersome 
skirts, too heavy to hold, the only objec- 
tionable thing being the dip train, which is 
not agreeable nor healthful, but it is the 
fashion and we must accept it while it lasts. 
The bustle is so small and light at present 
that no one could possibly object to it. 

About the bottom of this skirt was a band 
of the passementerie, bordered on each side 
with the velvet ribbon. 

The bodice is fitted to the figure, but with- 
out seams. It is cut open in front In an 
odd shape to show a draped vest of the green 
mousseline de soie- over white satin shirred 
into a ruche down the middle. The edges are 
bordered with the passementerie and velvet. 
The stock and belt are of black silk velvet 
laid in close, tight folds, and fastened in- 
visibly. 


Ruche of Black Tulle. 


Above the stock is a large ruche of black 
tulle made extremely full at the back in or- 
der to hang down over the etock like a huge 
rosette. 

The sleeves are small, but have considera- 
ble fullness at the shoulder. They flare over 
the hands in points. 

The costume in the center 1s Of cream white 
cloth of a heavy quality, trimmed with coarse 
ecru Venetian lace, picked out with jet 
beads and bordered with black velvet rib- 
bon.. The gewn is brightened by the stock 
and belt of brilliant copper green velvet, 
shading to an intense bluette shade. 

The skirt of the gown is made after the 
Jatest fashion, just described, with the dip 
and small bustle. About the bottom ir a 
cut cut piece of the lace let into the cloth, 
and bordered with velvet ribbon. This band 
in deeper in front than at the sides or back. 
the skirt is lined with cream white silk. 

The bodice is fitted to the rigure ia the back, 
but is in full blouse style in front, with a 
marrow vest of the lace let in the sume width 
all the way. 

Over the shoulders extend bretelles of the 
lace, broadening in square tabs below the 
belt. These bretelles pass outside the cein- 
ture, which is laid in close folds, and fastens 
with hooks and loops. 

The sleeves are made in gathered rows up 
and down, the frills of cloth being bordered 
with black velvet ribbon, and the wrists 
finished by frills of ecru lace. 

About the throat is a huge ruche of fine 
crisp ecru lace, made as full as possible, and 
fastened in front with rosettes of black 


velvet. ' 
New Combination Suit. 


The remaining gown is a combination suit, 
consisting of a cloth skirt and a plaid vel- 
vet blouse, with a plain velvet ceinture and 
collar. 

The skirt is of the darkest green broad- 
cloth, trimmed a good deal about the bot- 
tom with heavy black braid. It is lined 
with the same shade of taffetas and has 
a strip of feather bone let in about the 
hem. 

The bodice of plaid velvet is in the most 
brilliant colors—scarlet, green, blue, orange, 
and purple—barred off in large squares. It 
is gathered full and pouches out over the 
belt all round the figure. In front are out- 
lined bolero forms, with small ruffles of 
black satin bound with black velvet rib- 
bon. The sleeves are of plain dark green 
velvet, because the prevailing tone in the 
plaid is green. These are pushed up over 
the arms in deep wrinkles, and are finished 
at the wrists by plissed frills of black satin. 

The tight belt and stock are of plain green 
velvet, fastened invisibly, the stock being 
finished off by a very full ruche of black 
tulle. The hat is of dark green felt, rather 
small and round, and bound with a row of 
black velvet. A ruche of orange velvet in 
three shades surrounds the crown, and a 
lot of black ostrich plumes make up the rest 
of the trimming. 


At the Palais de Glace. 


In another sketch are shown two gowns 
worn in the afternoon at the Palais de Glace. 

The one in the foreground is of golden 
brown cloth’ with a fine, glossy surface. The 
coat is embroidered all over with narrow 
black velvet ribbon, laid on in a hap ard 
fashion. 

The skirt has a single round binding of the 
black velvet about the bottom and is lined 
with brown silk. 

The coat is fitted to the figure and hasa 
fitted ceinture, with the velvet trimming it 
up and down in parallel rows. Where the 
coat is cut away in front a pointed vest of 
lavender velvet is shown. All the edges of 
the cqat are bound with black velvet. 

The hat is of lavender felt, trimmed with 
masses upon masses of lavender velvet bows 
in different shades of that color, so that 
the hat looks like some sort of a beautiful 
flower. Three brown ostrich plumes finish 
the chapeau.

N “ The School for Saints’’ John Oliver 

Hobbes has accomplished her most im- 

portant work. In the mere matter of 

size it exceeds any story that she has 

yet written. But that is not its only 
claim to be Mrs. Craigie’s most important 
book. It has more plot, more people, and, if 
she will forgive me, more ‘“‘ purpose ”’ than 
any of its predecessors. Real characters, 
notably Disraeli, are introduced into the 
story, which is an absorbing one. 

The hero is Robert Orange, not a partic- 
ularly felicitous name, who develops froma 
romantic, lotus-eating boy into a practical 
man of affairs.

While Mrs. Craigie may not be quite 
as epigrammatic in this story as in some 
others, her wit sparkles, if not on every 
page, certairly in every chapter. “ The 
School for Saints” is a book decidedly out 
of the common, and will add much to its 
author’s reputation. 

Kipling’s Nursery Rhymes. 

What a versatile poet Mr. Kipling is! He 
can write a departmental ditty,. barrack- 
room ballad, or a recessional with equal 
ease, and now he comes along with a book of 
nursery rhymes. These were written to 
accompany the clever drawings. in W. Nich- 
olson's ‘‘ Almanac of Twelve Sports,”’ which 
Mr. R. H. Russell will publish in the course 
of a few days. «Mr. Kipling gives these 
lines as a sort of introduction, so that the 
reader may know that though he writes for 
a sporting calendar he is not a sporting man:

Thank God who made the British Isles_— 


enterprising beyond description for the time 
in which they lived, had advanced toward 
the West and had gathered knowledge of the 
territories of the Northwest. But their nar- 
ration describes their explorations more in 
detail,.and I am happy to make the facts 
known. 


Says They Reached Chicago. 


* It is now clear to whoever wishes to read 
the journal of Radisson that the first voy- 
age took place in 1658, and that the two 
discoverers in 1659 traveled over the coun- 
try around Chicago. It is an important 
event in the annals of that city, and I think 
that the students ef history 
Chicago will reproduce the works of Radis- 
son, with commentaries, as the subject de- 
serves to be closely examined. In reading 
this part of Radisson’s voyages I have be- 
come convinced that from Chicago our two 
Frenchmen retraced their steps to the foot 
of Lake Michigan; that from there they went 
to Green Bay, and that after that they went 
westward as far as the Mississippi River. 
These discoveries, accomplished in 1659 and 
to 1660, are remarkable, and I am certain 
that they will make a stir in the historical 
world. 

** Radisson, being in northern Illinois in 
the spring of 1659, says that the people of 
that region went to Green Bay to sell to the 
Hurons and the Ottawas the light pottery, 
belts of hair, and little shells from the sea 
shore, with which they trimmed their buck- 
skin garments.

landers dashed up the cliffs behind and put 
to rout 8.000 natives and planted the stand- 
ard of the regiment where but a few mo- 
ments before hostile steel had gleamed. 

And who was this stout-hearted piper 
whése Scottish spirit was not to be broken 
by the presence of danger or the pain, of 
wounds? 

Of him no more is known than is told in 


the record which stands on the books of the 


regiment. It reads: *‘ Patrick Findlater, na- 
tive of Insch, Aberdeenshire.’’ . That is all, 
but the subject of it has now a place on the 
roll of honor of the Gordon Highlanders, and 
English arms have taken from an obscure 
Highland village the name of a new hero— 
a name that will not be allowed to pass away 
unremembeped, unhonored, or unsung. 

The fight of the English and loyal native 
troops at Dargai Pass was a notable incident 
in a disturbance to which history will at- 
tach little importance, but which now 
proving a struggle of steadily increasing in- 
terest. It is giving the English soldiers an 
excellent opportunity to show the stuff from 
which the British army is made. It has been 


is

full of stirring incident, full of dangérs, and 
not lacking in heroic deeds. 

The’ most important event which has 
taken place in the campaign was the rushing 
of the Dargai Pass, which occurred on Oct. 
20. The locality is almost a wilderness, 
seemingly inaccessible to troops, yet a safe 
warren for the swarms of Indian rebels who 
have been steadily resisting the advance of 
the English soldiers. 

Early in October the English General 
Kempster was ordered to turn the position 
of .the enemy and clear the surrounding 
territory of the hostile natives. He chosea 
regiment of native Gurkhas and regiments 
of soldiers from Derbyshire, Dorsetshire, 
and the Scottish Highlanders. The Indian 
fanatics -prepared “to resist his advance. 
Armed with modern rifles they scattered 
through the Chagru’Kotal Mountains and 
intrenched themselves on the seemingly in- 
accessible heights that line the Dargai Fass. 
Every valley and every open was exposed to 
the raking fire of their guns. The English 
artillery was of little or no avail in the at- 
tack. The’ key to the situation was the 


Dargai Pass, which had to be taken at all 
hazards. 

The Dargai crest lies at right angles to the 
Chagru crest. It presents a frontal of about 
a mile, the left of which is sheer, precipitous 
rock for 200 yards. To reach the crest there 
is but one path, which is a zigzag water 
course, up which only two men can climb 
abreast. From the valley upward stretch 
three ridge nullahs, which converge to one 
about 400 yards from the cliff on the left, 
where there is a low dip of from 100 to 150 
yards., This dip is exposed to a direct fire 
from the summit of the cliff—a fire which 
converges from three different points—and 
with the range marked down at 200 yards is 
as fearful a passage as any troops could be 
called upon to face. 

Jeneral Kenipster chose the native Gurk- 
has, the Derbyshire regiment, and the Dor- 
setshire mento maketheattack. They were 
ordered to push forward and climb up the 
1.800 feet that led to the zigzag path which 
wound to the summit. The Highlanders 


were placed back in the village to cover the 
The ar- | 


advance with long range Volleys. 


tillery was massed on the neighboring hills 
to shell the heights and keep down, if pos- 
sible, the enemy’s fire as the native Gurkhas 
advanced. The very precipitousness of the 
cliff, however, was a cover at its base. and 
toward this, across the open,-the soldiers 
dashed. 

Then began a fight such as has rarely been 
experienced by the English soldiers of today. 
As the three companies of‘native moun- 
taineers pushed on to the open the summits 
of the crags burst forth in a sheet of flame. 
A thousand rifles crashed in regular volleys 
and hurled destruction down upon the hand- 
ful of men who composed the advance guard. 
Once, twice, and even again the Gurkhas 
made the attempt. As. many times they 
turned back, but at last, urged on by their 
officers, the little decimated band struggled 
across and threw themselves, tired ane dis- 
couraged, under the shelter of the rocks. 
The havoc had been great; the little band 

*had been nearly decimated. 

But the soldiers from England could not 

follow their Indian comrades. The rebels 


| above reserved their cross-fire and, although 


— 


Gurkhas, Dorsets, and Derbys showed on 
the fringe, yet to step into the open meant 
instant death. Captain Robinson of the 
Gurkhas, a brave and dashing officer, at- 
tempted to cross back to the main. body, 
but before he had advanced ten yards he 
sank on the rocks’ mortally © wounded. 
Spurred on by this spectacle of heroism and 
valor the Dorsets again tried to advance in 
support of those who had crossed, and thir- 
teen men struggled into the open only to 
fall before the center had been reached. 
Thirteen braver lives never went out for the 
giory of English arms. They suffered the 
soldier’s fate trying to accomplish what 
they knew to be impossible. 

There have been many moments when the 
fate of English arms hinged upon the valor 
of'a kilted Highland regiment. With the 
bodies of English and native soldiers litter- 
ing the few precious hundred feet that 
meant victory or defeat for General Kcmp- 
ster’s force, he turned, as have many Eng- 
lish Generals turned before him, to the as- 
sistance of the Gordon Highlanders. Helio- 
graph reports were flashed out that the pas-

sage could not be made.- Instantly from the 
direction ofthe village the lines of Scottish 
plaid were seen moving.forward. Bonnet 
plumes danced in the sunlight, setting off 
the miniature forest of gleaming rifle bar- 
rels. On came the Highlanders with swing- 
ing step, the pipes gayly sounding the war 
songs dear to Scottish hearts. 

While they were still safe from the ene- 
my’s fire under the shadow of intervening 
crags their Colonel turned and addressed the 
men: 

** Gordons,” he said, ‘‘ the General has ore 
dered that position to be taken at any cost. 
The Gordons will takeit!’’ 

A ringing cheer was the only answer to 
his words, and in an instant the kilted sol- 
diers were in the open. Rifles cracked from 
above and a stream of lead swept over, 
through, and past them, churning up a dust 
which almost hid the struggling column. 
Shrill and distinct above the din of the bat- 
tle rose the inspiring notes of the ** Cock of 
the North.” 

Suddenly the tune wavered, then ceased, 
Brave Patrick Findlater, the piper of thé« 
regiment, had fallen almost at the first fire, 
His onrushing comrades had no time to car- 
ry him from the field. He was lost to view 
jin the dust and smoke of the fight. But not 
for long. Hardly had the notes ceased when 
from the right of the struggling column, 
where a great bowlder had fallen into the 
open, arose anew the strains of the familiar 
tune. Louder and louder it swelled in its 
rhythm of encouragement, and faltering 
Scots took new heart and dashed onward 
to gain the shelter of the cliffs. Time after 
time-it seemed as if the advancing line 
would be annihilated, but more men sprang 
into the passage and gained the other side. 

Then there was a lull and one had time te 
see how cruel had been the slaughter. Then, 
with a second cheer, mixed Highlanders, 
Dorsets, Gurkhas, Derbys, and Sikhs 
streamed across, the notes of the piper still 
urging them on to success, and the enemy 
seeing their barrier swept away left theiz 
loopholes and rock barricades and rushed 
in headlong flight down the reverse slopes, 
not waiting for the line of steel which waa 
nearly at the crest. 

One hundred and sixty-three soldiers paid 
the penalty of valor in the open before the 
Dargai Pass. Five British officers were 
killed and a dozen others were .wounded. 
When the last vestige of the enemy had dis- 
appeared from the heights above and the 
dead and wounded that littered the open had 
been removed the relief corps found the 
brave Highland piper in his shelter behind 
the rock. His kilts were stained with the 
blood that flowed from three wounds, and 
the strength which had aided him in sound- 
ing the war song of the Gordons had left 
him, but Highland pluck and Highland en- 
durance will bring him through and he will 
live to see again the slopes of his native 
Aberdeen village. 

Such is the story of the fight of Oct. 20 
last at Dargai Pass. Its memory will soon 
be swallowed up in the rush of more im- 
portant events, but it has made a name for 
a hero who has proved again the loyalty and 
pluck of Scottish soldiers. That hero is 
Patrick Findlater, piper of the Gordon High- 
landers, .

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PICTURESQUE TRADES HIDDEN UNDER CHICAGO’S BUSY LIFE. 
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FROM A WASH DRAWING BY H. G. MARATTA. 


ew, 
WAY from the beaten paths of or- 
Gdinary business life, unnoticed or un- 
known by the busy thousands of the 
teeming city, there are many half- 
hidden trades. 

They are important,. but unobtrusive; they 
are hidden not because they try to hide, but 
because they are lost in the multitude of 
more noticeable callings; and in number 
they are legion. 

Behind unlettered doors in office buildings, 
on the top floors of lodging-houses, in !ittle 
rooms above stores and under sidewalks, 
hundreds of men are following unnoted call- 
ings. The product of their labors is ofiena 
thing too common to excite even passing 
comment, too common to arouse the slight- 
est curiosity as to its source. 

How many men in ordinary walks of life— 
busy, Wide-awake men, with a knowledge of 
the city and an eye to their surroundings— 
if suddenly called upon for the address ofa 
broommaker, could furnisn it without re- 
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Many Quiet Workers 


course to that valuable assistant, the city 
directory? And yet Chicago has lots of 
broommakers. 

And not broommakers alone. Scores of 
trades might be pointed out whose follow- 
ers, though the results of their efforts are 
everywhere seen, have been swallowed upin 
the city. There are makers of wooden shoes 
—for Chicago has a large trade in wooden 
shoes; there are artisans ina dozen different 
branches of metal working; there are hun- 
dreds of bookbinders, embroiderers of fancy 
work, taxidermists—in fact, workers in 
scores of trades, whorply their callings un- 
obtrusively, without exciting notice, wholly 
lost in the whirl of the busy town. 

And many of the callings are far too 
picturesque to be lost to the artist, however 
much they may be neglected by the merely 
ordinary man. 

There are few things more interesting, few 
things more. picturesque than ‘the metal- 
worker at his labors. Take, for instance. 
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¢he forger of chains. It is safe to say that 
gomparatively few people have ever seen 
him at work: safe to say even that few who 
daily see or use the chains that he has mado 
ever stop to think of the man who does the 
msvork. And still, from any point of view, the 
inan is interesting. 


‘He is commonly a big man—a man with’ 


muscles clear cut as the eddies of a rapid 
etream—red-shirted and leather-aproned. 
Hie knows his business, and he twists the 
glowing iron and swings the hammer un- 
erringly and understandingly. He works 
wsually in a place half underground, perhaps 
in a basement tucked away benea'th a dingy 
machine shop, yerhaps where the footsteps 
of passersby in the street outside sound a!- 
most above his head. It is a place of deep 
ehadows:and sharp lights. The forge fire 
cuts sudden gleams of brightness through 
the dark; the motes of dust jump and glitter 
in the light, and sparks from the hot iron 
fiash from the anvil and die in the outer

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darkness of the room. 

And the broommaker, though there is less 
of the charm of energetic action in his mo- 
tions, is no less interesting and scarcely less 
Picturesque. His working place is common- 
ly cooler, lighter, and, so far as mere eleva- 
tion ts concerned, nearer to heaven. It is 
situated above ground, on the top floor, it 
may be, of a tail building, an unplastered, 
cheerless room overlocking the roofs of

‘The taking off the skin does not look 
nard, does it? First you plug him with 
cotton, if he is a-bird, close up his nos- 
trils, his throat, and the place where the 
Hullet went in. Then you break his wing 
bones close to the body. Then you make a 
cut under his wing, take off his skin, in- 
side out, and there he is, all ready, after 
his skin has been preserved, for a new 
body. 

“And his new body—its backbone is a 
wire, and it is made of tow.: You make it 
just like his other body and you stick the 
wire up through his head. ,Then you give 


him legs—wires put up through his feet 


and legs and into :his tow body. And you 


mount him so he does not look-as thotg® 
he was stuffed, but as if he would fly away 
if you came near him. And that isall. It 
does not sound like. much, buf I have spent 
all my life learning to do it. 

“Tf it is not a bird, but a squirrel or ® 
monkey, you do not make a cut under his 
wing,’ because he has no wing. You-cut 
then along the stomach.” You work the 
skin down to his hind legs and cut them of 
inside, and. you pull:the skin up over his 
back as if you were taking off a glove 
‘And you make his body out of tow, or, if he 
is -big, out of tow and plaster; or, if he! 
very big, you build him a body as you would 
build a house—only you are more careful, 
for his new muscles must be just where 
his old muscles were.”
